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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

1990  saw  Mr.  Stephen  Lombard  move  from  Executive 
Secretary  to  Town  Manager  at  a  salary  of  $52,000.00  a  year.  A 
bargain  as  far  as  Town  Managers  are  concerned.  The  move  from 
Executive  Secretary  to  Town  Manager  was  another  step  in 
implementing  the  Town  Charter. 

Mr.  Lombard  also  took  over  the  preparation  of  all  town 
budgets  and  presenting  them  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

Mr.  Lombard  is  also  the  appointing  authority  for  all  civil 
service  employees  including  fire  and  police. 

Much  of  the  Selectmen's  time  was  spent  on  Labor  Contract 
disputes.  Many  of  the  disputes  are  very  complex  and  involve  the 
opinion  of  Town  Counsel. 

The  Board  reviewed  many  proposals  concerning  Solid 
Waste  which  remains  one  of  the  towns'  greatest  problems.  All  of 
the  proposals  thus  far  have  been  unacceptable  for  one  reason  or 
another.  The  Board  views  Solid  Waste  as  one  of  the  biggest 
problems  facing  the  town  in  the  next  few  years. 

The  Board  voted  to  give  up  the  25%  open  space  discount 
on  properties.  After  consulting  with  the  Board  of  Assessors,  this 
became  a  mutual  agreement. 


As  always,  the  Board  dealt  with  many  neighborhood  and 
dog  problems  and  as  always,  we  try  to  accommodate  everyone 
that  is  involved  in  a  fair  manner  which  of  course  is  sometimes 
impossible. 

The  Board  has  started  a  Selectmen's  Policy  File  to  help 
direct  the  Town  Manager  in  carrying  out  his  duties  on  a  day  to  day 
basis. 

The  town  also  experienced  a  fire  at  the  J.C.  Solmonese 
School  on  New  Year's  Day  which  was  handled  by  all  concerned 
to  get  the  school  re-built  and  back  into  service  in  a  manner  that 
we  should  all  be  proud  of. 

In  the  past  year,  we  had  no  change  in  the  personnel  on  the 
Board  of  Selectmen.  The  April  election  saw  Berry  Andrews 
reelected  for  his  second  three  year  term. 

Leonard  Silvia  served  as  Chairman,  Clarence  Rich,  Jr. 
served  as  Vice  Chairman,  John  Schneider  as  Clerk.  Richard 
Owen  and  Barry  Andrews  as  members. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  May,  the  Selectmen's  pay 
of  $50  per  month  was  taken  away  as  well  as  our  health  insurance. 
This  has  not  affected  the  Selectmens  dedication  to  their  jobs 
which  proves  that  we  are  here  to  serve  the  townspeople  at  any  cost 
to  ourselves.

ASSESSORS 

Norton  has  experienced  vigorous  building  activity  in  1989 
as  evidenced  by  the  402  permits  issued  and  the  many  new 
subdivisions  developed  and  presently  under  development.  This 
activity  is  the  basis  for  FY90  values  which  increased  by 
$28,951,000.00. 

The  total  value  of  the  Town  is  now  $713,416,950.00.  At 
the  classification  hearing  the  Selectmen  voted  to  grant  one  tax 
rate  of  $1 1.86  and  a  25%  Open  Space  discount.  This  shift  can 
only  affect  the  Residential/Open  Space  percentage  share.  This 
results  in  the  following  breakdown:

Fiscal  1990  was  an  interim  year  which  means  there  was  no 
changing  of  values  other  than  by  improvement  to  the  property. 
The  Assessors  utilized  this  year  to  conduct  an  "in/out"  inspection 
of  residential  homes.  An  outside  firm  was  conn-acted  and  75-80% 
of  the  homes  were  viewed.  This  inspection  is  in  preparation  for 
the  state  mandated  FY91  revaluation  of  the  Town.  Appraisal 


Consultants  of  New  England  (A.C.O.N.E.)  has  been  contracted 
again  to  do  the  Fiscal  1991  Revaluation.  Looking  ahead  to  the 
fiscal  constraints  being  put  upon  the  town  the  Assessors  also 
contracted  A.C.O.N.E.  to  do  the  Fiscal  1994  Revaluation  over  a 
period  of  three  years.  This  includes  the  "in-house"  printing  of  our 
commitment  books  thereby  reducing  the  impact  on  the  coming 
years  budgets. 

An  integral  part  of  this  process  is  the  education  of  the 
assessing  personnel.  This  year  Assessor  Joan  DeCosta  and  As- 
sessing Technician  Jean  Kantelis  successfully  completed 
Courses  200  and  201,  in  Bourne,  given  by  the  Massachusetts 
Association  of  Assessing  Officers  (M.A.A.O.).  New  Assessor 
Laimonis  Rieksts  successfully  completed  the  State  mandated 
Course  101  and  the  Classification  workshop  at  the  University  of 
Massachusetts  thus  making  the  whole  Board  certified  for  the  first 
time  in  over  five  years. 

The  Board  would  like  to  extend  thanks  to  their  staff  and  to 
the  other  departments  who  contributed  to  the  successful  opera- 
tion of  the  Assessors  Office.

REPORT  OF  THE 
NORTON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

During  1989-90  the  police  department  answered  15,080 
calls  for  service.  This  represents  an  average  of  42  calls  per  24 
hour  period. 

As  the  town  continues  to  grow  so  do  police  activities.  An 
average  of  1 3  housebreaks  per  month  were  recorded,  and  58  drug 
arrests  were  made  for  the  year.  A  high  percentage  of  the 
housebreaks  that  occurred  in  our  community  were  drug  related. 

Traffic  accidents  again  increased  as  they  have  the  last 
three  years.  We  now  average  almost  one  accident  per  day.  There 
were  2  traffic  fatalities  and  69  drunk  driving  arrests,  compared 
to  52  last  year. 

The  police  department  is  keeping  pace  with  the  changing 
times  with  new  sophisticated  equipment  that  gives  us  the  re- 
sources for  more  reliable  and  efficient  information. 

I  thank  the  members  of  the  police  department  for  their 
cooperation  and  dedication,  the  other  town  departments  that 
have  assisted  us  during  the  year  and  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Town  Manager,  Stephen  J.  Lombard  for  their  help  and 
guidance.

The  present  fleet  of  apparatus  is  beginning  to  show  its  age, 
as  over  50%  of  the  equipment  being  used  is  over  1 5  years  old  and 
both  the  dependability  and  availability  of  parts  is  not  readily 
accessible. 

We  have  tried  to  replace,  via  Capitol  Improvements,  but  a 
well  rounded  Capitol  Improvement  plan  is  still  not  working.  We 
should  replace  frontline  fire  apparatus  when  they  are  15-18  years 
old. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  our  present  fleet  and  with  our 
recommendations. 

ENGINE  1: 1966  Ford  1000  GPM  Pumper,  was  in  reserve  status 
presendy  running  in  place  of  Engine  4  at  Winnecunnet,  Engine 
4  is  out  of  service. 

ENGINE  2:  1989  Maxim  1700  GPM  Pumper,  stadoned  at 
headquarters,  in  Norton  Center. 

ENGINE  3:  1977  Rescue  Pumper  500  GPM,  should  have  a  new 
chassis  and  minor  refurbishing. 

ENGINE  4:  1973  1000  GPM  Ford  presendy  out  of  service  and 
in  very  poor  condition,  should  be  replaced  immediately. 

CAR  20:  Chief's  car,  1986  Chevrolet,  should  be  replaced  soon, 
90,000  miles,  not  counting  idling. 

CAR  201:  1982  Fire  Prevention  car  with  86,000  miles,  this  is  a 
used  Police  cruiser,  it  should  be  replaced  with  a  4  Wheel  Drive 
Bronco  which  could  haul  the  boat  and  the  Hover  Craft,  as  well  as 
being  an  asset  during  the  winter  months. 

CAR  290:  1988  Pick-Up  utility  truck  for  small  jobs,  picking  up 
after  fires,  hauling  hose,  etc... 

BOAT  &TRAILER:  Both  donated  in  the  sixties  by  the  Norton 
Loin's  Club. 

FIRE  ALARM  TRUCK:  1977,  this  truck  will  last  many  more 
years.

The  statistics  show  a  large  increase  in  the  activity  of  all 
areas  of  the  fire  department.  Fire  calls,  rescue  runs,  inspections, 
the  trend  is  increasing  and  faced  with  the  sinking  economy  we  can 
expect  even  more  emergency  calls,  both  Fire  and  rescue. 

The  aggressive  move  on  the  department  to  have  early 
warning  devices,  fire  alarms,  smoke  detectors,  etc.,  has  begun  to 
show  a  positive  result  relative  to  actual  fire  loss.  The  Solmonese 
School  fire  was  a  large  loss  fire,  but  without  early  detection  could 
have  been  triple  the  loss.  $86,000.00  of  motor  vehicle  fires 
actually  shows  a  decrease.  We  have  had  fires  which  could  have 
been  more  serious  and  costly  had  there  not  been  sprinklers  and 
early  fire  detection. 

We  will  not  remain  idle,  we  will  continue  to  work  on 
prevention  of  fires  through  public  education  and  proper  fire 
protection. 

The  Emergency  Medical  Service  continues  to  grow  as  we 
increase  our  knowledge  through  advanced  training  and  the 
relative  purchasing  of  advanced  medical  equipment.  Presently 
several  firefighters  are  in  various  EMT  programs. 

The  fire  department  will  receive  a  new  Rescue  in  October, 
this  will  replace  the  1984  model.  We  presently  utilize  2  Rescues, 
which  has  proven  very  essential  in  our  service  to  the  community. 
The  placement  of  4  Defibrilators  for  the  Basic  EMT's  will  be  in 
place  by  October  and  this  will  greatly  increase  our  ability  to  save 
lives. 

Ambulance  fees  increased  and  hopefully  we  can  obtain  a 
computer  in  order  to  increase  these  revenues  even  more  in  the 
near  future  through  more  efficient  billing  process. 


REPORT  OF  THE 
FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

This  year  again  was  relatively  quiet  as  the  open  woodlands 
continue  to  diminish.  We  do  have  many  areas  that  are  still 
vulnerable  and  we  keep  a  close  eye  on  these. 

The  Town  issued  over  3,000  burning  permits  and,  once 
again  the  residents  of  Norton  proved  they  respect  the  rules  of 
Smokey  The  Bear,  even  though  an  occasional  burner  burns 


something  he  is  not  supposed  to,  and  we  were  required  to  record 
this  improper  deed. 

I  have  two  (2)  aging  forest  fire  trucks  that  may  need 
replacing  in  the  coming  years,  probably  sooner.  Because  of 
budget  cutbacks  the  forest  trucks  from  the  State  will  be 
unobtainable.

REPORT  OF  THE 
TRAINING  DIVISION 

The  training  of  both  call  and  permanent  firefighters  has 
been  very  extensive  this  year.  We  have  mandatory  Hazardous 
Material  training  which  must  be  taken  yearly,  this  has  been 
accomplished.  We  also  have  company  training  drills  that  must  be 
held  in  order  to  keep  us  abreast  of  all  new  techniques. 

The  Fire  Department  utilizes  the  Mass  Fire  Academy  as 
well  as  the  National  Fire  Academy  in  training,  both  officers  and 
firefighters.  We  also  have  several  of  our  own  personnel  who  are 
certified  instructors  and  are  able  to  train  in-house. 

The  fire  department  training  is  in  addition  to  any  and  all 
Emergency  Medical  Training  which  must  be  taken. 

The  training  we  undertake,  in  both  medical  and  firefighting 
areas,  attests  to  the  fact  that  we  have  well  trained  personnel 
serving  the  town  in  their  dual  capacities. 

FIRE  ALARM  DIVISION 

The  Fire  Alarm  Division  had  an  extremely  busy  year.  The 
construction  of  numerous  large  complexes  in  town,  such  as;  the 
addition  at  Sysco,  Greatwoods  Marketplace,  Poland  Springs, 
etc.,  demanded  an  enormous  amount  of  time  being  committed 
joindy  by  the  Fire  Alarm  Division  and  the  Fire  Prevention 
Division. 

Much  time  was  spent  meeting  with  architects,  engineers, 
electricians  and  contractors  working  out  the  details  of  these 
complex,  modern,  interior  Fire  Alarm  Systems.  These  systems 
had  to  be  completely  inspected  upon  completion,  with  some 
taking  days  to  complete.  Well  over  100  Digital  Master  Box 
numbers  were  assigned  and  installed  over  the  past  year. 

In  addition  to  the  overseeing  and  inspection  of  commercial 
fire  alarm  installations  in  Norton,  the  Alarm  Division  is  also 
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responsible  for  maintaining  over  28  miles  of  Fire  Alarm  Cable 
and  upwards  of  350  Fire  Alarm  Boxes,  both  Street  Boxes  and  the 
Master  Boxes  on  buildings.  A  considerable  number  of  old  tele- 
phone poles  were  replaced  in  town  this  year  creating  a  significant 
amount  of  work  changing  the  Alarm  Cable  over  to  the  new  poles. 
We  also  installed  Fire  Alarm  Cable  and  boxes  at  the  following 
locations,  as  well  as  in  several  other  developments:

This  past  year  also  saw  the  upgrade  of  the  Fire  Alarm 
Systems  in  the  Solomonese,  LG  Nourse  and  Middle  Schools.  The 
Management  of  Wheaton  College  has  been  aggressively  up- 
grading the  Fire  Detection  Systems  in  the  Dormitories.  Numer- 
ous businesses  have  also  installed  or  upgraded  their  Fire  De- 
tection systems. 

The  size  of  the  Fire  Alarm  System  in  Norton  continues  to 
grow  at  a  rapid  pace.  Due  to  the  complexity  of  the  system  and  it's 
components,  it  will  be  necessary  in  the  near  future  to  have  a  full 
time  person  assigned  to  this  division. 


REPORT  OF  THE 
E.M.S.  DIVISION 

This  year  was  extremely  busy  for  the  E.M.S.  Division  of 
the  Norton  Fire  Department.  Emergency  calls  increased  by  23% 
over  last  year.  Presently  we  have  16  Basic  Life  Support  Emer- 
gency Medical  Technicians,  and  5  Advanced  Life  Support 
Emergency  Medical  Technicians  (3  Paramedics  and  2  Interme- 
diates) on  the  full  time  roster.  On  the  call  Department  there  are  12 
Basic  Life  Support  Emergency  Medical  Technicians  and  2  Ad- 
vanced Life  Support  Emergency  Medical  Technicians,  (1  Para- 
medic and  1  Intermediate).  The  fire  department  provides  Para- 
medic service  to  the  town  24  hours  per  day,  7  days  a  week. 

Training  continues  to  be  a  high  point  in  the  E.M.S.  Divi- 
sion. This  year  2  firefighters  entered  the  Paramedic  program  and 
are  now  awaiting  State  Certification.  Also,  the  fire  department 
has  4  Automatic  Defibrillators  and  has  certified  22  B.L.S. 
E.M.T.'s  to  operate  them.  These  machines,  when  applied  to 
victims  of  cardiac  arrest  can  restart  the  heart  by  automatically 
shocking  the  heart.  These  machines,  and  programs,  have  been 
very  successful  throughout  the  country,  we  hope  to  have  the  same 
success. 


The  1981  Ambulance  has  been  replaced  by  a  1990  Ford/ 
Wheeled  Coach,  which  is  designated  as  Rescue  2  and  will  be  in 
service  shortly.  With  our  1987  Ford/Wheeled  Coach,  designated 
Rescue  1,  the  department  is  in  good  shape.  The  availability  of  a 
good  back-up  Ambulance  will  speed  up  service  to  the  towns- 
people when  the  other  Rescue  is  out  on  a  call.  We  will  not  have 
to  rely  on  other  towns  as  much  to  provide  backup  ambulances  and 
it  will  also  cut  down  response  time. 

SAVE  A  LIFE,  TAKE  A  C.P.R.  COURSE!! 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  town  officials  who  have 
helped  in  any  way  in  the  past  year. 

I  would  especially  like  to  thank  the  Communications 
Division.  They  have  done  an  outstanding  job  during  stressful 
times,  both  personal  and  professional;  My  Sincere  Thanks. 

I  thank  the  area  towns  that  have  given  us  Mutual  Aid  over 
the  last  year. 

I  also  thank  you,  both  the  Permanent  and  Call  Fire  De- 
partments for  the  continued  support  that  you  have  given,  not  only 
myself,  but  the  inhabitants  of  the  town ,  for  making  Norton  a  much 
safer  and  better  place  in  which  to  live. 

But  let  us  not  forget  you,  the  towns  people,  who  once  again, 
through  tough  decisions,  have  given  us  the  proper  tools  to  do  the 
best  job  possible;  My  Deepest  Thanks. 


REPORT  OF  THE 
COMMUNICATION  COMMISSION 

The  Communication  Center  like  the  other  Public  Safety 
agencies  has  experienced  the  same  yearly  increases  and  re- 
mained stable  with  5  full-time  employees.  As  other  agencies 
show  increase  in  crimes  and  incidents  the  Communications 
Center  experiences  significant  increases  in  workload  and  as  the 
Center  enters  its  second  decade  we  will  continue  with  same 
professionalism  and  determination  to  put  the  public's  safety 
before  all  else. 

The  Center  personnel  handled  the  coordination  of  several 
agencies  during  the  Solmonese  fire  for  the  Bristol  County  Task 
Force;  which  Norton  coordinates  and  dispatches  28  towns  and 
their  apparatus  in  the  event  of  a  major  conflagration. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  thank  the  other  town  departments 
that  have  assisted  us  during  the  past  year;  and  most  of  all  to  thank 
the  Communication  personnel  for  their  dedication.

Communication  Commission 
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REPORT  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

The  Board  of  Health's  workload  during  the  past  year  has 
been  very  busy.  The  Health  Agent  witnessed  82  percolation  tests 
and  issued  120  Disposal  Works  Construction  Permits.  The 
Health  Agent  investigated  numerous  Nuisance  Complaints. 
These  complaints  ranged  from  septic  system  failures  to  illegal 
dumping  to  tenant-landlord  disputes.  The  Health  Agent  is  re- 
quired to  investigate  all  complaints  which  are  detrimental  to  the 
Publics  Health  within  24  hours  and  all  others  within  five  working 
days. 

The  Board  of  Health  passed  a  new  regulation  regarding 
private  wells.  This  regulation  was  adopted  to  ensure  all  the 
people  of  Norton  had  clean  safe  drinking  water.  The  regulation 
requires  all  private  wells  to  be  registered  with  the  Board  of  Health 
and  further  requires  proper  permits  to  be  obtained  prior  to  drilling 
any  private  well. 

The  Board  of  Health  also  has  a  regulation  requiring  the 
registration  of  all  private  under  ground  storage  tanks. 

The  Health  Agent  is  required  by  statute  to  inspect  all  Food 
Service  Establishments  and  Retail  Food  Stores  at  least  twice  a 
year.  The  Town  of  Norton  has  over  100  Food  Service  Estab- 
lishments and  Retail  Food  Stores. 

The  Board  of  Health  licenses  all  Food  Service  Establish- 
ments, Retail  Food  Establishments,  Mobile  Home  Parks,  Civil 
Engineers  (working  in  town  only),  Septic  System  Installers, 
Piggeries,  Dairies,  and  Bakeries. 

The  Public  Health  Nurse  had  another  very  busy  and  pro- 
ductive year.  She  continues  to  visit  new  mothers  to  explain  the 
services  available  both  locally  and  statewide.  This  service  has 
been  very  much  appreciated  by  the  new  mothers.  She  adminis- 
tered 126  Flu  Shots,  and  50  other  immunizations.  She  has 
conducted  24  Blood  Pressure  Clinics,  not  including  visits  to 
home  bound  residents.  She  conducts  Cholesterol  and  Diabetic 
Screening  Clinics  approximately  every  three  months.  During 
these  screenings  she  has  picked  up  several  people  with  elevated 
cholesterol  and  elevated  blood  sugars.  She  organized  a  Health 
Fair  held  at  the  Town  Hall.  Blood  Pressures,  Cholesterol 
Screening  and  Diabetic  Screening  were  conducted  at  the  Fair. 
Podiatry  and  Skin  Cancer  was  also  discussed  during  the  Fair.  The 
Public  Health  Nurses  duties  are  many  and  varied.  During  the  past 
year  she  has  conducted  classes  on  Healthy  eating  to  the  elderly, 
she  investigates  reports  of  Communicable  diseases,  she  works 
closely  with  the  School  Nurses  and  New  Testament  Baptist 
Church,  she  makes  home  visits  to  patients  recently  released  from 
the  hospital.  She  administers  Tuberculin  Skin  Tests  to  the  resi- 
dents of  North  Cottage  and  Old  Colony  Nursing  Home.  She  also 
does  Lead  Screening  for  Pre-School  Children.  She  completes  all 
her  duties  while  working  only  16  hours  per  week. 


The  Landfill  Capping  Project  commenced  in  March  1990 
and  has  progressed  smoothly.  The  Board  of  Health  was  kept  busy 
with  this  project,  attending  meetings  and  with  frequent  visits  to 
the  site  to  monitor  the  progress.  The  capping  of  the  landfill  is 
ahead  of  schedule  and  under  budget.  It  is  expected  to  be  com- 
pleted in  early  October.  After  the  warranty  period  in  October 
1991  further  use  of  this  property  could  then  be  considered. 

The  Board  of  Health  had  an  extremely  successful  House- 
hold Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day  in  October.  During  the 
collection  eight,  55  gallon  drums  of  oil,  hundreds  of  batteries  and 
tires  were  collected,  plus  seven,  55  gallon  drums  of  various  types 
of  paints,  thinners  and  other  household  hazardous  wastes. 

The  Board  of  Health  consists  of  three  members  who  are 
appointed  for  three  year  terms.  Current  members  are  Celeste 
DaCosta,  Chairman,  William  Mueller,  Clerk,  and  John  Pino 
(recently  resigned).  There  is  one  full  time  Health  Agent  who 
oversees  the  day  to  day  operation  in  all  matters  related  to  Public 
Health.  The  Health  Agent  is  directly  responsible  to  the  Board  of 
Health. 

The  Board  of  Health,  although  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  is  an  autonomous  Board  which  acts  under  authority 
of  Chapter  III,  Section  31  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  in  the  interest  and  preservation  of  the 
Public's  Health.

REPORT  OF  DOG  OFFICER 

During  Fiscal  Year  1989-90,  stray  dogs  were  less  than  in  the  past. 
Of  the  dogs  picked  up  only  87  were  unclaimed,  and  most  of  them  were 
lucky  enough  to  be  adopted. 

I  was  fortunate  to  be  able  to  attend  a  Certification  Course  on 
Animal  Control,  given  by  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Criminal 
Justice  Training  Council  and  the  Animal  Control  Officers  Association 
of  Massachusetts.  This  was  a  96-hour  course  held  at  Massachusetts 
Criminal  Justice  Training  Center,  Needham,  Mass.  I  graduated 
Jan.  1990,  and  am  now  a  Certified  Animal  Control  Officer. 

Our  Rabies  Clinic  held  annually  in  the  Spring  was  a  success  and 
every  year  more  people  are  vaccinating  their  cats  as  well  as  their  dogs. 
This  is  very  important  as  cats  are  susceptible  to  Rabies.  The  Town 
Clerk's  office  is  open  on  the  day  of  the  Rabies  Clinic,  which  makes  it 
easy  for  people  to  license  their  dogs. 

The  Town  of  Norton  does  have  a  leash  law  and  it  is  only  as 
effective  as  you  are.  The  Fine  for  a  violation  can  be  $50.00.

Scott  Blvd.  this  summer,  but  it  didn 't  happen.  They  still  say  we  have  a  shot 
at  it  this  year.  We  did  get  the  binder  course  down  on  most  of  it  We  still 
have  a  problem  at  Harvey  St.  The  sign  problem  in  town  has  gotten  worse. 
Much  money  is  thrown  away  each  year  on  vandalism.  Barrows  St.  bridge 
was  supposed  to  be  rebuilt  but  that  was  not  done  because  of  low  state 
money.  The  plan  work  has  been  done.

The  emphasis  in  the  1 990 fiscal  year  was  on  sewer.  The  long  awaited 
northern  Mansfield  Avenue — Norton  Grove  Sewer  Project  was  started. 
Through  gifts  and  stale  grants  this  3 .9  million  dollar  Mainline  Interceptor 
Project  will  cost  the  Town's  people  nothing.  The  557  or  Lateral  Sewer 
Project  was  also  started  and  the  Town  was  awarded  a  22  million  dollar  state 
grant  with  the  Town  having  to  raise  2.6  million  dollars  for  the  local  share. 
Both  of  these  projects  along  with  their  respective  pump  stations  will  have 
an  enormous  effect  on  stopping  pollution  from  entering  the  Norton 
Reservoir. 

With  theslow  down  in  the  building  industry  our  service  installations 
fell  to  46  compared  to  97  the  previous  year. 

The  department's  Capital  Improvement  program  will  mostly  con-

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REPORT  OF  THE 
CANOE  RIVER  AQUIFER 
ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 

The  Canoe  River  Aquifer  Advisory  Committee  (CRAAC) 
was  established  by  an  act  of  the  State  Legislature  in  1987.  Its 
membership  is  comprised  of  representatives  from  the  towns  of 
Easton,  Mansfield,  Norton,  Foxborough,  and  Sharon.  The  pur- 
pose of  the  committee  is  to  promote  the  regional  protection  of 
drinking  water  supplies  within  the  Canoe  River  Aquifer. 

On  March  3, 1990,  CRAAC  sponsored  a  land  use  conference, 
"Using  Land  While  Protecting  Water  Supplies  in  the  Canoe  River 
Aquifer".  The  conference  was  held  at  Wheaton  College  in  Norton.  Co- 
sponsors  of  the  conference  were  Easton  Lions  Club,  MassCLEAN.and 
the  Land  Trusts  of  Easton,  Norton,  and  Mansfield. 

The  conference  featured  prominent  speakers,  known  for 
their  expertise  in  land  planning  and  land  preservation,  estate 
planning,  and  land  use  effects  on  water  supplies.  Robert  Lemire, 
land  use  consultant  and  author  of  Creative  Land  Development: 
Bridge  to  the  Future,  and  Randall  Arendt,  Associate  Director  at 
the  Center  for  Rural  Massachusetts,  discussed  the  conservation 
of  land  and  resources  while  "building  what  needs  to  be  built". 
Stephen  Small,  tax  attorney  and  author  of  Preserving  Family 
Lands,  discussed  development  options  that  are  available  to  land 
owners  and  the  tax  consequences  and  benefits  associated  with 
these  options.  Chris  Clark,  attorney  and  land  planner,  and 
hydrogeologists,  John  Donohue,  IV  and  Joseph  Selvetti,  talked 
about  the  importance  of  groundwater  and  how  development 
impacts  its  quality.  Over  one  hundred  and  fifty  people  attended 
the  conference,  and  the  committee  received  many  compliments 
regarding  the  program's  professional  format  and  content. 

As  a  result  of  the  conference,  the  Land  Trusts  of  Easton,  Norton, 
and  Mansfield  formed  the  Canoe  River  Land  Trust  Coalition.  The 
coalition's  purpose  is  to  provide  information  to  landowners  within  the 
five  member  towns  on  how  to  combine  saving  land  with  saving  taxes. 
Landowners,  who  are  interested  in  such  tax  saving  issues,  may  contact 
the  coalition  at  the  following  address:  P.O.  Box  1 87,  Easton,  MA 02375 
or  by  calling  238-0693. 

On  October  22,  1990,  CRAAC,  along  with  the  City  of 
Taunton,  submitted  an  application  to  the  Department  of  Envi- 
ronmental Management  (DEM)  to  designate  the  Canoe  River 
Aquifer  as  an  Area  of  Critical  Environmental  Concern  (ACEC). 
The  purpose  of  such  a  designation  is  to  protect  and  preserve 
essential  areas  of  natural  and  cultural  significance.  In  order  to  be 
designated  an  ACEC,  the  applicant  must  demonstrate  four  of 
eight  significant  resources  within  the  area. 

These  resources  are:  fishing  habitat,  wetlands,  river  systems, 
water  supply,  natural  hazards,  agricultural  areas,  historical  significance, 
and  endangered  plant  or  animal  species.  The  committee's  application 
incorporated  at  least  seven  of  these  categories. 


Upon  review  of  the  application,  the  Secretary  of  Environ- 
mental Affairs,  John  DeVillars,  notified  CRAAC  on  December 
27, 1990,  that  the  nomination  had  been  accepted.  DEM  has  since 
scheduled  public  information  meetings  for  February  7,  1991,  in 
Taunton  and  February  14,  1991,  in  Mansfield  to  explain  the 
purpose  and  effects  of  an  ACEC  designation.  Following  these 
meetings,  a  public  hearing  will  be  held  regarding  the  resources  of 
the  nomination  and  the  appropriateness  of  the  designation.  A 
decision  on  the  designation  will  then  be  rendered  by  the  Secretary 
of  Environmental  Affairs  within  sixty  days  of  the  hearing. 

As  part  of  CRAAC's  commitment  to  educate  the  public  on 
water  supply  protection,  the  third  annual  Spring  Awareness  Day 
was  held  at  the  Mansfield  Fish  and  Game  Club  on  May  5,1990. 
The  traditional  canoe  ride  on  the  river  took  place,  followed  by  a 
program  featuring  speakers,  Maria  VanDusen  and  Stephen 
Hurley  from  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Wildlife  and  Senator 
Keating.  Plans  for  the  fourth  Spring  Awareness  Day  are  currently 
underway  for  May  1991. 

In  addition  to  the  Awareness  Day,  CRAAC  has  began  a 
series  of  educational  seminars.  The  first  seminar  was  held  at 
Mansfield's  town  hall  on  October  30,  1990.  Dr.  William  Jobin, 
PhD.,  director  of  Rumford  River  Laboratory,  spoke  on  "Miti- 
gation of  Aquifer  Impacts  by  Local  Boards".  Another  seminar  on 
underground  storage  tanks  has  been  planned  for  February  6, 
1991,  at  Stonehill  College  in  North  Easton. 

CRAAC  has  set  up  exhibits  at  the  Mansfield  Home  Show 
and  at  Borderland  State  Park.  The  committee  has  also  responded 
to  requests  from  groups  wishing  to  emulate  the  committee's 
work,  and  committee  members  have  spoken  at  their  meetings. 

CRAAC  continues  to  encourage  public  and  official  at- 
tendance at  its  meetings.  Meetings  alternate  between  towns  on 
the  first  Thursday  of  each  month  at  1:00  p.m.  The  meeting 
locations  are  posted  at  the  town  halls.

REPORT  OF  THE 
PLANNING  BOARD 

This  report  of  the  Norton  Planning  Board  is  a  partial 
summary  of  activities  conducted  from  July  1,  1989  to  June  30, 
1990. 

The  Board  continues  to  keep  busy  with  new  and  existing 
developments. 

Even  with  the  softening  of  the  real  estate  market,  the 
following  applications  have  been  processed: 

A.  Twenty  Special  Permits 

B.  Forty  Approval  Not  Required  Plans 

C.  Four  Preliminary  Subdivisions 

D.  Five  Definitive  Subdivisions 

Existing  development  and,  in  particular,  cluster  subdivi- 
sions ,  have  required  a  considerable  amount  of  attention  including 
the  processing  of  conservation  restrictions  and  modification  to 
existing  special  permits. 

The  Board  has  been  and  will  continue  to  work  towards 
establishing  a  separate  planning  board  account  for  reimbursing 
outside  consultants  required  to  assist  the  Board  in  conducting  its 
duties  and  responsibilities.  This  action  is  allowed  under  M.G.L. 
Chapter  593  of  the  Acts  of  1989.  In  the  long  run,  the  Board's 
efforts  will  save  the  taxpayers  of  Norton  money,  in  that  the 
development  community  will  be  required  to  reimburse  the  town 
for  reasonable  expenses  incurred  by  consultants  retained  by  the 
Board. 

The  Board  has  conducted  research  into  zoning  by-law 
changes  and  conducted  public  hearings  in  the  following  areas: 

1.  Site  Plan  applications  (Article  XV) 

2.  Institutional  Religious  and  Educational  Uses  (Ar- 
ticle XVI). 

These  changes  were  proposed  at  the  May  1990  Town 
Meeting. 

In  terms  of  proposed  changes  to  the  "Rules  and  Regula- 
tions Governing  the  Subdivision  of  Land"  in  Norton,  Massachu- 
setts, the  following  areas  have  been  researched  with  public 
hearings  also  held: 


1.  Form  A  —  Approval  Not  Required  Plans 

2.  Preliminary  Subdivision  and  Definitive  Subdivision 
relative  to  Chapter  593  of  the  Acts  of  1989  (M.G.L.). 

The  development  pressures  facing  Norton  must  be  planned 
for  as  this  growth  creates  major  infrastructure  challenges.  Main- 
taining a  "sense  of  place"  in  the  community  is  an  important  goal 
of  the  Planning  Board.  Road  safety,  water  quality  maintenance, 
fire  and  police  protection  and  affordable  housing  must  be  ensured 
as  the  town  grows. 

The  Planning  Board  hopes  to  accomplish  the  following 
goals  in  the  short  and  long  term. 

1 .  Update  the  Norton  Zoning  By-Law  Book 

2.  Update  the  Norton  Zoning  Map 

3.  Update  the  Master  Plan  with  citizen  participation 

4.  Number  and  re-number  every  home  in  the  Town  of 
Norton.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
REGIONAL  PLANNING 
AND  ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT  DISTRICT 

Report  to  the  Town  of  Norton  from  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Develop- 
ment District. 

The  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic  De- 
velopment District  continued  to  serve  the  Town  of  Norton  in 
1990.  SRPEDD  (pronounced  sir-ped)  is  a  locally  run  regional 
agency  servicing  southeastern  Massachusetts  dealing  with  issues 
being  faced  by  each  city  and  town  in  the  region.  The  year  1990 
was  a  difficult  one  for  SRPEDD  and  for  all  of  southeastern 
Massachusetts.  The  economy  went  into  decline  and  all  levels  of 
government  had  to  cut  back,  reducing  the  services  they  could 
provide.  At  SRPEDD  we  found  more  demand  than  ever  for 
regional  approach  to  individual  city  and  town  problems.  And  we 
found  more  support  for  certain  state  government  functions  to  be 
decentralized  to  the  regional  level. 

In  the  past  year,  representatives  of  Norton  serving  on  the 
SRPEDD  Commission  were  Ralph  Stefanelli  representing  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  and  Kenneth  Zanoni  for  the  Planning  Board. 

Some  ofthedistrict'smoresignificantaccomplishmentsin 
1990  were: 

•  Completion  of  the  annual  Transportation  Improvement 
Program  (TIP)  and  Overall  Economic  Development  Program 
(OEDP)  which  set  regional  priorities  on  federal  and  state  grants 
for  transportation  and  economic  development  projects. 

•  Staffing  of  the  South  Eastern  Economic  Development 
(SEED)  Corporation,  which  makes  loans  to  small  businesses  for 
expansion.  In  1990,  SEED  approved  loans  to  7  small  businesses 
in  the  amount  of  $  1 .3  million.  These  loans  are  projected  to  create 
1 30  jobs  and  will  result  in  the  investment  of  over  $5  million  from 
private  sources. 

•  SRPEDD  continued  to  provide  the  planning  services  for 
the  two  regional  transit  authorities,  GATRA  and  SRTA. 

•  SRPEDD  reviewed  the  environmental  impact  of  larger 
development  projects  in  the  region  to  insure  that  potential 
harmful  impacts  will  be  addressed.  This  year,  we  reviewed  43 
such  projects,  commenting  on  the  impacton  traffic,  water  supply, 
sewage  disposal,  wetlands,  and  other  development-related  is- 
sues. 

•  Nine  applications  for  federal  and  state  funds  were  re- 
viewed to  insure  consistency  with  other  plans  and  efficient  use  of 
public  funds. 

•  SRPEDD  conducted  a  district-wide  traffic  counting  pro- 


gram and  maintained  a  computer  file  of  all  available  traffic  count 
data  for  the  period  1980  through  1990  throughout  the  region. 

•  SRPEDD  conducted  workshops  for  local  boards  on  Tide 
V  regulations  (Health)  and  revolving  accounts  for  review  fees 
(Planning  and  others). 

•  SRPEDD  worked  throughout  1990  to  expedite  comple- 
tion of  the  Old  Colony  Line,  which  will  provide  MBTA  service 
into  the  region  with  a  terminus  in  Lakeville.  A  1992  completion 
date  is  projected. 

•  A  regional  industrial  land  plan  was  begun  in  1990.  The 
plan  will  determine  if  more  land  for  industrial  development  is 
needed  to  meet  future  growth. 

•  SRPEDD  maintains  a  computer  based  Accident  Filing 
System  for  eleven  communities  in  the  region.  The  service  pro- 
vides for  rapid  and  accurate  retrieval  of  detailed  traffic  accident 
information  and  is  useful  in  identifying  high  hazard  locations. 
SRPEDD  has  maintained  Norton's  accident  data  since  1986. 

•  The  municipalities  of  Attleboro,  North  Attleborough, 
Plainville,  Mansfield  and  Norton  are  the  first  subarea  to  be 
updated  as  part  of  the  Regional  Transportation  Plan  Refinement. 
A  computer  model  has  been  developed  for  the  entire  road 
network. 

•  SRPEDD  worked  with  the  Anawan  Regional  Waste 
Committee  representing  1 1  cities  and  towns  to  find  solutions  to 
regional  solid  waste  problems. 

We  look  forward  to  serving  you  in  1991.

Self  Help,  Inc.,  is  greater  Brockton's  and  Attleboro's 
antipoverty  agency  dedicated  to  improving  the  quality  of  life  of 
limited-income  individuals  and  families,  and  making  all  seg- 
ments of  the  community  responsive  to  the  needs  of  the  limited- 
income,  disadvantaged  and  minority. 

During  the  program  year  ending  September  30, 1990,  Self 
Help  received  a  total  funding  of  $9.3M  and  provided  direct 
services  to  79,442  limited-income  households  in  the  area. 

3,052  Norton  households  received  direct  services  totaling 
$218,351  during  the  program  year  1990. 

The  total  funding  of  $9,348,658  does  not  tell  the  real  value 
of  human  services  delivered  to  the  area  as  a  whole.  Self  Help's 
funding  enabled  us  to  mobilize  an  additional  $1 ,770,25 1  of  other 
community  resources,  such  as  contributions  from  the  towns  and 
volunteers .  The  gross  value  of  Self  Help  during  the  past  program 
year  was  $11,343,436. 

Self  Help  currently  employs  approximately  175  indi- 
viduals, many  of  whom  are  of  limited  income  and  minorities. 

We  feel  that  the  program  year  10/1/89  through  9/30/90  was 
a  successful  one  for  us  and  very  helpful  to  our  limited-income 
population.  We  thank  the  Boards  of  Selectmen,  town  volunteers 
and  your  representative  to  our  Board  of  Directors,  Mr.  Henry 
Desautel  for  helping  to  make  our  year  a  success.

REPORT  OF  THE  OFFICE  OF 
EMERGENCY  PREPAREDNESS 
AND  CIVIL  DEFENSE 

There  was  no  significant  activity  throughout  the  year. 
Completing  the  Hazmat  plans  in  event  of  a  hazardous  material 
incident.  There  are  five  indentifiable  sites  of  possible  contami- 
nation and  none  of  these  could  be  called  very  dangerous.  They  do 
meet  federal  standards  requiring  planning  in  case  there  is  escape 
of  hazardous  material  into  the  neighborhood. 

The  radio  repeater  used  for  the  local  government  agencies 
in  a  Hazmat  incident  or  one  of  Nature's  rampages  was  originally 
purchased  in  1966  to  give  the  Town's  highway  and  water 
superintendents  radio  communication  in  time  of  disaster.  The 
Town  meeting  that  year,  approved  the  article  and  the  Federal 
Office  of  Civil  Defense  granted  50%  reimbursement  upon 
completion  of  the  project. 

The  equipment  was  delivered  in  September  1966.  Two 
years  later  the  base  was  converted  to  a  mobile  relay  station 
(repeater).  The  transmitter  is  a  hybrid  of  transistors  and  tubes. 
The  receiver  is  transistorized.  The  transmitter  power  (60 W)  was 
sufficient  for  the  local  coverage. 

Presently,  the  system  has  increased  to  several  mobiles  in 
the  highway  department,  4  mobiles  and  5  portables  for  the  water 
department,  the  Tree  Warden  and  mobiles  in  the  two  special 
needs  student  buses.  These  buses  travel  as  much  as  20  miles  from 
Norton  and  need  a  reliable  system.  The  Water  department  por- 
tables have  poor  reception  3  miles  from  the  present  repeater.  The 
radio  should  be  replaced  soon. 

Our  emergency  communications  capability  has  grown  and 
become  an  integral  part  of  the  day-to-day  operation.  These 
departments  are  also  a  vital  part  of  the  Local  Emergency  Plan  for 
HAZMAT  and  natural  disaster  situations.  It  would  be  a  great 
relief  to  not  have  to  rely  on  a  24  year  old  repeater. 

With  the  growing  economic  slowdown  and  increasingly 
tight  money  I  will  just  plan  to  keep  planning.

SOLID  WASTE 
MANAGEMENT  COMMITTEE 

The  Committee  decided  to  focus  on  a  comprehensive  Solid 
Waste  Plan  for  the  town  and  report  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
with  their  findings.  Numerous  town-owned  property  was  in- 
vestigated for  a  possible  site  for  a  recycling  center.  The  site  at  the 
former  Hill  Street  landfill  was  designated  by  the  Committee  for 
a  small  recycling  center  and  compost  area.  It  was  met  with 
approval  by  the  Board  of  Health  to  be  utilized  one  year  after 
capping  of  that  site. 

Prior  to  the  presentation  to  the  Selectmen,  focus  changed. 
The  Committee  felt  that  participation  would  be  greater  with 
curbside  pick  up.  No  cost  analysis  has  been  completed  at  this 
writing. 

In  April  1990  a  comprehensive  recycling  center  was 
opened  off  of  Bay  Road.  Good  Earth  Recycling  takes  our  ma- 
terial. With  cooperation  from  town  residents,  this  site  has  pro- 
duced 24,000  pounds  from  April  to  June,  1990. 

Our  thanks  to  David  Bishop  for  his  long  hours  at  the  center.

REPORT  OF  THE 
RECREATION  COMMISSION 

During  the  1989-1990  year  great  strides  were  made.  In 
November  1 989  aviation  day  once  again  was  well  attended,  many 
kites,  rockets  and  the  professional  flyers  were  there,  the  Norton 
Recreation  Commission  gave  out  free  kites,  ribbons,  and  awards 
for  several  categories. 

In  December  of  1989  included  our  Christmas  coloring 
contest,  fifty  children  between  the  ages  of  3  to  10. 

The  winter  months  continued  with  adult  co-ed  volleyball,  60 
participants  175  teens,  adults,  and  children  enjoyed  skiing  in  New 
Hampshire. 

Spring  added  the  annual  Easter  Egg  hunt  held  in  the  town 
forest,  400  children  scurrying  around  searching  for  eggs  hidden 
by  the  Easter  Bunny  and  helpers. 

Canoeing  became  another  activity  for  N.R.C.,  36  adults, 
and  teens  started  at  Canoe  River  and  landing  at  Lake  Sabatia. 
June  started  with  our  open  house  at  the  Everrett  Leonard  Field.  In 
spite  of  the  fact  the  pool  was  closed;  the  summer  program  went 
forth.  In  place  of  swimming  we  offered  trips,  plays,  water  slides, 
Chucky-Cheeze,  and  sleep-overs  (3);  the  police,  fire  dept,  and 
conservation  activity  enhanced  the  program.  Adult  co-ed  Softball 
increased  to  six  teams.  Tennis  added  a  new  dimension  to  recre- 
ation with  50  children  and  20  adults.  A  co-sponsored  Red  Sox  trip 
was  enjoyed  by  200  Norton  citizens.  All  in  all  this  was  a  most 
successful  year  thanks  to  Gerry  Bishop  and  his  untiring  efforts. 

These  next  few  years  will  be  challenging;  we  expect  the 
multi  purpose  field  to  become  a  reality. 

This  will  be  accomplished  thru  hard  work  and  the  support  of  the 
citizenry  of  the  Town  ofNorton .  As  I  write  this  there  is  a  group  ofNorton 
towns  people  raising  monies  for  an  upgraded  pool.  The  money  realized 
by  the  multi  purpose  recreation  field  will  make  the  recreation  com- 
missions programs  self  supporting;  in  addition  will  give  the  towns 
people  the  best  programs  in  the  area  for  all  age  groups.

Veterans  benefits  are  allotted  to  veterans  and  their  de- 
pendents who  are,  through  no  fault  of  their  own,  found  to  be  in 
need  whether  it  is  for  a  short  or  lengthy  period  of  time.  No  veteran 
or  his  dependent  (s)  is  denied  the  right  to  file  an  application  for 
benefits. 

Applications  are  taken  in  this  office  with  a  follow  up  home 
visit  to  ascertain  if  need  does  exist.  The  application  with  all 
pertinent  information  and  the  recommendation  of  Agent  is  then 
forwarded  to  the  Office  of  the  Commissioner  of  Veterans' 
Services,  Boston  Mass.  for  authorization  to  make  requested 
payments  to  clients,  vendors,  etc. 

The  program  is  state  mandated  under  chapter  115  of  the 
laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  (as  amended).  The 
Town  of  Norton  provides  the  up  front  monies  and  is  then 
reimbursed  at  75%  of  the  dollar  amount  spent. 

The  Department  also  handles  claims  for  burial  allowance, 
orders  grave  markers  for  deceased  veterans,  assists  veterans  or 
dependent  (s)  in  filing  for  compensation  or  pension.  Assistance 
is  given  in  filling  out  annual  pension  questionnaires.  Referrals  are 
made  by  the  Agent  for  State  and  Federal  benefits  to  which  by  law 
are  due  the  veteran  and  his  dependent  (s). 

It  has  been  a  busy  year  for  the  Department  as  the  caseload 
increased  sharply  over  previous  years.  It  continues  to  do  so. 

In  closing,  a  thank  you  to  any  and  all  Departments  who  so 
readily  assisted  me  during  the  year.

The  most  noteworthy  concern  dealing  with  the  buildings 
occurred  on  January  1, 1990  with  the  fire  at  the  J.C.  Solmonese 
Elementary  School.  A  devastating  fire  occurred  that  caused 
severe  damage  to  the  kindergarten  wing  and  smoke  and  mechani- 
cal damages  affecting  the  rest  of  the  building. 

The  story  of  this  fire  is  twofold;  first,  the  work  of  the  clean 
up  and  the  tradesmen,  and  secondly,  the  human  involvement  of 
the  townspeople,  the  parent  groups,  the  staff,  the  students,  town 
officials,  officials  from  other  communities,  and  repair  personnel. 
Naturally,  it  is  a  tragedy  to  have  a  fire  in  any  building,  but  it  was 
extremely  comforting  and  reassuring  when  one  dealt  with  the 
outpouring  of  the  emotional  involvement  that  this  town  and  staff 
have  for  the  Solmonese  School.  It  was  obvious  this  facility  means 
a  great  deal  to  the  community,  and  the  entire  town  demonstrated 
an  overall  spirit  of  cooperation  and  support  including  a  "what  can 
we  do  attitude". 

Numerous  people  should  be  mentioned  for  praise.  Mrs. 
Mary  Rezendes  Brown  who  coordinated  the  educational  activi- 
ties within  the  building,  the  entire  Solmonese  staff  who  supported 
each  other  and,  more  importantly,  helped  and  aided  the  kinder- 
garten teachers,  and  the  kindergarten  teachers  themselves  who 
lost  everything  and  were  able  to  overcome  this  and  refurbish 
classrooms  so  quickly  within  the  building.  Mr.  Raymond 
Coderre  and  the  entire  custodial  work  force,  not  only  from  the 
Solmonese  School  but  the  other  three  buildings,  who  worked 
without  complaint  on  the  holiday,  evenings,  and  the  weekend  in 
order  to  make  the  building  return  as  soon  as  possible  to  its  normal 
"tip  top"  condition.  Mr.  James  Neveu  who  supervised  the 
tradesmen  responsible  for  reconnecting  all  the  mechanical  sys- 
tems. Also,  the  town  officials,  the  Fire  Department,  Mr.  Charles 
Thomae  the  Alarm  Superintendent,  Town  Manager  Mr.  Steven 
Lombard,  and  building  inspectors  who  all  worked  very  closely 
with  the  School  Department  in  order  to  prevent  any  confusion  or 
delay. 


On  Monday  morning,  January  1,  1990,  after  the  fire  had 
been  overhauled,  cleanup  began.  It  should  be  kept  in  mind  that 
this  was  a  holiday.  The  Norton  school  custodians  secured  the 
building,  shut  off  all  the  water  supply,  turned  off  the  electrical 
service,  and  began  to  clean  the  heavy  soot  damage  throughout  the 
main  corridors,  cafetorium,  and  kitchen.  The  damage  was  video- 
taped by  Mr.  Drew  Myers  and  Mr.  Thomas  Withers  prior  to  the 
clean  up.  Also,  heat  was  restored  throughout  the  building., 

On  the  following  day,  meetings  took  place  with  the  insur- 
ance company's  adjusters,  construction  companies,  structural 
engineers,  and  architects.  This  was  required  to  assess  the  extent 
of  the  damage  throughout  the  entire  building,  determine  the 
usability  of  the  facility,  and  the  quickest  and  most  expedient  way 
to  return  the  greatest  part  of  the  building  back  into  operation.  It 
was  decided  that  Rooms  1  and  2  would  have  to  be  demolished.  A 
wrecking  crew  was  hired,  and  by  Saturday  afternoon,  classrooms 
1  and  2  had  been  demolished,  debris  removed  from  the  site,  and 
a  permanent  construction  wall  built  to  protect  the  building  from 
the  outside.  Simultaneously,  the  cleaning  company  began  its 
cleaning,  and  the  mechanical  tradesmen  began  to  reestablish  the 
utilities  to  the  remainder  of  the  building  and  to  secure  the  utilities 
to  the  kindergarten  wing.  This  involved  the  restoration  of  the 
boiler,  the  pneumatic  controls,  electrical  service,  elevator,  clock 
system ,  PA  system ,  burglar  alarm ,  venting  system,  plumbing,  and 
domestic  hot  water. 

Wednesday  evening,  two  days  after  the  fire,  the  main 
building  was  in  excellent  condition,  and  school  began  for  grades 
1-5  on  Thursday  morning.  Lunch  was  not  served  because  the 
demolition  was  being  conducted  on  the  kindergarten  wing,  and  it 
was  felt  students  should  not  be  in  that  proximity  of  the  building 
during  this  phase.  The  rearrangement  of  classrooms  took  place 
with  Project  EARLY  being  moved  to  the  L.G.  Nourse  Elemen- 
tary School,  and  the  five  kindergarten  classrooms  rearranged 
within  the  J.C.  Solmonese  Elementary  School.  Two  classrooms 
were  assigned  to  the  multi-purpose  room,  one  classroom  in  the 
library,  one  in  Project  EARLY's  vacated  room,  and  the  other  one 
in  the  vacated  Music  Department  room.  The  music  room  was 
moved  to  the  cafeteria  stage. 

By  Saturday  afternoon,  the  building  had  been  cleaned, 
deodorized,  and  all  mechanical  systems  checked  and  reestab- 
lished to  the  main  part  of  the  building  and  secured  from  the 
kindergarten  wing. 

Kindergarten  students  reported  to  school  Monday  morn- 
ing, January  8, 1990.  An  impressive  effort  by  numerous  people 
was  deeply  appreciated. 

Anyone  connected  with  the  Norton  School  Department 
during  the  fire  week  have  nothing  but  pride  for  the  accomplish- 
ments of  so  many  people  who  worked  together  for  a  common 
goal.  We  are  very  fortunate  for  the  quality  and  caliber  of  our 
educational  community  and  recognize  how  quickly  so  many 
people  responded  to  the  needs  of  others.

Anyone  connected  with  the  Norton  School  Department 
during  the  fire  week  have  nothing  but  pride  for  the  accomplish- 
ments of  so  many  people  who  worked  together  for  a  common 
goal.  We  are  very  fortunate  for  the  quality  and  caliber  of  our 
educational  community  and  recognize  how  quickly  so  many 
people  responded  to  the  needs  of  others. 
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I  would  like  to  personally  thank  Mrs.  Mary  Rezendes 
Brown  who  coordinated  the  educational  process  within  the 
Joseph  C.  Solmonese  Elementary  School.  Mary  was  extremely 
sensitive  to  the  needs  of  the  teachers  and  efficiently  moved 
towards  the  reopening  of  the  building.  Also,  my  appreciation  to 
Mr.  James  Neveu  whose  expertise  in  the  field  of  building 
maintenance  enabled  a  quick  restoration  of  the  facility.  Jim  was 
responsible  for  the  coordination  of  the  various  tradesmen,  and  he 
did  an  excellent  job. 

Since  the  initial  cleanup,  the  insurance  settlement  and 
negotiations  with  the  adjuster  took  place,  and  the  final  settle- 
ment was  for  $777,035.  The  Norton  School  Committee  hired 
Mr.  Robert  Miller  of  Drummey  Rosane  Anderson,  to  be  the 
architect  on  the  reconstruction.  Mr.  Miller's  firm  was  the  ar- 
chitect for  the  original  project  of  building  the  Solmonese  School 
and  also  was  responsible  for  the  repairs  to  the  fire  damage  at 
Norton  High  School.  The  contract  was  awarded  to  Barbato 
Construction  Company,  and,  at  the  present  time,  the  repairs  to 
the  Solmonese  School  are  underway.  Hopefully,  the  school  will 
be  back  to  its  original  classroom  organization  and  the  kinder- 
garten students  into  the  proper  classrooms  by  the  fall  of  1990 

The  Basic  Skills  test  was  administered  in  October  1989  to 
students  in  grades  3,  6  and  9  in  accordance  with  the  state 
mandated  program.  The  School  Department  was  very  pleased 
with  the  consistency  and  excellence  of  the  academic  program  as 
well  as  the  high  scores  in  the  writing  samples.  A  three  year 
longitudinal  study  of  the  Basic  Skills  Program  test  is  included  at 
the  end  of  my  report. 

In  addition  to  the  Basic  Skills  test,  students  at  Norton  High 
School  took  the  Scholastic  Aptitude  test.  Again,  students  in 
Norton  did  better  than  both  the  national  and  state  averages.  In 
each  case,  Norton's  SAT  scores  reflected  an  increase  from  the 
previous  year.  The  following  are  the  SAT  scores:

As  mentioned  in  last  year's  end  of  year  report,  I  felt  that 
during  the  school  year  1989-1990  the  Commonwealth  of  Mas- 
sachusetts would  be  in  the  "grips  of  a  financial  crisis".  The 
quality  of  education  in  Norton  is  second  to  none,  and  if  budgets 
are  drastically  reduced,  the  quality  of  education  will  diminish.  I 
pointed  out  at  that  time  the  comparison  of  the  per  pupil  cost  and 
the  achievement  of  our  students,  both  academically  and  athleti- 
cally, and  stated  it  is  clear  that  the  Norton  Public  Schools  are 
managed  very  well  with  an  efficient  use  of  funds.  Students  are 
achieving  very  well. 

Again,  to  place  this  in  perspective,  the  following  are  the 
1988-1989  per  pupil  costs  for  the  Town  of  Norton.

Norton  represents  80%  of  the  state  average  of  the  per  pupil 
cost.  This  is  a  drop  of  4  percentage  points  over  the  previous 
school  year. 

As  the  school  year  began,  it  was  evident  that  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts'  financial  crisis  would  seriously  affect 
local  cities  and  towns.  I  would  like  to  compliment  the  leadership 
of  Mr.  Steve  Lombard,  Town  Manager,  who  formed  the  Ad  hoc 
Financial  Committee  that  worked  together  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  a  coordinated  and  well  thought  out  economic  plan  for 
the  town's  finances.  Membership  on  this  committee  consisted  of 
the  following:  Town  Manager,  representatives  of  the  Finance 
Committee,  School  Committee,  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  Board 
of  Assessors,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Town  Treasurer,  Town 
Clerk,  and  Town  Accountant. 

In  September,  we  were  notified  by  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  that  our  state  aid  had  been  reduced  by  $576,783. 
Utilizing  all  available  resources,  the  town  had  to  reduce  its 
operational  budget  by  $108,000. 

In  October  1989,theSchool  Department  received  a  $54 ,000 
budget  cut  in  order  to  meet  its  share  of  the  town's  deficit.  This 
affected  the  operational  budget  of  fiscal  1990.  As  the  year  pro- 
gressed, it  was  obvious  that  reductions  in  state  aid  were  devel- 
oping. 

Mentioned  previously,  the  Solmonese  School  fire  occurred 
on  January  1 , 1990,  but  this  tragedy  also  had  a  benefit  financially 
to  the  Town  of  Norton  whereas  it  allowed  stabilization  money,  by 
the  vote  of  a  Town  Meeting,  to  be  utilized  for  rebuilding  the 
Solmonese  School.  Therefore,  the  insurance  settlement  could  be 
used  for  the  operating  budgets  of  the  town  for  fiscal  1991.  This 
was  a  one  time  financial  opportunity  and  would  not  be  available 
for  fiscal  1992. 

As  the  year  progressed  and  budgets  were  submitted,  a 
further  reduction  was  requested  of  the  School  Department  in  the 
amount  of  $  1 32,500.  This  was  accomplished  by  not  replacing  an 
industrial  arts  and  English  teacher  at  Norton  High  School.  Also 
removing  the  Gifted  and  Talented  Program  as  well  as  the  choral 
director's  position. 

In  addition  to  this,  there  were  budget  difficulties  in  the 
school  cafeterias.  The  price  of  a  student  lunch  was  increased  from 
$  1 .00  to  $  1 .50  as  well  as  adult  lunches  and  milk  prices  increased. 
The  work  day  of  the  cafeteria  staff  was  cut  by  one  half  hour  per 
day,  and  one  cafeteria  person  was  reduced  from  each  of  the  four 
cafeterias. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  we  are  in  the  process  of 
negotiations  with  the  Norton  Teachers'  Association.  Therefore, 
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the  final  fiscal  1991  budget  has  not  been  resolved.,  When  this 
report  is  published  in  the  Annual  Town  Report  and  read  by  the 
citizens  of  Norton,  the  outcome  of  the  initiative  petition  placed 
on  the  November  ballot  by  the  Citizens  for  Limited  Taxation  will 
have  been  completed.  I  expect  a  great  deal  of  time  and  effort  for 
the  school  year  1990-1991  to  be  involved,  as  the  previous  school 
year,  in  resolving  the  fiscal  situation  of  the  Commonwealth  of 


Massachusetts.  We  are  very  much  concerned  about  this  petition 
because  of  its  effect  on  education. 

Norton  has  been  extremely  fortunate  and  has  appreciated 
the  support  of  the  residents  and  government  officials  of  the  Town 
of  Norton.  We  hope  to  be  able  to  provide  quality  education. 
However,  adequate  funding  is  essential.

The  start  of  the  century's  final  decade  at  Norton  High 
School  featured  new  curricular  and  athletic  beginnings,  but  also 
the  closing  of  one  of  the  illustrious  careers  in  the  system.  Miss 
Grace  Kiernan,  English  Department  Chairman,  curriculum  in- 
novator, initiator  of  the  new  English  4  Advanced  Placement 
program,  was  feted  at  Benjamin's  on  June  6th  and  lauded  for  her 
39  years  of  devoted  service  to  thousands  of  students.  Miss 
Kiernan,  after  whom  the  new  Norton  High  School  Quill  and 
Scroll  Chapter  of  Journalists  is  named,  continued  to  expand  her 
award-winning  curriculum,  intensify  the  summer  reading  pro- 
gram, and  organize  trips  to  Newport,  Boston,  and  the  South  Shore 
Music  Theatres.  Continually  rising  SAT  verbal  scores  again  gave 
evidence  of  her  leadership  and  her  department's  drive.  Mrs. 
Dolores  Robbins  has  now  assumed  the  department  leadership. 

A  highlight  of  the  Foreign  Language  Department,  under 
the  direction  of  Robert  Maher,  was  the  induction  of  19  new 
members  into  the  National  Spanish  Honor  Society,  under  the 
direction  of  Deborah  Sweeney,  Peter  Doherty,  Nicole  Ingala,  and 
Michael  Choi  were  speakers  or  celebrants  at  the  induction  cer- 
emony with  its  theme  "The  Road  Less  Traveled".  New  officers 
for  the  1990-1991  year  are:  Jacob  Dennett,  President;  Michelle 
Ann  Chastenay,  Vice-President;  Denise  Merritt,  Secretary;  and 
Kerri  Naismith,  Treasurer. 

With  fewer  field  trips  because  of  increased  expenses,  the 
Science  Department,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Diane  Martin, 
invited  speakers  and  programs  to  the  school.  Dick  Lucius  of 
Springfield  presented  a  "Birds  of  Prey"  seminar.  EMT  Paul 
Medeiros  did  sample  EKG's  on  several  students,  and  biology 
classes  and  other  students  reinforced  their  AIDS  Education 
Curriculum  with  a  convincing  program  and  a  speaker  about  the 
deadly  HIV  virus  stemming  from  drug  use  and  at-risk  behavior. 

Forty-five  students  were  actively  involved  in  Student 
Council  work  this  year  under  the  direction  of  Assistant  Principal, 
Philip  Gorman.  Homecoming,  Spirit  Week,  Semiformal  Dance, 
Santa  Fund  Drive  for  needy  families,  and  student  representative 
on  the  School  Committee  were  some  of  the  activities  of  the  busy 
Council. 

Dress  code  policies,  student  handbook  updates,  and  a 
survey  of  cafeteria  services  were  other  areas  of  concern  studies 
and  revised. 

The  Music  Department,  under  the  direction  of  temporarily 
disabled  William  MacMullen,  who  suffered  a  broken  leg  earlier 
in  the  year,  and  Barbara  Worthley  and  Sandra  Herber,  sponsored 
a  full  program  of  concerts,  assemblies,  and  activities  this  year. 
The  Marching  Band  did  half-time  shows  for  football  and  marched 
in  the  Big  E  West  Springfield  and  Annual  Christmas  parades, 
placing  second  in  their  division  in  the  latter  Quincy  march. 


Christmas  concerts  by  the  Middle  and  High  Schools,  the 
Christmas  play  by  Grade  5  of  the  L.G.  Nourse  School,  the 
Christmas  assembly  at  the  J.C.  Solmonese  School,  performances 
at  Arts  Festival,  and  Memorial  Day  assemblies  were  all  high- 
lights. 

New  Mathematics  Department  Chairman  Mrs.  Eileen 
Kieser  was  pleased  with  the  results  of  10  seniors  who  took  the 
department's  new  Calculus  course.  A  new  computer  lab  featur- 
ing the  Data  General  MV/20000  DC  CPU,  17  terminals,  a  300 
line  per  minute  band  printer,  and  8  page  per  minute  text  laser 
printer  all  replaced  the  obsolete  IBM  System  34.  Three  Basic 
programming  classes  were  taught  on  it  this  year  and  one  Pascal. 
Jeanne  Selzer  of  Data  General  gave  two  workshops  this  year  on 
WordPerfect  to  the  Mathematics  Department  staff  and  other  staff 
involved  in  school  publications. 

The  Apple  Lab  was  the  scene  of  the  new  Computer  Ap- 
plications course,  preparing  students  in  word  processing,  data 
base,  and  spreadsheet. 

Students  scored  well  in  the  Basic  Skills  Mathematics  test 
and  those  needing  remediation  received  it.  SAT  Mathematics 
scores  also  continued  above  the  state  and  national  averages  and 
among  the  top  in  the  area.  PS  AT  scores  were  also  above  the  norm. 

The  Math  Team  placed  second  in  the  Southeastern  Math 
League  and  in  the  Bristol  County  Division  of  the  N.E.  Math 
League.  Chris  Kollett,  top  ranking  junior,  attained  a  perfect  score 
in  competition,  a  rare  feat.  For  the  first  time,  members  of  the  Math 
Team  took  part  in  the  Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute's  Math 
competition,  placing  5th  out  of  29  schools. 

In  an  innovative  approach,  Mr.  Fredric  Bartek's  Social 
Studies  Department  dialogued  with  the  English  and  Science 
Departments  to  introduce  an  interdisciplinary  approach  to  the 
teaching  of  related  materials.  A  course  in  Humanities  is  a  pro- 
jected goal.  Besides  speakers,  the  department  participated  in 
Century  III  Leadership  Conference,  Boys'  and  Girls'  State,  the 
Memorial  Day  program  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Ellie 
Mackinder,  Law  Day  ceremonies,  Voice  of  Democracy  contest, 
and  the  Hugh  O'Brien  Leadership  conference.  State  student 
government  representatives  went  to  Boston  to  see  government  in 
action. 

Serving  about  300  students,  the  Business  Department, 
under  the  direction  of  Miss  Norma  Cloutier,  prepared  students  to 
accept  entry  level  positions  in  the  clerical,  secretarial,  and  ac- 
counting fields  or  higher  education.  Using  the  best  business 
equipment  available  today,  students  used  IBM  electronic  type- 
writers, electronic  calculators,  machine  transcribers,  Apple 
computers,  IBM  computers,  duplicating  and  mimeograph  ma- 
chines, and  a  copy  machine.  Some  students  learned  the 
AppleWorks  program  while  others  learned  WordPerfect,  all  on 
three  original  IBM  personal  computers  and  on  the  three  new  IBM 
PS/2  Model  25  computers  set  up  this  year. 
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Another  new  feature  of  the  new  decade  was  the  Athletic 
Department's  entry  into  the  South  Shore  League  and  the  overall 
Pilgrim  Conference  which  also  encompasses  The  Old  Colony 
and  the  Athletic  Coast  Leagues.  Despite  playing  larger  and 
better-manned  schools,  the  Lancers  continued  their  winning 
ways.  Norton  beat  Thanksgiving  grid  foe  East  Bridgewater  and 
won  its  first  South  Shore  League  championship.  No  less  suc- 
cessful, Coach  Howard  Kelley's  Hardwood  Five  were  co- 
champions  in  their  maiden  season. 

After  overcoming  some  initial  adversity,  Coach  Dave 
Mollica's  baseball  team  finished  in  second  place  and  qualified 
for  state  play  and  a  chance  to  defend  their  unbeaten  season 
championship  status  of  last  year  in  their  division.  The  Lancers 
won  one  tourney  quater  final  game  before  bowing  out. 

The  Girls'  Tennis  Team  also  qualified  for  their  first  state 
title.  In  track,  the  relay  team  of  Vem  Wyatt,  Hakim  Walker,  and 
George  Green  set  a  new  state  record  in  the  long  jump  with  a 
combined  leap  of  62'  11".  Violett  Bassett  won  the  Class  D  State 
Meet  in  the  discus  and  will  compete  in  an  all-class  meet  at 
Brockton. 

With  roughly  75  percent  of  the  125  graduates  entering 
college,  2  percent  the  military,  and  23  percent  the  world  of  work, 
the  Guidance  Department,  under  the  direction  of  John  Atwood 
with  counselors  John  Kieser,  Rene  Tellier,  and  adjustment 
counselor  Mrs.  Susan  McLaughlin,  felt  a  justifiable  surge  of 
pride  in  the  work  accomplished.  The  75  percent  continuing  their 
education  reflects  the  community's  desire  for  advanced  studies 
for  its  children  and  is  a  school  record. 

In  every  test  given  this  year,  TASK'S  ,  National  Merit, 
Basic  Skills,  NEDT's,  and  SAT's  (administered  off  campus), 
Norton  students  surpassed  area,  state,and  national  norms.  The 
Massachusetts  Assessment  Survey  Tests  administered  to  seniors 
will  only  be  reported  in  the  fall. 

With  the  introduction  of  A.P.  English  4,  a  record  number 
of  47  Advanced  Placement  exams  were  taken  in  U.S.  History, 
Modem  European  History,  and  English  4. 

SPED  teachers  Mr.  Albert  Wagner,  Miss  Elizabeth 
Dziejma,  and  newcomer  Mrs.  Linda  Langlois  continued  their 
core  curriculum  approach  in  delivering  academic,  personal,  and 
tutorial  services  to  65  students.  Special  Needs  Director  John 
Atwood  praised  them  for  maintaining  a  tradition  of  service  with 
caring. 

Mrs.  Anna  Nuttall,  of  the  Home  Economics  Department, 
oversaw  the  operation  of  "The  Hard  Rock"  restaurant  by  her 
Foods  3  and  4  classes.  Two  students  carved  a  whole  ham  and 
turkey  for  the  festive  Christmas  buffet  opener. 

Mrs.  Veronica  Gagnon,  Art  Department  teacher,  reported 
that  100  students  took  Art  1  through  Art  4  classes,  including  Art 


Appreciation.  The  Art  Honor  Society  co-sponsored  the  Fall 
Homecoming  Semiformal,  painted  Christmas  windows  for  area 
businesses,  sold  T-shirts  and  art  objects,  amassing  $120  for 
scholarships. 

In  the  spring,  16  new  members  were  inducted  into  the  Art 
Honor  Society,  along  with  Principal  Daniel  F.  Wheeler  who 
received  honorary  membership  also  in  the  National  Honor  Soci- 
ety and  the  National  Spanish  Honor  Society.  Thirteen  seniors  in 
the  society  graduated  this  year  with  five  opting  for  art  majors  in 
college,  two  as  a  minor,  and  one  as  a  dual  major. 

The  Art  Department  worked  with  the  English  Department 
to  produce  the  first  literary  arts  magazine,  Local  Colour,  and 
Diane  O'Connell,  Art  Editor  and  Treasurer  of  the  Art  Society, 
was  inducted  into  the  Quill  and  Scroll  Journalism  Society  for  her 
work  on  the  magazine. 

Art  exhibits  were  displayed  throughout  the  year  in  the 
library,  conference  room,  and  school  foyer. 


NORTON  MIDDLE  SCHOOL

The  school  year  began  with  individual  grade  level  as- 
semblies to  welcome  students  back  and  to  encourage  them  to  do 
their  very  best  academically. 

Initiated  this  year  were  additional  student  recognition 
programs;  a  Student  of  the  Month  program,  and  an  Honors 
Breakfast.  Each  month  two  students  from  each  of  the  school's  six 
teams  were  chosen  as  Students  of  the  Month  from  their  respective 
teams.  Approximately  15  students  from  each  team  were  nomi- 
nated each  month  for  this  special  recognition.  Criteria  included 
working  to  one's  ability  academically,  cooperation,  good  man- 
ners, responsibility,  and  respect  for  fellow  students  and  adults. 
The  student  could  be  nominated  by  any  staff  member  in  the 
building.  The  goal  of  this  program  is  to  positively  recognize  these 
hardworking  students  for  their  daily  special  efforts  and  contri- 
butions and  to  make  these  youngsters  feel  good  about  them- 
selves. Four  special  breakfast  programs  were  held  to  which  the 
student  and  his/her  parents  were  invited  and  during  which  they 
received  Student  of  the  Month  certificates.  Each  breakfast  was 
followed  with  a  full  school  assembly  at  which  the  student 
received  a  Student  of  the  Month  T-shirt.  Special  thanks  is  given 
to  Mr.  Creighton  Muscato,  owner  of  the  Honey  Dew  Donuts,  who 
funded  this  program.  Guest  speakers  at  the  students  assemblies 
included  Greg  Davis,  New  England  Patriots'  place  kicker; 
Sangita  Chandra,  an  honor  student  from  Norton  High  School; 
Stanley  Koss,  Principal;  and  Dave  Layman,  news  anchorman  for 
Channel  6.  These  speakers  congratulated  the  Students  of  the 
Month  and  also  encouraged  all  students  to  strive  to  do  their  very 
best  day  in  and  day  out. 
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In  addition  to  this,  the  school  also  initiated  an  Honors 
Breakfast  recognizing  all  students  who  made  the  honor  roll  for  all 
four  terms  of  the  school  year.  Students  were  honored  at  this 
breakfast  attended  by  staff  and  parents.  Dr.  Maurice  J.  Splaine, 
Jr.,  Superintendent,  addressed  those  present  congratulating  the 
students  for  this  distinction  and  encouraging  them  to  continue  to 
work  to  their  potential.  Special  thanks  to  the  Norton  Middle 
School  Parent  Advisory  Board  which  funded  this  program. 

Another  major  initiative  that  took  place  this  year  was  the 
change  from  the  Science  Fair  to  a  school  wide  Project  Fair.  Over 
the  years,  science  teachers  had  determined  from  students  and 
parents  that  many  students  were  ready  for  a  change.  They  had 
been  doing  science  fair  projects  since  grade  3,  and  many  had 
other  interests  that  could  be  investigated  in  a  positive  manner.  As 
a  result,  our  Science  Fair  was  expanded  to  include  a  more  indepth 
study  of  any  subject  in  the  school.  The  stated  purposes  of  the 
Project  Fair  are  to  provide  students  the  opportunity  to  explore, 
broaden,  and  enrich  their  understanding  of  their  specific  interests 
and  aptitudes;  to  further  develop  student  understanding  of  library 
research  skills;  and  the  self-discipline  in  the  development  and 
completion  of  their  special  projects.  All  students  chose  a  topic  of 
their  own  choice  and  were  assigned  a  mentor  from  the  staff  who 
could  be  used  as  a  resource  to  assist  them  in  their  projects.  Project 
titles  ranged  from  the  Influence  of  Greek  Architecture  in  the 
Modern  World  and  Women  Appointed  to  the  Supreme  Court, 
through  the  Study  of  Comic  Books  Past  and  Present,  to  the 
Evolution  of  Numbers.  Final  projects  were  completed  this  year  in 
late  May.  Now  that  the  various  procedures  are  set  in  place,  future 
Project  Fairs  will  be  completed  by  early  March  to  allow  students 
who  still  choose  to  do  their  project  in  science  the  opportunity  to 
enter  the  Region  III  Bristol  County  Fair  which  is  held  in  Fall 
River  in  late  March. 

In  the  area  of  science,  using  a  Tide  II  EESA  grant,  Dr. 
Richard  Zusman  coordinated  a  unique  collaborative  in-service 
training  program  between  three  members  of  the  Wheaton  Col- 
lege science  faculty  and  our  six  science  teachers.  Dr.  Timothy 
Barker,  Professor  of  Astronomy,  Dr.  Betsy  Dyer.  Assistant 
Professor  of  Biology,  and  Dr.  Harry  Pastra-Landis,  Professor  of 
Physics,  presented  workshops  to  our  science  teachers  to  provide 
them  with  additional  background  and  knowledge  to  enhance  the 
delivery  on  our  science  programs  in  earth  science,  life  science, 
and  physical  science. 

A  comprehensive  Drug/Alcohol  Awareness  Week  entiUed 
"Hold  On  to  Your  Life"  was  also  developed  and  presented  to  our 
students.  Mr.  Patrick  Sullivan,  General  Manager  of  the  New 
England  Patriots'  football  team,  kicked  off  the  week  at  a  full 
school  assembly.  Each  homeroom  and  grade  level  then  focused 
on  the  drug  and  alcohol  theme  during  this  week  whose  goal  was 
to  educate  all  our  students  about  the  serious  dangers  of  the  misuse 
of  drugs  and  alcohol.  Officer  Stanley  Walasavage  of  the  Norton 
Police  Department  also  spoke  to  our  students  in  addition  to 
Northeastern  University  student  and  Norton  alumnus,  Kim 
Lavoie.  We  were  very  pleased  with  this  effort  and  are  pleased  that 
the  students  responded  so  positively  to  the  week's  activities. 


Students  also  had  the  opportunity  to  join  our  Math  team 
coached  by  grade  8  math  teacher,  Miss  Kathleen  Carney.  In  two 
competitions  among  area  schools,  Christopher  Pacitto  and 
Matthew  Drane  distinguished  themselves  by  high  scores  and 
were  given  special  plaques  by  the  Massasoit  Math  League. 

The  main  focus  of  the  Language  Arts  Department  was  to 
further  the  use  of  whole  language  strategies  in  the  classroom  and 
to  extend  the  staff's  background  into  this  approach.  In  Septem- 
ber, a  staff  workshop  was  conducted  on  this  approach  by  Mr. 
William  Ferrara,  Language  Arts  Coordinator,  who  provided 
many  handouts. 

The  theme  of  the  year  was  "Made  in  America".  The 
purpose  of  this  theme  was  to  make  students  aware  of  their 
national  culture  and  heritage.  A  wide  variety  of  activities  was 
developed  by  the  staff  to  implement  this  theme.  A  special 
highlight  of  the  theme  at  the  Middle  School  was  the  production 
of  O.  Henry's  "Pancakes"  by  the  students  of  Mrs.  Carolyn  Smith. 
The  students  performed  an  adaptation  of  this  play  to  the  Middle 
School  students  and  also  to  students  at  both  elementary  schools. 

The  Chapter  I  program  continued  to  serve  6th  and  7th  grade 
students.  The  results  of  the  Basic  Skills  tests  administered  to  our 
grade  6  students  were  very  high.  Those  few  students  who  scored 
in  the  non-mastery  category  were  assigned  to  specialists  if  they 
were  not  presently  receiving  services  and  were  given  tutorial 
sessions  on  released  Wednesdays. 

Mrs.  Barbara  Worthley  ably  filled  in  for  many  months 
during  this  school  year  for  Mr.  MacMullen  who  broke  his  leg  at 
an  early  football  game.  All  of  us  are  indebted  to  her  for  her 
wonderful  service. 

Other  activities  all  students  had  the  opportunity  to  par- 
ticipate in  were  intramurals,  interscholastic  basketball, 
cheerleading,  Math  Team,  Spelling  Team,  Karate  Club,  AT&T 
Communications  Club,  and  monthly  game  days  among  other 
activities.  The  opportunity  to  participate  and  become  involved  in 
these  extracurricular  programs  provide  students  opportunities  to 
grow  in  many  other  areas  beyond  the  academic  classroom.  A 
great  many  students  took  advantage  of  and  participated  in  these 
activities. 

Another  active  body  included  many  parents  who  partici- 
pated in  the  Norton  Middle  School  Parent  Advisory  Board.  This 
Board  meets  on  the  second  Tuesday  evening  of  each  month.  The 
Board  once  again  sponsored  a  successful  Christmas  Bazaar 
raising  over  $4,000  to  further  benefit  the  students  of  our  school. 
The  parents  of  this  Board  provide  many  hours  of  their  time  to 
assist  the  school,  and  their  efforts  are  deeply  appreciated.  This 
year  the  Board  once  again  provided  funds  for  deserving  students 
to  attend  summer  enrichment  programs,  provided  funds  for  an 
honors  breakfast  in  May  honoring  all  students  who  made  the 
honor  roll  for  the  entire  year,  provided  funds  to  purchase  addi- 
tional instructional  materials  for  students,  and  special  awards  for 
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our  end  of  year  awards  assemblies.  In  addition  to  this,  the  Board 
once  again  co-sponsored  with  the  Norton  Council  of  the  Arts 
several  enriching  arts  assemblies  for  all  the  students.  The  Board's 
goal  is  to  fund  programs  which  benefit  as  many  students  as 
possible,  and  the  parents  are  successful  in  accomplishing  this 
year  in  and  year  out. 

Members  of  the  Board  also  participated  in  this  year's 
School  Improvement  Council  which  made  recommendations  for 
the  utilization  of  funds  provided  to  the  school  by  the  state 
legislature  under  Chapter  188. 

Individual  team  activities  were  once  again  varied  and  of  a 
wide  variety  based  upon  each  team's  academic  program  and 
specific  responsibilities. 

Students  from  6A  made  a  special  trip  to  the  New  England 
Science  Center  in  Worcester.  While  there,  they  participated  in 
hands-on  science  experiments  and  visited  the  Omni  Theatre. 
Guest  speakers  they  heard  during  the  year  included  Channel  5 
weatherman,  Mark  Rosenthal  and  astronomy  professor,  Dr. 
Timothy  Barker  from  the  Wheaton  College. 

Team  6B  students  also  heard  both  Mark  Rosenthal  and  Dr. 
Barker.  They  planted  tomato  seeds  that  had  spent  several  years 
in  space  aboard  a  NASA  space  ship.  As  part  of  a  pen  pal  activity, 
they  participated  in  the  "Great  Mail  Race"  sending  and  receiving 
letters  to  and  from  students  attending  other  middle  schools 
throughout  the  country.  As  part  of  Earth  Day  activities,  students 
collected  funds,  purchased,  and  planted  two  trees  on  the  school 
grounds.  The  students  also  presented  Christmas  Assembly  pro- 
grams that  the  entire  student  body  enjoyed. 

Team  7A  students  distinguished  themselves  in  several  ways 
during  the  course  of  the  school  year.  They  participated  in  chorus, 
band,  sports,  cheerleading,  spelling  team,  as  well  as  in  the  hand 
chime  group.  Donald  Femandes  placed  third  in  the  school-wide 
spelling  bee.  Andrew  Hamlen  took  first  place  and  Elizabeth 
O'Keefe  third  place  in  the  Annual  Knights  of  Columbus  Essay 
Contest  For  the  third  year  in  a  row,  7A  won  the  Olympic  Day 
competition.  The  school  Thanksgiving  assembly  was  presented  to 
all  the  Middle  School  students.  A  candy  sale  in  the  fall  helped  fund 
a  field  trip  to  the  Museum  of  Science  and  the  Omni  Theatre  which 
presented  "The  Great  Barrier  Reef,  an  experience  that  added 
much  to  both  life  science  and  geography  studies  during  the  year. 

It  was  an  exciting  time  to  be  part  of  Team  7B  this  year. 
Students  were  involved  in  many  of  the  school's  activities  from 
band  and  chorus  to  the  basketball  and  spelling  teams.  Students 
from  this  team  made  a  very  impressive  contribution  to  the 
success  of  the  Parent  Advisory  Board  Christmas  Bazaar  by 
selling  over  $900  worth  of  raffle  tickets.  Julie  Simpson  won  two 
very  special  awards  in  writing.  First,  she  wrote  an  essay  on  gun 
control  and  children  for  the  national  "Speak  for  Yourself 
contest.  By  placing  first  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  she  and 


one  of  her  parents  were  invited  on  a  five  day  all  expense  paid  trip 
to  Washington,  D.C.  with  other  contest  winners  around  the 
country.  She  also  received  honorable  mention  in  the  Annual 
Knights  of  Columbus  Essay  Contest.  The  students  wrapped  up 
the  year  with  a  visit  to  Harvard  University  Museum  of  Natural 
Sciences  taking  "mini  courses"  on  Uganda,  endangered  species, 
and  an  art/science  workshop  in  zoology. 

In  addition  to  attending  a  performance  of  the  Chamber 
Repertory  Theater  and  field  trips  to  the  Museum  of  Science,  the 
Saudi  Arabian  Expo,  and  a  whale  watch,  8  A  arranged  for  three  in- 
school  presentations.  One  by  Mrs.  Lois  Thomas  of  the  Fisher- 
Richardson  House  in  Mansfield  focused  on  "Homelife  in  Colo- 
nial Times".  The  other  two  presentations  were  by  speakers  from 
the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  Boston  discussing  the  topics 
"Money  in  Colonial  Times"  and  "Currency  and  Counterfeiting". 

The  yearbook  was  composed  and  edited  by  Miss  Marie 
Rapoza.  The  yearbook  is  one  of  the  highlights  of  the  year.  It  is  a 
memento  students  will  treasure  in  the  years  to  come.  Members  of 
this  yearbook  staff  were:  Stephanie  Foley,  David  Horton,  Carrie 
Zawislak,  Amy  Clark,  Rachel  McManuis,  Debra  Boyden, 
Pamela  Buswell,  Jeffrey  Cruff,  William  Frazier,  Heather  Vieira, 
Dylan  Riveiro,  Kristen  Sunde,  Tammy  Casagni,  Larry  Taylor, 
Melanie  Kiely,  Jill  Rose,  Jill  Sheridan,  Kristen  Bischoff,  Lori 
Briggs,  and  Cliff  Zawasky. 

This  year,  Miss  Duffy's  social  studies  class,  along  with 
Miss  Carney's  social  studies  class,  presented  a  dramatization  of 
a  mock  trial.  This  lesson  consisted  of  various  court  cases.  The 
Supreme  Court  was  called  to  order  in  the  Middle  School  audito- 
rium with  the  presiding  judge,  Miss  Duffy.  All  the  students  were 
involved  whether  it  be  as  a  lawyer,  witness,  plaintiff,  defendant, 
jury  member  or  spectator.  A  great  deal  was  learned  about  the 
court  system  through  this  well  planned  dramatization. 


L.G.  NOURSE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 
Mr.  K.  Gerald  Smith,  Principal 

The  school's  two  parent  boards,  the  P.T.A.  and  School 
Improvement  Council,  worked  cooperatively  to  provide  many 
extras  for  the  children.  The  School  Improvement  Council,  a  state 
mandated  council,  saw  its  appropriations  cut  by  70  percent  due 
to  the  state  fiscal  crisis.  Using  the  $926.00,  the  Council  funded  an 
Artist-in-Residence  program  for  grade  4  children  in  connection 
with  a  visit  to  the  Brockton  Art  Museum  which  enhanced  our  Art 
Education  program.  In  addition,  a  science  assembly  was  pre- 
sented featuring  "Mr.  Wizard"  and  the  Providence  Journal 
"Newspapers  in  the  Schools"  program  was  conducted  in  grades 
4  and  5.  Finally,  a  set  of  novels,  as  well  as  a  set  of  hand-held 
calculators  were  purchased.  All  of  these  items  were  selected  by 
the  Council  after  careful  deliberation  in  an  effort  to  enhance  the 
school  experience  for  the  children. 
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The  P.T.A.,  under  the  very  capable  leadership  of  Mrs.  Kay 
Sunde,  provided  financial  support  and  volunteers  for  the  school 
and  was  a  sounding  board  for  ideas  and  changes  within  the 
school.  The  major  thrust  this  year  was  the  fund-raising  for  the 
proposed  playground,  which  optimistically  should  be  donated  to 
the  town  during  the  1990-91  school  year.  In  addition,  the  P.T.A. 
underwrote  a  major  portion  of  the  cost  of  field  trips  for  all  the 
children.  This  previously  had  come  from  the  School  Improve- 
ment funds.  The  P.T.A. 's  monthly  meeting  provided  a  forum  for 
discussion  of  school  issues  ranging  from  curriculum,  cultural 
enrichment  programming  and  fund  raising  to  upgrading  existing 
programs.  The  P.T.A.  provided  financial  support  to  the  grade  5 
holiday  school  play,  the  Science  Fair,  field  days,  class  trips, 
individual  unit  supplies  and  materials,  assemblies,  a  scholarship 
at  Norton  High  School,  and  miscellaneous  needs  that  arise.  They 
also  coordinated  the  collection  of  Campbell's  Soup  labels, 
Bradlees'  cash  register  receipts,  and  Pepsi  caps,  all  providing 
either  equipment  or  money  to  the  school.  More  importantly,  the 
P.T.A.  helps  to  foster  a  sense  of  service  and  family  unity  with 
events  like  the  "Breakfast  with  Santa"  and  "Ice  Cream  Social". 
These  provide  a  cohesiveness  that  makes  the  school  a  special 
place  to  be  every  day.  The  town  has  to  be  proud  of  the  volunteer 
spirit  that  permeates  the  schools.  This,  coupled  with  good  teach- 
ing, makes  the  elementary  school  years  so  special. 

The  theme  "Made  in  America"  set  a  tone  throughout  the 
year  in  all  of  our  classrooms  and  special  assemblies.  The  children 
of  grade  5,  under  the  capable  direction  of  Miss  Susan  Slavinskas, 
presented  "Holiday  Hoedown".  All  our  our  grade  5  children  and 
numerous  staff  worked  together  to  present  this  show  for  the 
community  and  fellow  students. 

Several  curriculum  areas  were  upgraded.  All  grade  3 
through  5  math  students  worked  in  the  new  edition  of  the  Scott 
Foresman's  math  series.  The  new  math  series  stresses  coopera- 
tive learning  and  problem-solving  techniques  which  will  serve 
the  children  in  the  21st  Century.  The  trend  in  language  arts 
continued  to  move  into  whole  language.  This  philosophy  stresses 
creative  writing  and  a  variety  of  activities  based  on  the  children's 
experiences.  Curriculum  refinements  are  constant.  Subject  mat- 
ter is  reviewed,  reevaluated,  and  modified  to  meet  current  trends, 
children's  needs,  and  suggestions  from  the  results  of  standard- 
ized tests. 

The  L.G.  Nourse  Elementary  School  continues  to  provide 
the  children  with  a  wonderful  educational  experience.  As  we 
move  into  the  last  decade  of  the  20th  Century,  the  building  is  in 
excellent  condition,  and  the  curriculum  is  timely  and  topical, 
meeting  the  needs  of  the  children  for  the  21st  Century.  The 
citizens  of  Norton  should  be  pleased  at  the  condition,  direction, 
and  focus  of  its  schools.  Your  continued  support  and  involve- 
ment is  vital  to  our  children's  future.

GRADE  2  &  3  UNIT 
Mrs.  Gloria  Gregg,  Unit  Leader: 

The  second  and  third  grade  unit  has  been  busy  this  year 
using  the  whole  language  approach  in  their  teaching.  This  ap- 
proach has  provided  many  meaningful  opportunities  for  the 
children  to  expand  the  language  arts,  social  studies,  science,  and 
math  curriculums.  In  language  arts,  for  example,  students  made 
big  books,  wrote  their  own  novels,  wrote  poetry  and  many 
creative  stories.  Some  of  the  students  even  had  an  opportunity  to 
exchange  letters  and  become  pen  pals  with  students  in  Ohio  and 
England.  During  math,  many  of  the  students  wrote  their  own 
word  problems.  Report  writing  this  year  focused  on  magnetism 
which  is  part  of  the  science  curriculum.  An  experiment  was  done 
in  the  science  classes,  and  the  actual  report  was  written  step-by- 
step  in  the  homeroom  classes.  Again  this  year,  the  whole  lan- 
guage approach  was  used  throughout  the  third  grade  local  history 
unit  during  the  social  studies  classes. 

The  second  grade  enjoyed  a  unit  on  good  nutrition.  The 
highlight  of  the  unit  was  making  and  tasting  samples  of  foods 
from  the  four  food  groups.  Their  field  trip  was  to  Roger  Williams 
Park  in  Rhode  Island  where  the  children  enjoyed  seeing  the 
animals  and  picnicking  with  a  nutritious  lunch. 
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Many  third  grade  students  participated  in  the  M.S.  Read- 
A-Thon.  Students  read  books  and  donated  the  money  to  this 
worthwhile  organization.  Students  receiving  awards  and  prizes 
for  the  number  of  books  read  were:  Cheryl  Morton,  Randy 
Pacitto,  Nichole  Marquis,  Kathryn  Kvilhaug,  Danielle  Marquis, 
and  Sarah  Briggs. 

Third  grade  trips  focused  around  the  Norton-Sturbridge 
unit.  The  first  was  the  trip  to  Old  S  turbridge  Village.  The  children 
were  given  the  opportunity  to  see  a  working  farming  community 
like  Norton  was  in  the  1 800's.  Children  were  also  able  to  compare 
the  houses  at  the  village  to  the  houses  of  the  Norton  residents  they 
had  studied  back  in  the  classroom,  see  other  trades  of  the  farmer, 
observe  the  clothing  and  live  the  life  for  a  day.  They  culminated 
this  unit  by  visiting  the  District  #3  Schoolhouse  in  the  center  of 
town.  Here,  they  met  Mr.  George  Yelle  and  Mrs.  Amelia  Reilly. 
Both  are  descendants  of  families  studied  during  the  unit.  The 
students  were  shown  artifacts,  took  part  in  an  1800's  lesson,  and 
spoke  with  these  two  historic  people.  They  also  visited  King 
Philip's  Cave  and  went  to  the  Timothy  Plain  Cemetery  where 
they  took  gravestone  rubbings  of  families  studied. 

GRADE  4  &  5  UNIT 
Mrs.  Janet  Andreasen,  Unit  Leader: 

The  fourth  and  fifth  grades  at  the  L.G.  Nourse  School  have 
been  hard  at  work  improving  and  refining  their  language  skills. 
Building  upon  Mr.  Ferrara's  "Made  in  America"  theme,  the 
students  read  and  wrote  biographies  of  important  people  in 
American  history.  Other  whole  language  activities  included 
producing  plays  and  puppet  shows,  keeping  daily  journals  and 
diaries,  and  producing  a  Columbus  Day  Readers'  Theater  Pro- 
gram. As  a  conclusion  to  our  year  of  whole  language  develop- 
ment, the  children  took  part  in  the  Providence  Journal. 
"Newspaper  Education  Program". 

Our  fourth  graders  participated  in  a  wide  variety  of  ex- 
tracurricular activities  during  the  school  year  The  students  vis- 
ited the  Brockton  Art  Museum  and  subsequendy  participated  in 
a  tile-making  workshopin  which  they  themselves  becam  artists. 
They  created  their  own  tiles  and  then  combined  them  into  a  class 
mosaic.  They  were  also  fortunate  enough  to  be  exposed  to  a 
variety  of  career  options  during  "Science  Career  Awareness 
Week".

All  students  in  our  unit  participated  in  our  school's  Memo- 
rial Day  assembly.  This  year's  theme  was  "America  Remembers

tion with  a  quote  by  a  famous  American  and  several  students 
explained  the  development  and  the  importance  of  this  somber 
and  important  day.  Fourth  graders  wrote  and  read  their  original 
essays  entitled  "What  Memorial  Day  Means  to  Me".

J.  C.  SOLMONESE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL

The  J .  C .  Solmonese  Elementary  School  continued  with  its 
present  staff  of  52  teachers  for  the  school  year  with  one  new  staff 
member,  Mr.  Richard  Gibbons,  assistant  principal. 

Numerous  events  and  activities  were  presented  throughout 
the  year.  It  is  important  to  note  that  on  January  1st,  a  fire 
destroyed  four  kindergarten  classrooms,  classroom  materials, 
and  damaged  other  areas.  All  five  kindergarten  classrooms  were 
relocated  within  the  Solmonese  School.  The  spirit  and  coop- 
eration of  the  staff  of  the  J.C.  Solmonese  School,  and  the  efforts 
of  the  custodial  staff,  enabled  school  to  resume  for  grades  1-5 
within  two  days.  The  outpouring  of  support  from  parents,  the 
community ,  and  fellow  teachers  enabled  the  kindergarten  classes 
to  resume  after  only  four  days.  The  efforts  exerted  throughout  the 
year  by  the  kindergarten  teachers  and  other  staff  members  to 
provide  for  students  despite  conditions  were  commendable. 

The  J.  C.  Solmonese  School  continued  to  receive  extra 
funds  from  the  School  Improvement  Act,  Chapter  188.  The 
Council  was  comprised  of  Mrs.  Mary  E.  R.  Brown,  Principal; 
Miss  Janice  Pomerleau,  Mrs.  Janice  Burkhart,  and  Mrs. 
Marianne  Kelley,  teacher  representatives;  and  Mrs.  Eleanor 
Johnson,  Mrs  Kathleen  Almeida,  and  Mrs.  Joyce  Tilley,  parent 
representatives.  After  reviewing  the  needs  assessment  from  the  staff, 
students,  and  parents,  the  Council  voted  to  utilize  the  money  for 
classroom  art  supplies  which  had  been  lost  during  the  fire. 

Language  Arts  Coordinator,  Mr.  William  Ferrara,  created 
a  central  theme,  "Made  in  America"  which  was  utilized  by  all 
teachers  with  an  interdisciplinary  approach  incorporating  all 
areas  of  curriculum.  Each  month  the  staff  received  a  "Made  in 
America"  guide  which  gave  a  calendar  list  of  famous  American 
persons  and  events.  Mr.  Ferrara  worked  with  classroom  teachers 
to  further  the  use  of  whole  language  strategies  in  the  classroom. 

Once  again,  the  Solmonese  School  has  been  extremely 
appreciative  of  the  many  parent  volunteers  who  gave  of  their  time 
consistently  and  conscientiously  at  the  school  throughout  the 
year.  This  year,  we  had  152  activities  and  parent  volunteers  with 
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the  largest  amount  in  the  kindergarten,  which  had  55.  A  variety 
of  enrichment  activities  and  programs  were  scheduled  this  year. 
These  performances  were  either  financed  by  the  Solmonese 
Parent  Organization  or  by  grants  from  the  Norton  Arts  Council. 
The  J.C.  Solmonese  and  L.G.  Nourse  Schools  worked  together  to 
schedule  and  block  book  events  to  maximize  funds  and  provide 
equal  programming.  In  conjunction  with  the  "Made  in  America" 
theme,  the  following  programs  took  place:  Cliff  Beaman 
"American  Art  Assemblies";  New  England  Theatre  Guild,  "Rip 
Van  Winkle";  Brian  Gillie,  "The  Spirit  of  America";  Jeff  Warner 
and  Jeff  Davis,  "Traditional  American  Folk  Music";  The  Un- 
common Theatre's  production,  "Charlotte's  Web";  Lee 
Faulkner's  Light  Theatre,  and  Michael  Trautman.  The  parent 
organization's  continued  support  and  participation  at  the  J.C. 
Solmonese  School  have  provided  enrichmentand  supplementary 
materials  and  programs. 

The  following  events  also  took  place  during  the  1989-90 
school  year:  In  September,  Kindergarten  Screening  was  held  for 
all  students  attending  our  kindergarten.  Kindergarten  Orienta- 
tion and  Kindergarten  Curriculum  Evening  were  given  for  all 
parents.  A  Kindergarten  Observation  Week  was  held  which 
culminated  with  a  volunteer  workshop  for  parents.  Other  events 
throughout  the  year  that  direcdy  involved  the  kindergarten  were: 
Kindergarten  registration  for  the  1990-91  school  year,  Com- 
munity Helpers'  Program,  annual  kindergarten  field  trip  to  the 
Town  Hall;  Police,  Fire,  and  Highway  Departments;  and  the 
kindergarten  field  trip  to  the  Boston  Children's  Museum.  Kin- 
dergarten students  had  the  opportunity  to  visit  the  first  grade  at 
the  L.  G.  Nourse  and  J.  C.  Solmonese  Schools,  and  a  Kindergar- 
ten Volunteer  Thank  You  was  held  at  the  school  library.  All 
students  in  grades  K-5  participated  in  a  Recreational  Reading 
Program  sponsored  by  Ann  Marie's  Pizza  Kitchen. 

For  grades  1-5,  our  Annual  Open  House  was  held  on 
September  28th,.  During  this  time,  each  teacher  explained  the 
curriculum  and  the  expectations  for  students.  In  October,  the 
Science  Alive  Program,  formerly  Web  of  Life,  was  held  for 
students  of  grades  1,  2,  and  5.  The  Fire  Department  held  a 
demonstration  and  discussion  during  Fire  Prevention  Week. 
Parent-teacher  conferences  were  held  twice  during  the  year  in 
November  and  April.  On  December  12th,  we  held  our  Annual 
Senior  Citizens'  Dinner.  On  March  7th,  an  assembly  was  held 
and  the  day  continued  to  be  designated  as  Joseph  C.  Solmonese 
Day  in  recognition  of  Mr.  Solmonese  for  whom  the  school  was 
named.  On  March  28th,  we  held  our  Tenth  Annual  Science  Fair. 
The  Norton  Police  Department  sponsored  two  programs  with 
Officer  Phil,  one  on  safety  and  the  other  on  drugs  and  substance 
abuse.  On  May  1 1  th,  the  Annual  Spring  Art/Music  Festival  took 
place  with  the  "Made  in  America"  theme.  The  presentations  were 
outstanding.  On  May  3 1  st,  the  5th  graders  from  both  elementary 
schools  had  the  opportunity  to  visit  the  Norton  Middle  School  for 
orientation.  Field  days  were  held  in  June  for  all  grade  levels,  and 
all  grades  participated  in  a  field  trip  sponsored  by  the  Solmonese 
Parent  Organization.  The  school  year  culminated  on  Friday,  June 
14th,  with  our  Annual  Grade  5  Awards  Assembly. 


The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  events  of  each  unit: 

KINDERGARTEN,  MINNOW  UNIT:  Kindergarten  began 
the  year  with  a  kindergarten  orientation  and  then  a  volunteer  workshop 
for  parents  interested  in  helping  in  the  classroom.  The  kindergarten 
curriculum  placed  emphasis  on  both  social  and  cognitive  development 
Science  and  social  studies  topics  included:  Pilgrims,  Indians,  dinosaurs, 
safety,  plants,  nutrition,  birds,  magnets,  self-image,  five  senses,  trans- 
portation, and  community  helpers.  The  kindergarten  continued  to  use 
various  resources  within  the  town.  Both  kindergarten  sessions  attended 
a  full  day  field  trip  to  Boston  Children's  Museum.  Many  lessons 
employing  the  "Whole  Language  Approach"  were  tried. 

SEAHORSE  UNIT,  GRADES  1  AND  2:  Both  grades  in  the 
Seahorse  Unit  traveled  to  Roger  Williams  Park  for  a  field  trip  this  year. 
A  Thanksgiving  feast  with  songs  and  poems  culminated  units  on 
Pilgrims  and  Indians.  The  unit  also  helped  with  the  Senior  Citizens' 
Dinner.  The  unit  learned  more  about  nutrition  with  a  culmination  of  a 
Nutrition  Picnic.  The  Seahorse  Unit  published  "The  Seahorse  Sun"  on 
a  monthly  basis  including  news  and  creative  writing  selections., 

STARFISH  UNIT,  GRADES  1  AND  2:  The  Starfish  Unit  is 
composed  of  a  transitional  class,  three  1st  grades,  and  two  2nd  grades. 
Both  grades  were  involved  in  an  exciting  field  trip  to  Roger  Williams 
Park  The  entire  unit  actively  participated  and  helped  with  the  Senior 
Citizens'  Dinner  and  an  Indian  Pilgrim  unit  The  transitional  class 
presented  "Peter  Rabbit"  to  the  school. 

DOLPHIN  UNIT,  GRADE  3:  The  3rd  graders  in  the 
Dolphin  Unit  participated  in  several  historical  and  geographical 
units  featuring  the  State  of  Massachusetts.  They  also  participated 
in  a  unit  on  the  history  of  Sturbridge  and  Norton.  The  teachers  and 
students  visited  Sturbridge  Village  as  their  field  trip.  The  unit 
prepared  a  Christmas  ethnic  cookbook.  Many  3rd  grade  students 
participated  in  the  Science  Fair.  The  3rd  grade  continued  to  help 
with  the  Senior  Citizens'  Dinner  and  participated  in  the  Annual 
M.S.  Read- A-Thon. 

SEAL  UNIT,  GRADE  4:  All  students  in  grade  4  par- 
ticipated in  the  Annual  Senior  Citizens;  Dinner.  Many  also  took 
part  in  the  Annual  Science  Fair.  Various  speakers  enriched  the 
curriculum  this  year  such  as  Dr.  Tim  Barker,  Professor  of 
Astronomy;  Mr.  Peter  Leddy,  Norton  High  School  science 
teacher;  Dr.  Silberhorn, Norton  veterinarian;  Dr.  Padovani,  Vice- 
President  of  Research  and  Development;  and  representatives 
from  Mass.  Electric.  Their  field  trip  was  to  the  Franklin  Zoo  in 
Boston. 

WHALE  UNIT,  GRADE  5:  Students  participated  in  the 
Science  Fair  and  a  record  number  of  students  were  actively 
present.  They  also  participated  in  the  Senior  Citizens'  Dinner  and 
Drug  and  Alcohol  Awareness  Week.  A  "Whale  of  a  Job  Incentive 
Program"  took  place  with  students  being  rewarded  for  good 
behavior  and  good  school  work.  The  5th  graders  traveled  to  Fall 
River  to  Battleship  Cove,  the  Marine  Museum,  and  to  Wheaton 
College  for  a  special  performance.  The  5  th  grade  activities 
culminated  at  the  awards  assembly  on  the  last  day  of  school.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL 
VOCATIONAL  TECHNICAL  SCHOOL 

Southeastern  offers  twenty-four  high  school  vocational 
training  programs  and  six  Technical  Institute  post-secondary 
programs.  On  October  I,  1989,  1213  students  were  enrolled  in 
the  high  school  and  129  post-secondary  students  were  enrolled  in 
the  Technical  Institute. 

Norton's  share  of  the  $7,932,454  total  budget  consist  of 
5.63%  representing  75  students. 

Southeastern  is  always  seeking  new  and  different  ways  of 
conducting  its  educational  programs  at  minimal  cost  to  the 
taxpayers  of  the  district.  For  the  past  five  years  Southeastern  has 
maintained  the  third  lowest  per-pupil  cost  of  all  regional  voca- 
tional technical  schools  in  the  Commonwealth. 

Various  federal  grants  were  received  from  a  variety  of 
sources  to  offset  supply  and  equipment  costs.  Carl  Perkins 
vocational  funds  were  used  in  the  high  school  to  purchase  a  low 
voltage  fire  alarm  system  trainer  and  burglar  alarm  system  trainer 
for  the  Electrical  Program.  Trouble-shooting  diagnostic  comput- 
ers, analog  trainers  and  robotic  supplies  and  equipment  were 
purchased  for  the  Electronics  Program.  Commercial  Art  ac- 
quired two  additional  interactive  desktop  publishing  computers. 
Graphic  Arts  purchased  three  offset  presses,  a  paper  cutter,  an 
image-maker  camera,  laser  printer  and  bindery  equipment.  New 
equipment  for  the  Machine  Drafting  Program  included  two  IBM 
PS  Model  50  computers  and  four  additional  computer-aided 
drafting  stations.  Supplies  and  hand  tools  were  purchased  for  the 
Masonry  Program.  Pipe  rack,  tools,  tubing  and  fixtures  were 
purchased  for  the  Plumbing  Program.  The  Metal  Fabrication 
Program  purchased  three  mig  welders  and  two  portable  welders. 

The  Technical  Institute  was  awarded  federal  funds  to  obtain 
computer/word  processors,  transcribers  and  electric  typewriters  for  the 
Medical  Assistan  t  Program .  A  new  x-ray  unit  with  chair  was  purchased 
for  the  Dental  Assistant  Program.  The  Licensed  Practical  Nursing 
Program  purchased  a  laser  disc  and  nursing  software.  The  Medical 
Laboratory  Technician  Program  acquired  a  multi-view  four  student 
station  microscope.  In  addition,  tool  kits  and  supplies  were  purchased 
for  the  evening  Diesel  Program. 

The  following  equipment  was  purchased  with  Block  Two 
grant  funds;  computers,  printers,  interactive  computer  laser 
discs,  software  and  audio/  visual  equipment. 

Funds  from  PL94-142  (Chapter  766)  were  used  to  fund  a 
moderate  special  needs  teacher,  three  special  education  aides, 
and  to  purchase  computer  software  and  supplies.  Funds  for  the 
disadvantaged  students  were  used  to  hire  vocational  aides  in 
Auto  Body,  Graphic  Arts  and  Plumbing. 

The  Governor's  Alliance  Against  Drugs  grant  provided 
audio-visual  materials  including  video  tapes  and  curriculm  ma- 


terials. This  also  helped  to  establish  a  student  peer  leadership 
training  program. 

The  Southeastern  Regional  School  District  is  continuing  to 
implement  the  Energy  Grant  received  from  the  Commonwealth '  s 
Office  of  Energy  Resources.  In  addition  to  re-tubing  the  boilers 
and  replacing  fluorescent  ballasts,  new  lens  covers  have  been 
installed  and  emergency  lighting  has  been  retro-fitted. 

The  school's  bus  transportation  system  now  uses  a  com- 
puterized street  map  with  student  residences  electronically  digi- 
tized into  their  proper  location.  Using  advanced  mathematical 
computations,  the  system  automatically  generates  bus  runs  and 
routes  and  assigns  students  to  stops. 

Curriculum  revision  and  staff  development  continue  to 
improve  the  quality  of  instruction.  Many  staff  members  have 
participated  in  the  evaluation  process  of  other  vocational  schools 
in  anticipation  of  the  upcoming  evaluation  of  Southeastern 
Regional  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and 
Colleges,  Inc.  which  is  scheduled  for  the  Fall  of  1991. 

The  Department  of  Education's  Massachusetts  Migrant  Edu- 
cation Program  was  held  at  Southeastern  during  the  summer  with  over 
250  students  attending.  In  addition,  a  federal  grant  for  handicapped 
students  supported  a  summer  vocational  exploratory  camp. 

A  waste  to  energy  furnace  has  been  installed  to  eliminate 
paying  for  disposal  of  hazardous  waste  materials. 

The  former  Electric  Appliance  Repair  Program  was  replaced  by 
a  program  in  Heating,  Air  Conditioning  and  Refrigeration. 

Student  on-campus  projects  include  building  a  three  story 
addition  to  the  Plumbing  Shop,  installation  of  siding  to  the 
warehouse  and  the  completion  of  a  120'  x  40'  Masonry  Building. 
Anticipated  projects  include  an  addition  to  the  bus  garage  and 
vehicle  storage  building. 

In  June  1990,  the  Southeastern  Regional  Vocational  Tech- 
nical High  School  graduated  233  students.  Guidance  Department 
records  indicate  that  93%  of  the  members  of  the  Class  of  1990 
were  placed  either  in  full-time  jobs  or  had  elected  to  further  their 
education. 

An  Alumni  Association  was  developed  during  the  past 
year.  All  alumni  are  invited  to  participate  in  the  school  programs, 
become  Advisory  Board  members  to  our  craft  programs  and 
participate  in  annual  Open  House  activities.  Over  four  hundred 
graduates  participated  in  last  year's  Open  House. 

The  demand  for  graduates  of  vocational  programs  con- 
tinues to  be  very  strong.

REPORT  OF  THE 
HEAD  LIBRARIAN 

As  the  new  Head  Librarian,  appointed  in  April,  1990, 1  naturally 
perused  the  files  in  order  to  familiarize  myself  with  the  history  of  the 
library.  I  came  across  my  predecessor's  report  in  last  year's  (Fiscal 
1988-89)  Annual  Report  to  the  Town  of  Norton.  If  anything,  my  report 
for  the  Fiscal  year  1989-90  can  be  summarized  in  one  word:  "ditto". 

While  the  new  building  still  remains  in  the  newspaper  headlines 
and  continues  to  suffer  delays  and  controversy,  business  at  the  old 
facility  continues  to  flourish.  Despite  b^isappomtmentanddashedhopes, 
the  library  staff  continue  to  offer  quality  services  and  programs  to  the 
residents  of  Norton. 

As  the  new  Head  Librarian  I  eagerly  looked  forward  to  a  rapid 
move  into  the  new  building.  Upon  first  inspection  last  April,  I  found 
walls  being  completed,  lighting  fixtures  and  ceiling  grids  being  in- 
stalled All  that  remained  would  be  the  finish  work,  carpet  installation, 
and  the  delivery  and  installation  of  the  shelving  and  furniture.  Surely, 
we  would  occupy  the  building  by  June,  or  July  at  the  latest 

The  hot  summer  months  passed  with  over  100  children  jammed 
in  the  old  building  to  participate  in  our  summer  reading  programs,  while 
the  new  library  was  held  up  due  to  delays  in  the  shipment  of  the  carpet 
Surely  the  fall  programs  would  commence  in  the  new  building ...  As  of 
this  writing,  we  continue  to  juggle  30,000 books  on  the  old  cramped  and 
crowded  shelves  while  the  new  shelves  remain  empty.  Will  199 1  be  the 
year  the  library  finally  moves  into  its  new  home? 

Despite  the  frustration  of  the  Board  ofDirec  tors,  staff  and  patrons 
alike,  library  services  continue  to  be  in  high  demand.  Fiscal  1990  saw 
a  1 5.5%  increase  in  overall  book/materials  circulation;  826 new  patrons 
obtained  library  cards;  and  2,453  new  books  were  added  to  the 
collection.  1,188  children  attended  94  story/reading  programs  which 
were  held  by  children's  librarian  Elaine  Jackson  with  assistance  from 
volunteer  Anna  Biron.  In  addition,  Mrs.  Jackson  made  30  visits  to 
elementary  school  rooms  to  promote  books,  reading  and  library  skills. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  continue  to  be  an  untiring  corps  of 
volunteers  who  add  support  to  the  Library's  services  and  programs  by 
providing  passes  to  the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  and  the  Boston 
Science  Museum,  as  well  as  Plimouth  Plantation  and  the  New  Bedford 
Whaling  Museum.  They  have  also  donated  the  highly  acclaimed  PBS 
series  of  video  tapes  on  the  Civil  War. 

The  outstanding  services  and  programs  would  not  be  possible 
without  the  effort  and  support  of  the  dedicated  library  staff,  Board  of 
Directors,  Friends  of  the  Library  and  parent  volunteers.  Highest  com- 
mendations are  in  order  to  all  those  caring  people  who  work  so  hard  to 
make  the  library  a  vital  and  integral  part  of  the  Town  of  Norton. 


I  am  dedicated  to  providing  quality  library  service  and  programs 
to  the  citizens  of  Norton,  and  am  looking  forward  to  many  years  of 
association  with  the  Norton  Public  Library.

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CONSERVATION 


REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON 
CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  seven  volunteer,  appointed  members  of  the  Conser- 
vation Commission  administer  the  Massachusetts  Wetlands 
Protection  Act.  During  the  past  fiscal  year,  the  Commission 
reviewed  69  requests  for  permits  and  conducted  numerous  en- 
forcement actions.  Over  125  on-going  projects  were  routinely 
inspected  by  the  Conservation  Director  for  compliance  with 
permit  conditions. 

The  Conservation  Department  also  conducts  environ- 
mental education  programs.  Participants  in  the  Director's  Water 
Quality  Studies  Class  at  Norton  High  School  were  commended 
by  President  Bush  for  outstanding  achievement  in  environmental 
protection.  Students  performed  stream  surveys,  conducted  water 
analyses,  participated  in  the  Mass.  Fish  and  Wildlife's  Adopt- A- 
Stream  Program,  organized  a  trash  clean-up  at  the  Snake  River 
and  created  educational  posters. 

A  daily  science  program  was  held  during  the  April  school 
vacation.  Thirty  youngsters,  ages  5-11,  participated. 

Laura  Mailander  and  Paula  Beisheim  of  Easton  were 
commended  by  representatives  from  the  Adopt-A-Stream  Pro- 
gram for  their  adoption  of  a  section  of  the  Wading  River  in 
Norton.  The  two  high  school  students  perform  monthly  inspec- 
tions and  pH  tests;  and  have  cleared  the  river  of  fallen  trees  and 
brush  to  make  the  area  passable  for  canoes. 

The  Conservation  Commission  co-sponsored,  with  the 
Board  of  Health,  the  second  annual  Household  Hazardous  Waste 
Collection  Day.  Batteries,  tires,  and  used  motor  oil  were  col- 
lected, in  addition  to  the  hazardous  household  materials. 

An  inventory  was  conducted  at  the  274  town-owned  par- 
cels in  Norton.  The  information  was  complied  and  placed  in  two 
hard-cover  volumes  for  reference  purposes. 

In  August  1989,  the  Commission  organized  an  informa- 
tional meeting  and  boat  trip  on  Norton  Reservoir  to  remind 
legislators  and  Mansfield/Norton  town  officials  of  the  regional 
importance  of  the  Reservoir  restoration. 

At  the  May  Town  Meeting,  residents  authorized  the  use  of 
$240,000  to  fund  a  diagnostic/feasibility  study  on  Norton  Res- 
ervoir, the  first  phase  of  the  restoration,  and  to  follow  through  on 
recommendations  from  that  study.  The  funds  had  been  part  of  the 
$1  million  reimbursement  to  the  Town  by  the  State  Self-Help 
program  for  half  the  purchase  price  of  the  Reservoir. 


At  the  same  meeting,  residents  also  authorized  the  pur- 
chase of  a  weed  harvester  for  use  at  Lake  Winnecunnet  and  other 
water  bodies  in  Norton.  The  equipment  has  been  ordered  from 
Aquatics  Unlimited  of  Martinez,  California. 

During  the  summer  of  1990,  Wheaton  student  John  Gilman 
created  trails  at  the  Leo  G.  Yelle  conservation  area  on  Freeman 
Street.  Mr.  Gilman's  work  was  funded  by  a  grant  from  the  Dana 
Foundation  Fellowship  Program. 

Members  of  the  Commission  continue  to  operate  the 
Chartley  Pond  and  Norton  Reservoir  dams  throughout  the  year 
for  flood  control,  and  have  conducted,  with  the  help  of  additional 
volunteers,  the  repairs  and  routine  maintenance  that  were  needed 
at  those  areas. 

The  Commission  is  represented  on  the  Canoe  River 
Aquifer  Advisory  Committee  and  the  Local  Emergency  Planning 
Committee.

BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO 
CONTROL  PROJECT 

On  June  30,  1990  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control 
Project  completed  thirty-one  years  of  service  to  the  cities  and 
towns  of  Bristol  County. 

The  mosquito  control  project  works  year-round  in  its 
efforts  to  reduce  mosquito  breeding  sites  and  adult  mosquito 
populations.  The  Project  uses  several  different  measures  of 
control  in  its  never  ending  fight  against  mosquitos. 

Winter  Pre-hatch — To  treat  breeding  areas  that  are  acces- 
sible only  on  the  ice  during  the  winter  months. 

Spring  and  Summer  Larviciding — To  reduce  the  emer- 
gence of  adult  mosquitos  in  areas  where  mosquito  larvae  is 
present. 

Catch  Basin  Treatment — To  stop  mosquito  emergence 
from  rain-filled  catch  basins  and  storm  drains. 
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Light  Trapping  Programs  — To  monitor  mosquito  popu- 
lations as  to  their  type  and  number — a  program  necessary  in 
encephalitis  surveillance.  Light  trapping  of  mosquitos  is  also 
useful  to  determine  what  areas  have  high  mosquito  populations 
and  should  be  sprayed. 

Water  Management — A  year  round  endeavor  to  clean  and 
construct  mosquito  drainage  ditches  in  lowland  swamps  to  re- 
duce their  favorability  as  breeding  sites  for  mosquito  larvae. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control 
Project  to  use  pesticides  that  are  environmentally  safe  so  that  the 
safety  of  the  people  and  environment  are  not  jeopardized.  We  use 
as  many  of  the  biological  insecticides  as  are  practical  with  the 
environmental  conditions  present  in  the  New  England  area.  We 
are  presently  using  three  different  formulations  of  B.T.I,  in  our 
larviciding  program. 

All  of  our  spray  equipment  is  calibrated  periodically  in 
order  to  insure  that  dosage  rates  remain  at  safe  levels  but  are 
adequate  to  reduce  mosquito  populations.  The  operators  of  our 
spray  equipment  are  state  certified  pesticide  applicators  that  are 
required  to  attend  classes  on  pesticide  safety  on  a  yearly  basis. 

By  early  spring  of  1990  most  criteria  were  in  place  to 
indicate  the  emergence  of  large  broods  of  mosquitos  and  the 
potential  for  a  severe  outbreak  of  Eastern  Encephalitis.  The 
Bristol  County  area  again  had  an  exceptionally  wet  spring  with 
heavy  rains  filling  swamp  areas  with  substantial  amounts  of 
water.  These  areas  were  to  be  large  breeding  sites  from  eggs  that 
were  laid  by  late  season  mosquitos  from  the  previous  year.  As  the 
season  progressed,  Culiseta  melanura  densities  were  signifi- 
cantly above  the  7  year  median.  The  Eastern  virus  was  isolated  in 
melanura  mosquitos  in  late  J  une  which  was  the  earliest  isolations 
to  be  found  since  records  have  been  kept.  Each  week  virus  levels 
climbed  at  an  alarming  rate. By  early  July  mosquito  control 
personnel  and  the  State  Public  Health  knew  there  would  be  a  spill 
over  of  virus  to  human  biting  mosquitos  that  would  eventually 


involve  horses  and  humans  in  Southeastern  Mass. 

The  Bristol  County  Project  began  intensifying  its  ground 
ULV  spraying  areas  of  high  risk  in  order  to  protect  the  people 
from  possible  virus  carrying  mosquitos.  All  spray  crews  were  put 
on  a  6  day  schedule  with  earlier  hours  to  get  as  much  coverage  as 
possible.  During  this  time  plans  were  being  made  for  a  wide- 
spread aerial  spray  program  but  it  was  not  until  August  27th  that 
the  planes  were  finally  in  the  air.  We  believe  that  our  increased 
ground  spraying  during  the  several  weeks  before  the  aerial  spray 
took  place  prevented  any  human  cases  of  encephalitis  in  Bristol 
County.  With  the  support  of  its  member  towns,  the  Project  was 
able  to  respond  to  an  extremely  dangerous  mosquito  situation. 

The  Project  answered  all  requests  for  spraying  along  with 
our  regular  spraying  of  known  infested  areas  for  a  total  of 2,432.6 
sprayed  acres. 

During  the  spring  and  summer  months  a  total  of  132  catch 
basins  that  were  found  to  breeding  were  treated.  During  the  fall 
and  winter  months  a  total  of  3,650  feet  of  brush  was  cut  from 
ditches  and  300  feet  of  drainage  ditch  was  reclaimed.  Our  crawler 
tractor  also  dug  5,990  feet  of  drainage  ditch. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  town  officials  and  the  people  of 
Norton  for  their  continued  support  and  cooperation  and  look 
forward  to  serving  them  in  the  coming  year.  Should  anyone  have 
a  question  as  to  what  might  be  done  to  relieve  a  mosquito  problem 
in  the  their  area,  whether  it  is  water  management  work,  treatment 
of  a  breeding  site,  or  just  having  an  area  checked,  please  feel  free 
to  call  our  office.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


1991  has  been  a  very  trying  year  for  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  With  shortfalls  in  State  funding,  General 
Government  has  had  to  make  every  effort  to  cut 
costs  and  still  maintain  a  level  of  services  necessary  to 
run  our  Town  efficiently. 

1991  is  the  first  year  that  the  Board  has  had  to 
work  within  the  Charter.  At  first,  we  had  some  pro- 
cedural problems;  but  we  have  finally  worked  them 
out.  Under  the  new  Charter  system,  it  is  very  impor- 
tant to  work  with  the  Town  Manager  and  not  inter- 
fere in  day  to  day  affairs  of  the  Town. 

1991  has  been  a  year  of  many  new  policies.  The 
Board  at  almost  every  meeting  posts  time  on  our 
agenda  for  policy  discussions.  We  have  addressed 
policies  on  several  issues  that  come  before  us  inclu- 
ding licenses,  road  openings,  and  dog  issues. 

This  year  the  Board  made  a  decision  that  public 
safety  should  be  a  priority  in  the  Town.  With  cut- 
backs in  State  Revenues,  we  had  to  lay  off  one-third 
of  our  Police  Force,  most  or  almost  all  of  our  call 
firefighters,  and  lost  several  full  time  firefighters 
through  attrition.  Our  Highway  Dept.  is  operating 
with  less  people  than  20  years  ago  to  cut  costs. 
These  cuts  have  put  us  in  a  very  difficult  or  even 
dangerous  position.  It  is  our  legal  obligation  to  pro- 
tect the  residents  of  Norton;  and  we  will  do  the  best 
possible  job  with  the  resources  that  we  have. 


Our  goals  for  the  following  years  ahead  is  to  try 
and  maintain  or  improve  the  services  of  the  Town; 
try  and  get  through  the  financial  burdens  that  have 
overcome  our  Town  because  of  State  cutbacks;  tap 
new  and  unused  resources  from  the  public;  and  to 
maintain  a  high  degree  of  ethics  through  all  of  the 
political  turmoil  that  times  like  these  seem  to  create. 

1991  saw  a  new  member  on  the  Board  of  Select- 
men with  incumbent  Clarence  P.  Rich  Jr.  and  Ray- 
mond Patenaude  being  elected  last  Spring  replacing 
longtime  incumbent,  Leonard  Silvia. 

In  closing,  the  Board  would  like  the  people  of 
Norton  to  know  that  in  spite  of  the  problems  at 
hand,  we  will  continue  to  look  toward  the  future  for 
a  better  community  for  all  Norton.

REPORT  OF  THE  ASSESSORS 
FISCAL  1990-  1991 


The  Building  activity  in  the  Town  of  Norton  con- 
tinues to  be  very  active.  Three  hundred  ninety  three 
(393)  permits  were  issued,  of  which  84  were  new 
single  family  and  11  new  multi-family  dwellings. 
The  only  commercial  growth  of  any  significance  was 
McDonald's,  in  the  Great  Woods  Plaza.  Fiscal  1991 
was  a  revaluation  year  with  1989  being  the  base  year. 
This  created  a  lot  of  consternation  to  the  taxpayers 
who  were  seeing  the  values  of  their  homes  decline  and 
yet  their  assessments  had  risen.  The  Assessors  will  be 
addressing  this  situation  for  the  1992  tax  bill.  A 
market  analysis  of  the  1990  sales  will  be  performed 
in  the  first  part  of  1991. 

This  year  was  extremely  busy  for  the  Assessors. 
The  first  sewer  betterments  for  the  Town  were  billed 
and  will  be  added  to  the  1992  tax  bill.  In  January  the 
Tax  Collector  was  integrated  into  Appraisal  Consul- 
tants of  New  England  Assessor's  system,  which  has 
streamlined  these  two  offices.  We  will  be  printing  all 
our  own  Real  Esstate  and  Motor  Vehicle  Bills,  a  ser- 
vice that  was  performed  by  Programs  &  Analysis 
in  the  past.  By  being  in  house  not  only  saves  money 
but  time  and  provides  greater  control  of  data. 


The  Board  is  proud  to  announce  that  Jean  Kante 
is  and  Joan  DeCosta  earned  their  MAA  designation 
which  was  awarded  at  the  Massachusetts  Assessors 
Association  meeting  (Spring  Conference),  in  Apri 
1991. 


The  Assessors  were  saddened  by  the  death  of  Mr. 
Rieksts,  who  was  elected  Assessor  in  April  of  1989|^ 
and  resigned  in  April  of  1991,  due  to  this  illness. 
Mr.  James  Creamer  is  the  newly  elected  Assessor.  We 
welcome  him  to  the  Board.

Kantelis,  Kathy  Petersen  and  Rose  Bevis,  for  the 
support  and  all  the  departments  who  help  us  through 
out  the  year.

This  year  was  the  busiest  year  for  the  ambulance 
e  the  Fire  Department  took  on  the  job  over  40 
rs  ago.  The  number  of  ambulance  runs  has  increas- 
over  the  years  at  a  steady  pace.  We  finally  reached 


the  1000  mark.  That  averages  out  to  2.74  ambulance 
runs  per  day. 

The  Fire  Department  operates  two  (2)  fully 
equipped  advanced  life  support  ambulances  staffed 
by  a  total  of  four  (4)  full  time  Paramedics,  one  (1) 
call  Paramedic,  two  (2)  full  time  Intermediates,  one 

(1)  call  Intermediate,  fourteen  (14)  full  time  Emer- 
gency Medical  Technicians  and  nine  (9)  call  Emergen- 
cy Medical  Technicians. 

During  this  year  twenty  (20)  Emergency  Medical 
Technicians  were  trainted  in  the  use  of  semi-auto- 
matic Defibrillators  and  are  now  State  Certified. 
These  life  saving  devices  deliver  an  electrical  charge 
to  restart  a  heart  that  is  in  ventricular  fibrillation. 
This  program  has  been  a  great  success  in  that  it  has 
saved  three  (3)  lives.  The  combination  of  EMTD's 
and  Paramedics  gives  our  citizens  the  best  possible 
pre-hospital  care  of  any  town  in  the  area. 

Unfortunately,  all  this  training  and  dedication 
may  be  wasted  as  the  budget  axe  falls.  This  year  there 
is  the  possibility  that  the  Fire  Department  may  lose 

(2)  full  time  Paramedics,  two  (2)  full  time  Inter- 
mediates and  two  (2)  EMTD's.  The  second  ambu- 
lance will  also  be  put  out  of  service.  Should  this 
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happen  the  department  will  lose  it's  license  to  oper- 
ate at  the  Paramedic  level.  There  will  still  be  ambu- 
lance service,  but  it  will  not  provide  advanced  life 
support,  only  basic  life  support  measures  and  trans- 
portation will  be  maintained. 

The  EMS  Division  strives  to  maintain  the  highest 
degree  of  readiness  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  citizens 
of  Norton.  We  constantly  train  and  update  our  skills 
to  provide  the  best  emergency  care  to  our  patients. 
It  is  people  helping  people.

Fiscal  Year  1991  was  once  again  a  busy  year  for 
the  Alarm  Division.  Despite  the  slump  in  the  econ- 
omy, the  Norton  Industrial  Park  has  seen  a  consider- 
able change  in  the  number  and  nature  of  occupancies. 
The  Great  Woods  Plaza  is  slowly  being  occupied.  New 
interior  fire  alarm  systems  were  installed  in  numerous 
restaurants  and  night  clubs  in  town.  Wheaton  College 
built  their  new  athletic  facility  with  numerous  digi- 
tized alarm  boxes  installed.  The  town  completed 
systems  demanded  a  great  deal  of  time  being  commit- 
ted by  both  the  Fire  Alarm  Division  and  the  Fire 
Prevention  Division.  Time  is  spent  meeting  with  the 
Architects,  Engineers,  Electricians  and  Contractors 
working  out  the  details  of  these  complex,  modern 
interior  fire  alarm  systems.  These  systems  had  to  be 
completely  inspected  upon  completion,  with  some 
taking  days  to  complete. 

Much  time  was  spent  by  the  alarm  personnel 
attending  seminars  and  training  in  order  to  keep  up 
with  the  ever-changing  and  increasingly  complex 
technology  involved  in  modern  Fire  Alarm  Systems. 

In  addition  to  the  overseeing  and  inspection  of 
commercial  Fire  Alarm  installations  in  Norton,  the 
Alarm  Division  is  also  responsible  for  the  mainten- 
ance of  over  28  miles  of  Fire  Alarm  cable  and  up- 
wards of  four  hundred  Fire  Alarm  boxes,  both  street 
boxes  and  the  master  boxes  on  buildings.  Massachu- 
setts Electric  and  New  England  Telephone  continue 
their  programs  of  changing  old  poles  throughout  the 
town  creating  a  significant  amount  of  work  chang- 
ing the  alarm  cable  over  to  the  new  poles.  We  also 
installed  Fire  Alarm  cable  and  boxes  at  the  follow- 


ing locations,  as  well  as  several  other  developments.

McTee  Drive  -  Off  of  Walker  Street 
Strawstone  Village  —  Off  of  Oak  Street 
Greyhound  Estates  —  Off  of  Plain  Street

This  past  year  also  saw  the  upgrade  of  numerou 
existing  fire  alarm  systems  in  town,  including  bott 
the  Daggett  Crandall  Nursing  Home  and  the  Ok 
Colony  Rest  Home.  The  management  of  Wheatot 
College  has  continued  their  efforts  towards  up 
grading  all  the  fire  detection  systems  on  campus.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  the  Forest  Fire  War- 
den of  the  Town  of  Norton. 

The  town  once  again  heeded  the  warning  of  the 
Great  Smokey  the  Bear.  Residents  were  very  careful 
when  they  did  their  annual  burning  (over  3500  per- 
mits issued).  They  were  careful  in  the  woods  when 
they  were  camping,  hiking  or  fishing.  We  had  several 
minor  problems  and  they  were  all  quickly  extin- 
guished. 

This  year  posed  a  problem.  Downed  trees  from 
the  hurricane,  coupled  with  the  loss  of  the  Fall 
River  Fire  Tower  posed  a  potentially  dangerous 
situation. 

The  town  will  have  to  purchase  a  four  wheel 
brush  truck  if  we  are  unable  to  find  military  vehi- 
cles to  build  our  own  forestry  trucks.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

The  Health  Agent's  workload  remains  at  a  very 
high  level.  The  transition  from  one  agent  to  another 
has  been  very  smooth,  due  to  good  record  keeping. 
A  record  amount  of  Disposal  Works  Construction 
Permits  has  been  issued  for  new  homes  and  repairs  to 
existing  systems. 

The  Health  Agent  is  required  to  inspect  all  Food 
Service  Establishments  and  Retail  Food  Stores  at 
least  twice  a  year.  The  Town  of  Norton  has  over  100 
Food  Service  Establishments  and  Retail  Food  Stores. 
This  also  includes  inspection  of  School  Cafeterias 
and  Nursing  Homes. 

The  Health  Agent  must  investigate  and  record  all 
complaints  of  failed  septic  systems,  rubbish  accumula- 
tions, offensive  odors,  excessive  noise,  and  unsani- 
tary conditions  of  any  type  within  the  Town  of 
Norton. 

The  Board  of  Health  hold  regular  meetings  at 
which  time  the  agenda  will  include  new  regulations, 
budgets,  legal  determinations,  future  projections 
and  current  events.  The  Board  of  Health  must  also 
sign  all  licenses  for  Food  Service  Establishments, 
Retail  Food  Establishments,  Mobile  Home  Parks, 
Civil  Engineers,  Professional  Engineers,  (work  in 
Norton  only),  Septic  System  Haulers,  Rubbish  Dis- 
posal Trucks  and  Piggeries. 

The  Board  of  Health  requires  that  all  wells  and 
storage  tanks  in  the  Town  of  Norton  be  registered. 

The  Board  of  Health  has  finalized  the  Landfill 
Capping  Project,  but  an  ongoing  monitoring  program, 
must  be  kept  in  force.  This  area  is  inspected  on  a 
regular  basis  by  the  Health  Agent.  Due  to  budget 
controls  there  was  no  Household  Hazardous  Waste 
Collection  Day. 

The  Public  Health  Nurse  had  another  very  busy 
and  productive  year.  She  continues  to  visit  new 
mothers  to  explain  the  services  available  both  locally 
and  statewide.  This  service  has  been  very  much  appre- 
ciated by  the  new  mothers.  She  administered  538 
Flu  Shots,  and  50  other  immunizations.  She  has 
conducted  24  Blood  Pressure  Clinics,  not  including 
visits  to  home  bound  residents.  She  conducts  Chol- 
esterol and  Diabetic  Screening  Clinics  approximately 
every  three  months.  During  these  screenings  she  has 
picked  up  several  people  with  elevated  cholesterol 
and  elevated  blood  sugars.  The  Public  Health  Nurses 
duties  are  many  and  varied.  During  the  past  year 


she  has  conducted  classes  on  healthy  eating  to  the 
elderly,  she  investigates  reports  of  Communicable 
Diseased,  she  works  closely  with  the  School  Nurse; 
and  New  Testament  Baptist  Church,  she  makes  homer 
visits  to  patients  recently  released  from  the  hospital 
She  administers  200  Tuberculin  Skin  Tests  to  the 
residents  of  North  Cottage  and  Old  Colony  Nursinc 
Home.  She  also  does  Lead  Screening  for  Pre-Schoo 
Children.  She  completes  all  her  duties  while  workint 
only  16  hours  per  week.  She  also  organized  presenta 
tions  on  relaxation  techniques,  open  to  all  at  no  cost 


The  Board  of  Health  consists  of  three  member 
who  are  appointed  for  three  year  terms.  Curren 
members  are  Paul  Farrington,  Chairman,  Willian 
Mueller,  Vice-Chairman,  and  Dr.  Barbara  A.  Jackson  fp| 
M.D.,  Clerk.  There  is  one  full  time  Health  Agent  wh< 
oversees  the  day  to  day  operation  in  all  matter 
related  to  Public  Health.  The  Health  Agent  is  directh  "8 
responsible  to  the  Board  of  Health. 


The  Board  of  Health,  although  appointed  by  th 
Board  of  Selectmen,  is  an  autonomous  Board  whic 
acts  under  authority  of  Chapter  III,  Section  31 
the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massacfu 
setts  in  the  interest  and  preservation  of  the  Public 
Health.

1991  saw  the  completion  of  the  pipe-laying  phase 
and  most  of  the  pumping  station  construction  for  the 
Norton  Grove  Sewer  Project,  as  well  as  the  accept- 
ance of  sewerage  flow  for  residents  of  Mansfield 
Ave.  and  many  of  the  streets  in  the  Norton  Grove 
area.  While  the  construction  was  being  done,  most  of 
the  AC  water  mains  in  that  area,  which  are  quite 
brittle,  were  replaced  with  ductile  iron  pipe,  which 
will  result  in  far  fewer  problems  due  to  breakage. 

The  corrosion  control  project  is  well  under  way. 
This  will  treat  the  town's  water  at  the  well  sites  to 
reduce  the  acidity  which  is  found  in  the  ground 
water  in  this  region.  The  result  will  be  less  sediment 
in  the  water  mains,  and  increased  longevity  for  home- 
owner's plumbing  and  appliances  such  as  water 
heaters  and  coffee  makers. 

We  began  a  project  this  year  of  annual  preven- 
tative maintenance  on  the  town's  wells.  Although 
mechanical  failure  can  never  be  totally  eliminated, 
this  schedule  will  greatly  reduce  the  probability  of  a 
recurrence  of  the  problems  we  encountered  this  past 
spring. 

Additionally,  we  are  continuing  work  on  the 
establishment  of  an  additional  well.  In  an  effort  to 
continue  to  provide  services  at  least  cost,  this  work 
is  being  done  in  a  very  careful  and  thorough  manner.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
CANOE  RIVER  AQUIFER  ADVISORY 
COMMITTEE 

The  Canoe  River  Aquifer  Advisory  Committee 
(CRAAC)  was  established  by  an  act  of  the  State 
Legislature  in  1987.  CRAAC's  purpose  is  to  promote 
the  regional  protection  of  drinking  water  supplies 
within  the  Canoe  river  Aquifer.  The  committee  con- 
sists of  representatives  from  the  towns  of  Easton, 
Mansfield,  Norton,  Foxborough,  and  Sharon. 
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On  February  6,  1991,  CRAAC  sponsored  an  "Un- 
derground Storage  Tank"  conference  at  Stonehill 
College  in  Easton.  The  conference  was  held  at  the 
Joseph  W.  Martin,  Jr.  Institute  for  Law  and  Society. 
Registration  for  the  conference  was  free,  and  a  con- 
tinental breakfast  was  provided  by  the  Institute. 

The  purpose  of  the  conference  was  to  educate 
the  public  about  the  disastrous  and  economic  con- 
sequences of  leaking  undergroud  storage  tanks.  The 
key  speakers  for  the  conference  were  Greg  Mooney, 
Inderground  Storage  Tank  (UST)  Coordinator  from 
the  Fire  Marshal's  office,  Deirdre  Doherty,  UST 
Coordinator  from  the  Department  of  Environmental 
Protection  (DEP),  Mary  Wheeler,  Wellhead  Protection 
Coordinator  from  DEP,  and  Attorney  Gregor  Mc 
Gregor,  Environmental  Litigator  from  the  law  firm  of 
McGregor,  Shea,  and  Doliner.  Topics  discussed  by 
the  speakers  focused  on  current  federal  and  state 
UST  regulations,  future  regulations  for  water  supply 
areas,  compliance,  enforcement,  and  liability.  Ap- 
proximately 225  people  attended  the  conference. 

On  May  18,  1991,  CRAAC  held  its  fourth  annual 
Spring  Awareness  Day  at  Ann's  Place  Restaurant  in 
Norton.  The  program  focused  on  the  designation  of 
the  Canoe  River  Aquifer  as  an  Area  of  Critical  En- 
vironmental Concern  (ACEC).  This  formal  designa- 
tion, which  encompasses  over  15,000  acres,  was 
granted  by  Susan  Tierney,  Secretary  of  Environmen- 
tal Affairs.  The  purpose  of  the  designation  is  to  pro- 
tect and  preserve  essential  areas  of  natural  and 
cultural  significance  and  to  foster  public  awareness 
and  appreciation  of  the  area's  unique  values. 


At  the  Awareness  Day,  Commissioner  Peter  Web- 
ber from  the  Department  of  Environmental  Manage- 
ment (DEM)  presented  ACEC  certificates  to  the 
member  towns  and  praised  CRAAC  for  its  accomplish- 
ments in  promoting  regional  resource  stewardship. 
Leslie  Luchonok  and  Richard  Tibedeau,  who  helped 
CRAAC  with  the  ACEC  process,  were  also  precent 
from  DEM.  Other  speakers  were  Maria  Van  Dusen 
from  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Wildlife,  Senators 


William  Keating  and  Erving  Wall,  and  Representative 
William  Vernon,  Phil  Travis  and  Marc  Pacheco.  Tfo 
program  was  followed  by  a  reception  and  then 
hovercraft  and  aquatic  week  harvester  demonstrc 
tion. 

As  a  part  of  CRAAC's  commitment  to  educatior 
guest  speakers  are  invited  to  attend  the  committee 
meetings.  This  past  year  Kyla  Bennet  and  Virgini 
Laszewski  from  the  Wetlands  Division  of  the  Enviror 
mental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  discussed  the  "Fee 
eral  Regulatory  Program  to  Protect  Waters  of  th 
United  States".  Charlotte  Stiefel  from  the  Barnstab 
County  Health  and  Environmental  Departmer 
spoke  to  CRAAC  about  regulating  underground  hea 
ing  oil  tanks,  and  Robert  Adler  and  John  Header 
from  the  Groundwater  Division  of  the  EPA  discuss* 
the  benefits  of  a  Sole  Source  Aquifer  designation. 

CRAAC  has  set  up  exhibits  at  Borderland  Sta 
Park  and  at  the  Mansfield  Home  Show  and  has  a 
pointed  delegates  to  the  Headwaters  Land  Truj 
CRAAC  members  participated  in  the  Taunton  Riv 
Basin  Conference  and  a  Groundwater  Protectu 
Workshop  in  Bridgewater.  Members,  also,  toured  tl 
Canoe  River  watershed  by  bus,  stopping  at  wellsii 
locations  as  they  traveled  from  town  to  town.

This  report  of  the  Norton  Planning  Board  is  a 
rtiai  summary  of  activities  conducted  from  July  1, 
90  to  June  30,  1991. 

The  Board  continues  to  keep  busy  with  new  and 
eviously  approved  applications. 

Even  with  the  continued  softening  of  the  real 
tate  market,  the  following  new  applications  have 
en  processed: 

A.  Thirty  One  Approval  Not  Required  Plans 

B.  Eleven  Special  Permit  Applications 

C.  One  Preliminary  Subdivision 

Existing  development,  and  in  particular,  the  over 
enty  cluster  subdivisions  in  town,  have  required  a 
nsiderable  amount  of  attention  including  the  pro- 
ssing  of  conservation  restrictions  and  modifications 
the  existing  special  permits. 

The  Board  amended  it's  Rules  and  Regulations 
owing  the  establishment  of  a  separate  planning 
>ard  account  for  reimbursing  outside  professional 
nsultants.  This  action  is  allowed  under  M.G.L. 
lapter  593  of  the  Acts  of  1989.  These  outside  con- 
Itants  will  assist  the  Board  in  conducting  it's  duties 
d  responsibilities  relative  to  the  review  of  develop- 
ent  applications.

Public  Hearings 

The  development  pressures  facing  Norton  must 
be  planned  for  as  this  growth  creates  major  infra- 
structure challenges.  Maintaining  a  "sense  of  place" 
in  the  community  is  an  important  goal  of  the  Norton 
Planning  Board.  Road  safety,  water  quality  mainten- 
ance, fire  and  police  protection  and  affordable  hous- 
ing must  be  ensured  as  the  town  grows.

REPORT  TO  THE  TOWN  OF  NORTON 
FROM  THE  COMMISSIONERS  OF  THE 
SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL  PLANNING  AND 
ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  DISTRICT 

The  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Eco- 
nomic Development  District  continued  to  serve  the 
Town  of  Norton  in  1991.  SRPEDD  (Pronounced 
sir-ped)  is  a  locally  run  regional  agency  serving  south- 
eastern Massachusetts.  The  year  1991  was  a  difficult 
one  for  all  levels  of  government.  In  addition  to  cut- 
backs at  the  state  and  local  levels,  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  experienced  the  worst  recession  in 
many  years.  At  SRPEDD  we  found  the  demand  in- 
creasing for  regional  solutions  to  state  and  local  prob- 
lems, but  we  also  encountered  fiscal  and  political 
obstacles  to  regional  solutions. 

In  the  past  year,  the  Town  of  Norton  was  repre- 
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sented  on  the  SRPEDD  commission  by  Paula  Driscoll 
and  Ken  Zanoni.  Norton  had  no  representation  on 
the  JTPG. 

Some  of  the  district's  more  significant  accom- 
plishments in  1991  were: 

Completion  of  the  annual  Transportation  Im- 
provement Program  (TIP)  and  Overall  Economic 
Development  Program  (OEDP)  which  set  regional 
priorities  on  federal  and  state  grants  for  trans- 
portation and  economic  development  projects. 

Staffing  of  the  South  Eastern  Economic  Develop- 
ment (SEED)  Corporation,  which  makes  loans  to 
small  businesses  for  expansion.  In  1991,  SEED 
approved  loans  to  10  small  businesses  in  the 
amount  of  $1 .1  million.  These  loans  are  projected 
to  create  93  new  jobs  and  will  result  in  the  invest- 
ment of  over  $3.1  million  from  private  sources. 

SRPEDD  reviewed  the  environmental  impact  of 
larger  development  projects  in  the  region  to  in- 
sure that  potential  harmful  impacts  will  be  ad- 
dressed. This  year,  we  reviewed  32  such  projects, 
commenting  on  the  impact  on  traffic,  water 
supply,  sewage  disposal,  wetlands,  and  other 
development-related  issues. 

Seven  applications  for  federal  and  state  funds 
were  reviewed  to  insure  consistency  with  other 
plans  and  efficient  use  of  public  funds. 

SRPEDD  conducts  a  district-wide  traffic  counting 
program  and  maintains  a  computer  file  of  all 
available  traffic  count  data  for  the  period  1980 
to  the  present  throughout  the  region. 

A  regional  industrial  land  plan  was  completed  in 
1991.  The  plan  shows  that  despite  plenty  of  land 
in  the  region  zoned  for  industry,  we  do  not  have 
enough  prepared  industrial  sites  available  for 
immediate  development. 

SPREDD  sponsored  a  very  successful  conference 
on  the  topic  of  "Rethinking  Government  in  the 
'90's"  that  offered  innovative  solutions  to  many 
of  our  problems. 

SRPEDD  sponsored  two  seminars  for  industry  on 
methods  to  reduce  the  output  of  toxic  wastes. 

SRPEDD  worked  with  both  GATRA  and  SRTA 
on  issues  such  as  route  evaluations,  marketing, 
service  to  elderly  and  handicapped  persons  and 
overall  data  compilation  and  analysis. 


Commuter  rail  was  a  top  concern  in  this  region  in 
1990-91.  SRPEDD  has  strongly  supported  the 
extension  of  the  Old  Colony  line  to  Middlebor- 
ough/Lakeville,  but  has  raised  concerns  over  the 
Stoughton  line  extension  to  Fall  River  and  NewU 
Bedford. 


SRPEDD  continues  to  provide  computerizec 
accident  filing  for  eleven  towns  and  has  providec 
pavement  management  assistance  to  six  towns, 

SRPEDD  continues  to  provide  information  anc 
technical  assistance  to  business  and  municipa 
clients.  Scores  of  developers  and  businesses  re 
ceive  information  from  SRPEDD. 
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Under  contract  to  Boston  Edison,  SRPEDD  or 
ganized  the  second  Earthlab  Conference  held  ir 
Carver  in  October. 

We  look  forward  to  serving  you  in  1992.

Self  Help,  Inc.,  is  greater  Brockton's  and  Attle- 
boro's  anti-poverty  agency  dedicated  to  improving 
the  quality  of  life  of  limited  income  individuals  and 
families,  and  making  all  segments  of  the  community 
responsive  to  the  needs  of  the  limited  income,  disad- 
vantaged and  minority. 

During  the  program  year  ending  September  30, 
1991,  Self  Help  received  a  total  funding  of  $10.9M 
and  provided  direct  services  to  41,485  limited-income 
households  in  the  area. 

1639  NORTON  households  received  direct  ser- 
vices totaling  $210,142  during  he  program  year  1991. 

The  total  funding  of  $10,931,445  does  not  tell 
the  real  value  of  human  services  delivered  to  the  area 
as  a  whole.  Self  Help's  funding  enabled  us  to  mobilize 
an  additional  $2,285,090  of  other  community  re- 
sources, such  as  contributions  from  the  towns  and 
volunteers.  The  gross  value  of  Self  Help  during  the 
past  program  year  was  $13,216,535. 

Self  Help  currently  employs  approximately  175 
individuals,  many  of  whom  are  of  limited  income  and 
minorities. 

We  feel  that  the  program  year  10/1/90  through 
9/30/91  was  a  successful  one  for  use  and  very  helpful 
to  our  limited-income  population.  We  thank  the 
Boards  of  Selectmen,  town  volunteers  and  your  repre- 
sentative to  our  Board  of  Directors,  Mr.  Frank  Suk 
for  helping  to  make  our  year  a  success.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS  TO  THE  NORTON  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE: 


This  is  the  96th  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Norton  and  my  twenty-second. 

The  1990-1991  school  year  was  an  extremely  difficult  one  for  the  Norton  School  Department  due 
to  the  severe  budgetary  crisis  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  its  effect  on  the  local  budgets. 
Because  of  reductions  in  state  aid,  the  Norton  School  Department  was  required  to  reduce  from  its 
proposed  1992  preliminary  budget,  $941,555.  At  the  time  of  writing,  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  does  not  have  a  fiscal  budget,  and  further  cuts  may  be  required.

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The  method  applied  to  accomplish  the  reduction  was  to  maintain  a  sound  and  balanced  educational 
program  that  is  consistent  with  the  functions  and  responsibilities  of  the  public  school  system;  maintain 
the  integrity  of  an  educational  program,  K-12,  and  apply  the  reductions,  equitably,  providing  core 
education  to  all  students;  and  to  provide  quality  education  to  all  students  in  a  well  maintained  educational 
environment. 

The  method  by  which  the  reduced  funding  was  accomplished  is  as  follows: 

Athletics  $  7,322 

Cafeteria  1 2,000 

School  Budget  124,391 

Professional  Staff  714,293 

Supportive  Staff  83,549 


Total  $  941,555 

The  athletic  budget,  reduced  by  $7,322,  incorporates  no  scrimmages,  no  golf,  and  no  field  hockey. 
It  does  not  provide  for  user  fees.  In  a  democratic  society,  public  education  should  not  be  dependent  upon 
a  person's  wealth,  and  if  we  were  to  institute  user  fees  for  athletics,  strong  arguments  could  be  made  to 
have  this  apply  to  other  activities  such  as  the  band,  chorus,  yearbook,  and  cheerleading.  This  course  of 
action  is  punitive,  and  I  do  not  recommend  user  fees  in  any  form.  The  athletic  budget  before  reductions 
is  the  lowest  of  any  school  in  the  South  Shore  League. 

The  cafeteria  budget  is  reduced  by  $12,000.  There  are  no  personnel  reductions  in  this  budget. 
Last  year,  the  price  of  a  lunch  was  increased  to  $1.50,  and  four  cafeteria  positions  were  eliminated,  one 
from  each  cafeteria. 

The  school  budget  was  reduced  by  $124,391.  Many  of  the  accounts  were  reduced  to  "0",  such 
items  as  audio  visual,  supplies,  and  textbooks.  The  School  Department  will  utilize  Equal  Educational 
Opportunity  grant  funds  to  purchase  textbooks  and  supplies.  The  question  of  whether  or  not  the 
Department  of  Education  will  provide  the  Norton  Public  Schools  with  an  Equal  Educational  Opportunity 
grant  next  year  is  doubtful.  The  reason  is  that  the  most  important  requirement  of  receiving  an  E.E.O. 
grant  are  the  local  communities'  maintenance  of  financial  effort,  and  this  will  not  be  determined  until 
the  final  budget  is  voted.  It  is  important  to  note  that  the  reason  Norton  originally  was  eligible  for  an 
E.E.O.  grant  is  because  our  per  pupil  cost  is  less  than  the  85%  of  the  state  averages  of  per  pupil  cost. 

Kindergarten  entrance  age  will  be  moved  back  from  December  31st  to  August  31st,  i.e.,  a  child 
must  be  5  years  of  age  by  August  31st.  Approximately  60  students  will  not  be  attending  kindergarten 
next  September.  This  change  will  disrupt  some  families,  cause  hardship  in  terms  of  day  care  and  baby- 
sitters, eliminate  the  potential  of  60  students  entering  kindergarten  in  September  and,  therefore, 
eliminate  the  need  for  one  kindergarten  teacher. 

At  the  elementary  level,  there  will  be  less  remedial  help  available  in  the  areas  of  speech,  reading, 
and  the  learning  center.  In  the  above  mentioned  areas,  class  size  will  be  increased.  A  physical  education 
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position  will  also  be  reduced  which  will  cause  the  removal  of  health  being  taught  from  the  elementary 
curriculum.  The  two  transitional  classrooms  will  be  eliminated  which  have  provided  remediation  to  a 
number  of  students  who  have  had  difficulty  in  kindergarten. 

The  Norton  Middle  School  reductions  would  incorporate,  first,  the  removal  of  one  unit.  The  reason 
this  is  possible  is  the  smaller  class  size  this  year  in  the  Middle  School.  However,  in  September  1992 
this  will  change,  and  this  reduction  will  have  to  be  carefully  monitored  or  class  size  would  be  adversely 
affected.  The  change  in  September  of  1992  will  be  an  increase  of  82  students.  Also,  there  will  be  no 
industrial  arts  or  home  economics  courses  offered  in  the  Middle  School,  and  there  will  be  one  less  staff 
member  in  the  learning  center. 

Although  there  is  a  reduction  of  five  special  needs  staff  members,  this  will  not  have  an  adverse 
effect  on  future  outside  special  needs  placements.  The  children  who  attend  the  learning  center  are  not 
severely  handicapped  and  are  not  the  students  who  seek  residential  placement.  If  this  was  the  case,  then 
these  cuts  would  be  counterproductive  and  would  increase  tuition  costs.  Staff  members  that  are 
recommended  for  reduction  in  the  special  needs  area  are  the  people  who  provide  support  to  those  with 
moderate  special  needs  disabilities. 

At  Norton  High  School,  the  home  economics  instructor  is  dropped,  which  will  mean  the  elimination 
of  that  entire  department.  Also,  industrial  arts  will  be  reduced  by  one  teacher.  Last  year,  one 
industrial  arts  teacher  was  riffed,  and  this  makes  a  two-thirds  staff  reduction  in  that  department  in  two 
years.  Home  economics  will  no  longer  exist,  and  industrial  arts  will  have  one  teacher.  Therefore,  less 
electives  in  this  area  will  be  available  to  students.  One  foreign  language  teacher  will  be  reduced.  No 
Latin  will  be  offered.  There  will  be  one  less  special  needs  teacher  who  works  in  the  learning  center,  and 
one  less  business  educator.  With  the  elimination  of  the  Home  Economics  Department  and  one  industrial 
arts  instructor,  the  graduation  requirement  for  practical  arts/arts  will  be  eliminated.  Also,  one 
English  teaching  position  was  eliminated  last  year.  In  addition,  there  is  only  one  professional  librarian 
in  the  Norton  School  System  who  is  currently  housed  at  Norton  High  School.  This  position  is  eliminated, 
and  there  will  be  no  professional  librarian  services  available  to  the  staff  or  students  in  the  Norton 
Public  Schools. 

The  total  reduction  is  21  staff  members  this  year,  and  last  year  there  were  4  staff  members 
riffed.  (One  High  School  English  teacher,  one  High  School  industrial  arts  teacher,  one  systemwide  music 
teacher,  and  the  Gifted  and  Talented  Program.) 

There  will  be  some  concerns  raised  about  accreditation  from  the  New  England  Association  of 
Secondary  Schools  and  Colleges,  but  there  are  no  academic  subject  areas  adversely  affected.  There  are 
no  cuts  in  English,  mathematics,  science,  or  social  studies.  However,  the  elimination  of  electives  will 
increase  class  size  in  other  courses.  This  change  could  possibly  lead  to  placement  of  students  in 
academic  courses  they  are  not  suited  for  which  could  cause  an  increase  in  the  dropout  rate. 
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There  will  be  four  less  custodians  in  the  Norton  Public  Schools  next  year.  The  cleanliness  and 
aintenance  of  the  buildings  will  be  affected,  as  well  as  the  condition  of  the  grounds  and  playing  fields. 
There  will  be  two  kindergarten  educational  assistant  positions  eliminated, 
it  should  be  noted  that  with  the  loss  of  21  professional  staff  members,  as  well  as  4  staff  members 
ast  year,  the  services  offered  by  the  Norton  Public  Schools  in  a  comprehensive  educational  program 

have  been  significantly  reduced.  Due  to  the  fact  that  the  reduction  is  widespread  and  affects  all  areas  and 
10  all  grades,  it  may  be  difficult  to  see  immediately  the  effect  on  students.  However,  I  can  assure  you  from 
:-  my  experience  that  when  the  curriculum  is  altered  and  less  courses  and  less  help  are  available  to 
students,  education  will  be  seriously  affected.  When  it  is  determined  that  corrections  are  needed,  it  is 
•:s<  always  too  late  for  the  students  who  have  been  denied  these  services.  It  is  alarming  to  think  what  has 
''• :ot  been  removed  and  more  disturbing  to  realize  that  further  cuts  may  occur  either  in  this  year's  budget  or 
an  future  budgets.  Students  are  Norton's  most  valuable  asset,  and  it  is  evident  from  our  per  pupil  cost,  the 
af!  system  is  extremely  financially  efficient  and  well  managed.  From  our  test  scores,  the  results  have  been 
*'  outstanding.  To  take  away  from  this  program  will  be  denying  many  students  services  which  will  enable 
them  to  compete  with  other  students  in  the  Commonwealth.

Despite  the  sobering  news  of  diminished  budgets  and  teacher  layoffs  for  the  next  year,  the  Norton 
High  School  staff  compiled  another  extraordinary  year  of  academic  and  extracurricular  achievements. 

One  of  the  highlights  at  the  combined  induction  ceremonies  of  the  school's  honor  societies  was  the 
induction  of  Superintendent  Dr.  Maurice  J.  Splaine,  Jr.  as  an  honorary  member.  He  was  lauded  for  his 
dedication  and  work  towards  quality  education  in  the  system. 

Twenty  students  were  newly  inducted  into  the  Spanish  Honor  Society.  Robert  Maher,  Foreign 
Language  Department  Head,  praised  freshman  Jill  Rose  and  sophomore  Michael  Wagner  for  winning 
honors  in  the  National  Latin  exams. 

The  Art  Honor  Society,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Veronica  Gagnon,  awarded  scholarship  moneys 
to  art  students  Dianne  O'Connell,  Theresa  Sayce,  Christine  Roderick,  Daniel  Biron,  Pamela 
Malingowski,  and  Sarah  McLeod,  all  college-bound.  Moneys  were  raised  through  the  sale  of  hand- 
painted  T-shirts,  tote  bags,  greeting  cards,  and  holiday  window  painting.  At  Awards  Night,  Sayce  won 
the  Winslow  Homer  Award;  Heather  Churchill  and  Mark  Rodriques,  the  George  O'Keefe  Awards;  and 
Dianne  O'Connell,  President  of  the  Society,  the  Outstanding  Award. 

In  October,  art  and  two  other  societies  organized  a  successful  Homecoming  Semi-Formal.  Students 
went  to  New  York  to  view  the  Frick  Collection,  Rockefeller  Center,  and  the  U.N.  In  April,  21  new 
members  were  inducted  into  the  Art  Society.  New  murals  and  ceiling  tiles  now  adorn  the  school.  Three 
juniors,  April  Breach,  Jessica  Murray,  and  Julianna  Wheeler,  won  All-State  honors. 

Assistant  Principal  Philip  R.  Gorman  guided  his  Student  Council  students  through  several 
successful  promotions:  Homecoming,  Spirit  Week,  Semi-Formal,  Santa  Drive,  Prom  Week,  and  Senior 
Week.  Handbook  updates  and  coordination  of  student  government  activities  were  also  undertaken. 
Eylana  Goldman,  senior,  was  president  of  the  Student  Council. 

Mrs.  Dolores  Robbins,  head  of  the  English  Department,  reported  efforts  to  enrich  the  curriculum 
further  and  provide  enrichment  activities,  such  as  reviewing  an  Emily  Dickinson  one-woman  show 
review.  The  Department  also  strove  to  improve  students'  creative  writing,  an  effort  reflected  in  the 
quality  of  the  second  edition  of  "Local  Colour".  Praise  went  to  Richard  Starratt  whose  creative  writing 
enabled  him  to  attend  the  New  England  Young  Writers'  Conference  in  Middlebury,  VT.  Miss  Jane  Clancy 
again  coordinated  the  Summer  Reading  Program.  Teachers,  Mrs.  Beatrice  Smith  and  Mrs.  Katherine 
Rogers,  with  the  assistance  of  Elaine  Jackson,  Children's  Town  Librarian,  had  their  students  design, 
write,  and  produce  a  Children's  Literature  Unit.  The  ultimate  goal  of  the  project  was  to  make  future 
parents  knowledgeable  and  prepared  to  help  their  children  read. 

The  fifteen  seniors  who  took  advanced  placement  exams  in  English  scored  above  the  national 
average.  Likewise,  the  department's  SAT- Verbal  score  of  448  for  the  1990  class  showed  a  24-point 
bulge  over  the  national  average. 
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Despite  expected  staffing  changes  due  to  budgetary  restraints,  the  Social  Studies  Department, 
under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Fredric  Bartek,  proceeded  with  plans  to  introduce  a  World  History  course 
for  next  year,  replacing  World  Cultures  and  preparing  students  better  for  the  Massachusetts 
Assessment  Survey  tests.  Also,  for  the  first  time,  students  participated  in  the  National  Social  Studies 
Olympiad,  ranking  a  very  good  14th  place  among  50  schools  throughout  the  nation. 

Students  also  participated  in  the  Voice  of  Democracy  contest,  won  by  Diana  Huntress;  the  Hugh 
O'Brien  Leadership  Conference  with  Michael  DeCosta  chosen  as  representative;  Boys'  and  Girls'  State 
with  23  students  selected,  a  school  record;  Law  Day;  Government  Day  in  Boston;  and  the  Memorial  Day 
assembly  with  an  excellent  film  montage  of  all  recent  wars. 

Next  year,  students  in  Perspectives  will  also  be  offered  a  more  extensive  knowledge  of  geography 
to  increase  their  awareness  of  the  world  community. 

Miss  Norma  Cloutier,  Chairperson  of  the  Business  Department,  took  pride  that  320  students  were 
enrolled  in  business  subjects  to  prepare  them  for  entry-level  positions,  personal  skills,  and  business 
schools.  Applewriter,  AppleWorks,  WordPerfect,  Typing  II,  Office  Practice,  Accounting  I,  and 
Computer  Accounting  students  all  used  practice  sets  to  simulate  reality. 

Mrs.  Catherine  Staffier  began  a  Future  Business  Leaders  of  America  Club  at  Norton  High  School 
and  enrolled  31  members  who  won  many  awards  at  the  State  Convention.  Their  focus  was  community 
service,  fund-raising,  and  education.  Their  donations  helped  the  Attleboro  Family  Shelter,  a 
Valentine's  Day  party  for  Head  Start,  and  a  Day  Care  Center  in  Attleboro. 

Mrs.  Eileen  Kieser,  Chairperson  of  the  Mathematics  Department,  reported  1 1  seniors  enrolled  in 
the  Calculus  course,  and  one  senior  took  the  Advanced  Placement  Exam  in  Pascal  computer 
programming. 

The  new  computer  lab  again  operated  well  in  its  second  year  with  five  computer  programming 
classes  in  Basic  and  one  in  Pascal.  Additionally,  the  newspaper  staff  used  the  system  to  produce  their 
publication.  Two  computer  literacy  and  two  computer  application  courses  were  also  taught.  To 
continue  with  a  strong  showing  on  Massachusetts  Assessment  Tests,  the  Department  obtained  software 
dealing  with  graph  interpretation  and  geometry  statistics.  For  next  year,  the  Department  also  plans  a 
schoolwide  refresher  course  in  Basic  Math  Skills  to  be  given  in  March. 

Two  seniors,  Christopher  Kollett  and  Nicholas  Connors,  both  achieved  perfect  800  scores  on  math 
SAT  tests.  In  math  Achievement  tests,  last  year's  seniors  averaged  556  compared  to  the  nation's 
average  of  548.  In  October,  prior  to  the  fall  SAT  tests,  Mrs.  Joan  Vital,  Mrs.  Edna  Meserve,  and  Mrs. 
Karen  Boucher  gave  would-be-test-takers  hints  on  test  taking  and  an  overview  of  probability. 
Students  in  the  ninth  and  tenth  grades  who  failed  to  achieve  mastery  in  the  Basic  Skills  Tests  were 
remediated. 

The  Math  Team  participated  in  the  New  England  Math  League  (second  place),  SMML  (two  second 
place  finishes),  NAML,  and  WPI  (seventh  out  of  35  schools)  contests.    Christopher  Kollett, 
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Valedictorian,  received  his  second  $1 ,000  Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute  and  was  among  the  top  one 
hundred  scorers  of  the  5,172. 

Mrs.  Joan  Vital  and  the  Math  Team  participated  in  the  SuperPlace  "Computer  for  Kids"  program 
and  received  a  color  television  set  for  the  number  of  register  receipts  collected.  Mrs.  Vital  will  attend 
a  Rutgers  University  workshop  this  summer  in  discrete  mathematics.  The  Department  also  worked 

with  Bridgewater  State  College  student-teacher  Jennifer  Smith  to  help  her  complete  her  practicum. 
Mrs.  Susan  Ravalese,  on  maternity  leave  from  the  Department,  announced  her  retirement  following  the 
birth  of  her  second  child. 

Numerous  instruction  and  entertaining  programs  were  scheduled  during  the  year  by  Mrs.  Diane 
Martin's  Science  Department.  These  included  "The  World  of  Reptiles",  an  EMT  demonstration  and  EKG's 
by  the  Norton  Fire  Department,  water  quality  studies  of  the  Wading  River  with  the  assistance  of  Kathy 
Romero  of  the  Norton  Conservation  Commission,  and  a  Project  Care  (New  Bedford)  speaker  on  AIDS 
education  to  biology  students. 

In  the  matter  of  staff  development  in  the  Science  Department,  Mr.  Leddy,  who  will  make  a  science 
presentation  in  Moscow  this  summer  and  also  attend  a  Geography  Workshop  at  Wellesley  College, 
completed  a  course  entitled  "Substance  Abuse  Prevention  for  Classroom  Teachers".  Mrs.  Kathleen 
DiModica,  to  whom  the  Sojourn  Yearbook  was  dedicated  for  her  teaching,  class  advisor  duties,  and 
coaching,  received  her  Master's  degree  from  Providence  College  in  Secondary  Administration  and 
Curriculum.  She  served  as  Science  Olympiad  advisor;  Mr.  Leddy,  JV  volleyball  coach  and  National 
Honor  Society  Advisory  Board;  Mrs.  Michelle  Bailey,  senior  class  advisor;  Mr.  Peter  Holster,  Health 
Committee  with  Mrs.  Diane  Martin,  who  also  served  on  the  Recycling  Committee,  In-service 
Committee,  Flower  Fund,  and  S.A.D.D.  group. 

Again,  the  Guidance  Department  offered  numerous  academic  and  personal  services  to  help  students 
reach  their  potential  as  learners  and  future  productive  citizens  in  the  communities. 

Mr.  Rene  Tellier,  counselor,  administered  a  vast  program  of  local,  state,  and  national  tests, 
including  Advanced  Placement,  and  Norton  High  School  scored  above  the  state  and  national  parity  in  most 
exams.

MacMullen,  Jr.,  entertained  students  and  the  general  public  at  concerts  throughout  the  year.  They  also 
sewn,  perfomed  superbly  at  the  Memorial  Day  assembly,  graduation,  and  other  events.  Numerous  performers 
e  'e  won  recognition  in  the  conference  for  their  artistry.

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The  school  year  1990-91  once  again  was  a  busy  and  productive  year  for  the  students  and  staff  of 
the  Norton  Middle  School. 

The  year  began  with  the  staff  in  place  from  the  prior  year.  As  the  year  progressed,  however,  the 
economic  problems  of  the  state  became  an  issue  that  had  to  be  dealt  with  and  which  would  result  in 
major  adjustments  in  staffing  for  1991-92  due  to  reduced  local  aid.  The  Industrial  Arts  and  Home 
Economics  programs  were  eliminated  for  the  following  year.  In  addition  to  this,  the  number  of  teacher 
teams  was  reduced  from  six  to  five  resulting  in  a  total  of  seven  less  staff  members  available  to  serve 
the  students  -  no  wood,  metal,  cooking  or  sewing  classes  and  much  larger  class  sizes  in  the  academic 
subjects  of  reading,  English,  mathematics,  science,  and  social  studies.  Hopefully,  additional  funds  will 
be  made  available  in  the  future  in  better  economic  times  to  ensure  that  our  youth  receives  the  best  that 
can  be  offered  in  educational  opportunities.  The  educational  opportunities  we  provide  our  youth  can 
only  better  ensure  productive  lives  for  them  and  a  strong  and  sound  community,  state,  and  nation. 

There  were  many  active  curriculum  and  special  activities  committees  in  place  again  this  year. 
These  committees  accomplished  many  worthwhile  objectives.  Our  school-wide  Project  Fair  resulted  in 
almost  all  students  preparing  and  presenting  projects  with  approximately  150  exemplary  projects 
being  displayed  at  a  special  evening  presentation  in  February.  A  number  of  our  students  who  chose 
their  fair  topics  in  science  went  on  to  present  their  projects  at  the  30th  Annual  Rensselaer  Regional  III 
Science  Fair  held  at  Bristol  Community  College.  We  had  three  3rd  place  winners  in  this  select 
competition.  They  were:  Daniel  Gendreau,  Jamie  Klawitter,  and  Lisa  Moschella. 
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Our  student  activities  committees  continued  to  plan  and  implement  our  Student  of  the  Month 
program  which  is  designed  to  recognize  the  day  to  day  positive  efforts  and  achievements  of  our  students. 
Four  major  assemblies  were  held  to  honor  these  students.  Guest  speakers  included  Jason  Staurovsky  of 
the  New  England  Patriots,  Elyana  Goldman  from  Norton  High  School,  Jeanne  Gilbert  from  the  Tri-Town 
Chamber  of  Commerce  ,  and  Salty  Brine  of  WPRO  T.V.  and  radio  who  spoke  to  all  our  students  and 
encouraged  them  to  continue  extending  their  best  efforts  in  all  that  they  do.  This  year  students  of  the 
year  were  chosen  from  all  the  students  of  the  month  and  were  presented  special  trophies  signifying 
their  selection.  The  following  students  were  selected  for  this  honor:  Rebecca  Bischoff,  Heather 
Bramwell,  Robert  Smuts,  Virginia  Jerome,  David  Young,  Kerry  O'Connell,  Rebecca  Moore,  and  David 
Wagner.  A  special  Honors  Breakfast  recognizing  students  who  made  the  honor  roll  all  year  was  also 
sponsored  by  this  committee  in  June.   Dr.  Maurice  J.  Splaine,  Jr.,  Superintendent,  addressed  the 

students  and  parents  at  this  program  and  presented  students  special  certificates  of  merit. 

In  the  area  of  science,  teachers  from  the  Norton  Middle  School  participated  on  a  district-wide 
Recycling  Committee.  This  committee  developed  a  series  of  policy  and  curriculum  recommendations  for 
the  1991-92  school  year.  These  recommendations  included  a  school-wide  paper  recycling  effort  and  a 
series  of  interdisciplinary  curriculum  recommendations.  In  addition  to  this,  Dr.  Richard  Zusman, 
Coordinator  of  Elementary  Mathematics,  Science,  and  Social  Studies,  organized  a  series  of  activities  to 
celebrate  Earth  Day  including  guest  speakers  from  the  state's  Environmental  Protection  Agency  to 
discuss  conservation  issues,  ground  and  water  pollution,  and  similar  topics  with  our  students. 

Another  worthwhile  activity  in  the  area  of  science  was  a  special  in-service  workshop  for  the 
Middle  School  science  teachers  on  the  use  of  Lego  in  teaching  the  laws  of  physical  science  and  the  use  of 
laser  disks.  After  this  workshop,  a  classroom  set  of  Lego  manipulative  devices  was  procured  and 
utilized  in  the  eighth  grade  physical  science  program. 

In  the  area  of  mathematics,  our  math  teachers  in-serviced  with  Dr.  Thomas  Clark,  professor  of 
mathematics  education  at  Northeastern  University,  to  review  successful  methods  of  implementing 
critical  thinking  and  problem  solving  skills  in  mathematics  instruction. 

As  in  the  past,  the  New  England  Mathematics  League  tests  were  administered  to  our  top  performing 
students.  One  student,  Anthony  Yukna,  attained  the  highest  score  on  the  seventh  grade  test  for  the  entire 
Bristol,  Plymouth,  and  Barnstable  counties  in  Massachusetts. 

Many  students  participated  on  our  Math  Team  in  the  Massasoit  League  providing  them 
opportunities  to  study  more  challenging  mathematical  concepts.  The  team  was  ably  coached  by  grade  8 
math  teacher,  Miss  Kathleen  Carney. 

Our  social  studies  programs  are  current  and  up  to  date.  This  year  special  modifications  were 
made  to  focus  in  on  the  conflict  that  erupted  in  the  Persian  Gulf  to  teach  students  how  history  so  often 
repeats  itself  and  in  many  ways  never  changes.  The  special  Memorial  Day  assemblies  held  in  May  also 
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featured,  among  a  number  of  speakers,  Staff  Sergeant  David  Rota  of  the  United  States  Marine  Corps,  who 
ems.  served  in  the  Gulf  and  became  a  pen  pal  of  Melissa  Cole,  a  grade  8  student.  His  remarks  brought  a  real 
<voi  sense  of  reality  of  war  and  history  to  all  our  students  and  tied  in  nicely  with  the  remarks  of  Ralph 
own    Rubin,  a  World  War  II  veteran. 

and  Our  students  performed  well  in  the  State  Assessment  tests  administered  to  them  in  the  areas  of 

f[P4  science,  math,  and  social  studies.  Committees  of  teachers  carefully  reviewed  the  results  of  these  tests 
,-•  which  measure  the  effectiveness  of  our  curriculum  and  used  these  results  to  make  any  necessary 
modifications  in  our  program  offerings. 

In  the  area  of  language  arts,  Mr.  William  Ferrara,  Curriculum  Coordinator,  revised  the  reading 
curriculum  to  reflect  new  research  and  strategies.  Mr.  Ferrara  also  developed  a  spelling  guide  which 
the   reflects  the  latest  trends  in  teaching  spelling  as  well  as  high  frequency  word  lists.   It  is  entitled,  "A 
Guide  for  Teaching  Spelling  at  All  Grade  Levels". 

Creative  Carousel  was  the  theme  for  the  year  in  language  arts,  and  this  idea  stimulated  many 
creative  activities  in  the  Middle  School.  Students  created  newspapers  and  books,  wrote  poetry  and 
letters,  and  constructed  a  variety  of  interesting  projects. 

The  Chapter  I  Reading  Program  continued  in  grades  6  and  7.  A  special  literature  program  from 
Prentice  Hall  was  also  acquired  for  all  grade  6  and  7  students.  This  program  is  a  comprehensive 
literature  program  with  many  teacher  directed  whole  language  activities  in  the  accompanying  teaching 
portfolios. 

As  in  the  other  curriculum  areas  previously  mentioned,  state  assessment  testing  also  occurred  in 
J.JI  reading.  The  results  were  positive  and  again  used  to  strengthen  our  Reading  Program. 

The  language  arts  theme  for  next  year  will  be  "The  Pursuit  of  Happiness"  focusing  in  on  the  500th 
anniversary  of  the  discovery  of  America  and  the  various  ethnic  groups  that  came  to  this  country  and  the 
...  contributions  they  made  in  art,  music,  politics,  education,  science,  literature,  inventions,  foods,  and 
language.  Many  student  projects  will  be  built  around  these  concepts. 

Several  beneficial  in-service  workshops  were  made  available  to  our  staff  including  those  on 
stress  management,  substance  abuse  in  the  classroom,  cooperative  learning,  and  utilization  of  various 
instructional  materials  among  others.  These  workshops  were  presented  both  by  outside  consultants  and 
teachers  within  the  school  and  school  district.  The  workshop  topics  are  determined  based  upon  teacher 
surveys  the  prior  year. 

Our  school  also  benefitted  from  a  variety  of  federal  and  state  grants  prepared  and  administered  by 
Dr.  Zusman.  The  Chapter  II,  ECIA  Block  grant  provided  funds  for  "high  risk"  students.  It  provided  a 
microcomputer  and  software  for  our  structured  resource  room.  The  Governor's  Alliance  Against  Drugs 
grant  provided  funds  for  instructional  materials  used  during  our  Annual  Substance  Abuse  Week  studies. 
Title  II,  EESA  Eisenhower  grant  funds  were  utilized  to  develop  innovative  mathematics  and  science 
curricula. 
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Our  Student  Council  had  a  busy  and  productive  year  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Brian  Friary, 
Assistant  Principal.  The  Council  sponsored  various  activities.  Donations  were  sent  to  the  Norton  Santa 
Fund,  Pine  Street  Inn,  and  CARE.  A  canned  goods  drive  provided  twenty  boxes  of  food  for  the  JAYCEES  to 
distribute  to  those  in  need.  The  purposes  of  these  types  of  drives  are  to  instill  a  spirit  of  concern  for 
our  fellow  human  beings  in  the  students  and  a  spirit  of  working  together  for  the  good  of  all. 

The  Council  also  sponsored  other  activities  such  as  our  school-wide  Spelling  Bee  won  by  Steven 
Wright,  an  exchange  day  with  Dighton  Middle  School  students,  lunchtime  volleyball  and  Softball 
competitions,  Spirit  and  Pride  Week,  and  a  wide  variety  of  other  activities  for  all  students  to 
participate  in.  The  members  of  the  Student  Council  ended  their  year  by  taking  a  historical  field  trip  to 
Boston. 

Our  band  and  choruses  were  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  William  MacMullen.  Separate  choruses 
included  those  from  each  of  the  grade  levels.  A  chime  group,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Karen 
Schofield,  was  also  formed  again  this  year.  These  groups  performed  at  various  concerts  and  assemblies 
during  the  year  providing  rewarding  experiences  for  all  the  members  and  enjoyable  performances  for 
the  audiences. 

A  wide  variety  of  extracurricular  activities  continued  to  be  provided  for  students  offering  them 
opportunities  for  personal  growth  beyond  that  experienced  in  the  classroom  setting.  Many  of  these 
activities  are  alluded  to  in  this  report.  The  Student  Council  activities  encourage  and  enhance 
opportunities  for  growth  in  leadership  skills.  Students  chair  various  committees  and  become 
responsible  under  the  direction  of  advisors  for  the  successful  implementation  of  the  activity.  Physical 
and  athletic  skills  are  sharpened  by  our  students  participation  in  interscholastic  basketball  games  with 
various  schools  in  the  Massasoit  League.  This  year  our  girls'  basketball  team,  under  the  direction  of 
Mrs.  Janet  Wagner,  was  co-champions  of  the  league  with  only  one  loss  for  the  season.  Intellectual 
enrichment  is  provided  through  participation  on  our  Math  and  Spelling  Teams.  Social  skills  and  skills 
of  working  together  are  developed  among  our  cheerleaders.  Band,  chorus,  and  chime  groups  provide 
opportunities  for  blending  individual  skills  and  abilities  into  large  performing  groups.  These  electives 
are  taken  advantage  of  by  many  students  and  provide  growth  in  their  development. 

The  Parent  Advisory  Board  again  made  many  positive  contributions  to  our  school.  Through  the 
Board's  efforts,  a  collection  drive  of  SuperPlace  supermarket  green  cash  register  receipts  was 
conducted  to  procure  valuable  school  equipment  and  materials  for  our  students.  Over  $445,000  of 
receipts  was  collected  resulting  in  the  school  receiving  encyclopedia  sets,  computer  printers,  computer 
software,  a  VCR,  and  a  25  inch  color  television  monitor  among  other  items. 

L.  G.  NOURSE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL.. .Mr.  K.  Gerald  Smith,  Principal 

The  1990-1991  school  year  for  the  children  of  the  L.  G.  Nourse  Elementary  School  will  always 
be  remembered  as  "The  Year  of  the  Playground".  On  Saturday,  April  6th,  40  parent  volunteers  arrived 
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to  assemble  the  new  equipment  which  the  L  G.  Nourse  P.T.A.  purchased  after  nearly  two  years  of  fund- 
raising.  The  P.T.A. ,  under  the  leadership  of  co-chairs  Mrs.  Esther  O'Dette  and  Mrs.  Barbara  Sisto, 
continue  to  provide  valuable  support  to  the  school  financially  and  emotionally  as  well  as  ideas  to  make 
the  school  environment  a  wonderful  place  for  children  to  be.  The  P.T.A.  undertook  a  "Family  Fun  Day" 
in  September,  "Breakfast  with  Santa",  the  Recreational  Reading  program  "Ride  the  Reading  Carousel", 
and  the  family  "Ice  Cream  Social".  They  sponsored  assemblies,  the  science  fair,  field  days  partially 
funded  field  trips  for  all,  collected  Campbell  soup  labels,  Pepsi  caps,  SuperPlace  cash  register  tapes, 
and  volunteered  countless  hours  on  field  trips,  in  the  library,  for  clerical  work,  and  tutorial  sessions 
with  individual  children.  The  parent  board's  impact  on  our  school  represents  the  best  of  parental 
support  in  a  school.  We  thank  them  for  their  support  and  encouragement. 

The  curriculum,  under  the  capable  leadership  of  Mr.  William  Ferrara  and  Dr.  Richard  Zusman, 
continued  to  reflect  the  needs  of  the  children.  Both  curriculum  coordinators  led  staff  members  through 
reviewing  the  Stanford  Achievement  test  results,  Massachusetts  Educational  Assessments, 
Massachusetts  Basic  Skills,  and  current  literature  to  improve  their  teaching. 

Mrs.  Joyce  Cody,  a  grade  one  teacher,  used  a  new  reading  series  in  her  room  which  proved  so 
successful  it  will  be  implemented  in  all  grade  one  rooms  next  year.  The  concepts  of  whole  language  and 
cooperative  learning  as  instructional  techniques  continued  to  make  major  inroads  to  the  atmosphere  of 
our  classes. 

The  financial  plight  of  the  Commonwealth  has  hung  like  a  cloud  over  the  school,  and  the  children 
will  realize  the  dramatic  reduction  in  staff  for  the  1991-1992  school  year.  The  following  have  been 
eliminated:  transitional  class,  one  reading  teacher,  one  learning  disabilities  teacher,  health 
curriculum,  and  one  custodian.  All  of  these  positions  will  be  missed  for  what  they  provide  to  the 
children.  The  consequences  will  impact  on  all,  but  only  the  future  can  measure  the  children's  missed 
educational  opportunities. 

J.  C.  SOLMONESE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL...  Mrs.  Mary  E.  R.  Brown,  Principal

The  Joseph  C.  Solmonese  Elementary  School  is  now  in  its  13th  year  of  operation  with  a  staff  of  50 
teachers  and  approximately  827  students.  In  September,  school  opened  with  the  new  kindergarten  wing 
fully  restored  and  operational  after  the  fire  which  destroyed  it  on  January  1,  1990. 

The  Solmonese  School  continued  to  receive  some  funds  from  the  School  Improvement  Act,  Chapter 
188.  The  Council  was  comprised  of  Mrs.  Mary  E.  R.  Brown,  Principal;  Mrs.  Marianne  Kelley,  Mrs. 
Susan  Price,  and  Mrs.  Linda  Carter,  teacher  representatives;  Mrs.  Eleanor  Johnson,  Mrs.  Lauren 
Mulready,  and  Mrs.  Nancy  Joseph,  parent  representatives;  and  Mrs.  Janet  O'Reilly,  community 
representative.  After  reviewing  the  needs  assessment  from  the  staff,  students,  and  parents,  the  Council 
voted  to  utilize  the  money  for  atlases  for  grade  5  students,  scissors  for  grades  1  and  2  students,  and  art 
supplies  for  classroom  teachers'  use. 
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The  Solmonese  School  has  been  extremely  appreciative  of  the  numerous  parent  volunteers  who 
assist  and  give  their  time  consistently  to  students.  This  year  we  had  182  parent  volunteers  with  the 
largest  amount  in  the  kindergarten,  which  had  72. 

The  Solmonese  Parent  Organization  worked  to  raise  funds  and  provide  varied  activities  and 
enrichment  programs.  Programs  were  financed  by  the  Solmonese  Parent  Organization  and  grants  from 
the  Norton  Arts  Lottery  Council  and  the  Cultural  Education  Collaborative. 

The  J.  C.  Solmonese  School  and  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School  worked  together  to  plan,  schedule,  and  block 
book  many  programs  to  maximize  funds  and  provide  quality  programming.  The  following  programs  took 
place:  Opera  to  Go;  Mobile  Productions;  Starlab  Planetarium;  Reptiles  are  Cool;  The  Uncommon 
Theatre's  production  of  Pinocchio;  John  Kelleher,  Musical  Environmental  Awareness  program;  Michael 
Cooper,  storyteller;  Michael  Trautman,  mime,  stories  and  magician;  and  Greg  Barbo,  comedian  and 
juggler.  The  parent  organization  also  organized  and  collected  Campbell  soup  labels,  SuperPlace  register 
tapes,  Bradlees  and  Stop  &  Stop  register  tapes,  and  Pepsi  caps  in  order  to  participate  in  programs 
which  supplied  funds  for  playground  equipment,  computer  software,  a  computer,  and  six  printers.  The 
parent  organization  raised  and  appropriated  the  funding  for  all  field  trips  for  kindergarten  through 
grade  5.  The  parent  organization's  enthusiasm,  effort,  and  continued  support  provides  numerous 
materials  and  special  programs  for  the  students  of  the  Solmonese  School. 

Language  Arts  Coordinator,  Mr.  William  Ferrara,  created  a  central  theme,  "Creative  Carousel". 
This  theme  provided  creative  activities  for  all  of  the  language  arts  throughout  the  grades.  Students 
created  newspapers,  books,  wrote  poetry  and  letters,  constructed  projects,  and  presented  fairy  tale 
plays.  He  supervised  the  pilot  program  for  the  basal  reader  in  two  first  grade  classrooms  which  will  be 
implemented  in  the  school  year  1991-92.  A  Whole  Language  workshop  for  elementary  teachers  was 
sponsored  by  the  Language  Arts  Department.  Mr.  Ferrara  continues  to  serve  as  Director  of  Chapter  I 
services  providing  supplementary  reading  services  for  students  in  grades  3  to  7. 

The  following  events  also  took  place  during  the  1990-91  school  year:  In  September, 
Kindergarten  Screening  was  held  for  all  students  attending  kindergarten.  Kindergarten  Orientation  and 
Kindergarten  Curriculum  Evening  were  given  for  all  parents.  Other  events  throughout  the  year  that 
directly  involved  the  kindergarten  were:  kindergarten  registration  for  the  1991-92  school  year, 
Community  Helpers'  program,  annual  kindergarten  field  trip  to  the  Town  Hall  to  visit  the  Police,  Fire, 
and  Highway  Departments,  and  the  kindergarten  field  trip  to  the  Boston  Children's  Museum. 
Kindergarten  students  had  the  opportunity  to  visit  the  first  grade  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  and  J.  C.  Solmonese 
Schools,  and  a  Kindergarten  Volunteer  Thank  You  was  held  at  the  school  library.  All  students  in  grades 
K-5  participated  in  a  Recreational  Reading  program  sponsored  by  Ann  Marie's  Pizza  Kitchen. 

For  grades  1-5,  our  Annual  Open  House  was  held  on  September  27th.  During  this  time,  each 
teacher  explained  the  curriculum  and  the  expectations  for  students.    The  Fire  Department  held  a 
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demonstration  and  discussion  during  Fire  Prevention  Week.  Parent-teacher  conferences  were  held 
twice  during  the  year  in  November  and  April.  On  December  11th,  we  held  our  Annual  Senior  Citizens' 
Dinner.  On  March  6th,  an  assembly  was  held  and  the  day  continued  to  be  designated  as  "Joseph  C. 
Solmonese  Day"  in  recognition  of  Mr.  Solmonese  for  whom  the  school  was  named.  On  March  20th,  we 
held  our  12th  Annual  Science  Fair  with  over  186  participants.  The  Norton  Police  Department 
sponsored  a  program  with  Officer  Phil  on  safety.  On  May  10th,  the  Annual  Spring  Art-Music  Festival 
took  place  with  the  "Creative  Carousel"  theme.  The  presentations  were  visual  arts,  drama,  and  music. 
On  May  29th,  the  fifth  graders  from  both  elementary  schools  had  the  opportunity  to  visit  the  Norton 
Middle  School  for  orientation.  Field  days  were  held  in  June  for  all  grade  levels,  and  all  grades 
participated  in  a  field  trip  sponsored  by  the  Solmonese  Parent  Organization.  The  school  year  culminated 
on  Friday,  June  17th,  with  our  Annual  Grade  5  Awards  assembly.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL  VOCATIONAL 
TECHNICAL  SCHOOL 


This  coming  June  marks  the  twenty-fifth  year  of 
peration  of  the  Southeastern  Regional  School  Dis- 
ict.  Southeastern  offers  twenty-three  high  quality 
jcondary  vocational  technical  training  programs  and 
x  Technical  Institute  post-secondary  programs.  Stu- 
ents  at  Southeastern  are  taught  problem-solving, 
nalytical  and  practical  skills.  They  have  the  ability 
d  apply  instruction  to  reinforce  basic  communica- 
ons  skills  and  transfer  this  learning  to  other  voca- 
onal  areas. 

On  October  1,  1990  thirteen  hundred  and  twenty 
:udents  were  enrolled  in  the  school  district. 

Norton's  share  of  the  $7,932,454.00  budget  is 
134,276.00.  This  is  5.3%  of  the  total  budget  and 
jpresnets  70  students. 

The  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and 
olleges,  Inc.  visiting  team  evaluated  all  secondary 
ad  post-secondary  programs  in  the  school  in  Novem- 
er.  The  school  district  had  been  involved  in  prepara- 
on  of  curriculum  development  and  updating  its 
rograms  in  anticipation  of  their  visit. 

Our  post-secondary  Medical  Assistant  Program 
Iso  was  accredited  this  year  by  the  national  accredi- 
ng  agency. 

The  Department  of  Education's  Massachusetts 
ligrant  Education  Program  was  held  at  Southeastern 
uring  the  past  summer  with  over  two  hundred  and 
lirty  students  attending. 

This  year  we  were  successfully  able  to  have  a  new 
)of  installed  on  the  original  building  and  the  1976 
Jdition  totaling  168,000  square  feet.  It  was  financed 
/  energy  grant  funds  and  bonding  approval  by  dis- 
ict  community  members. 

The  school  district  is  continuing  to  implement 
le  energy  grant  received  from  the  Commonwealth 
ffice  of  Energy  Resources.  In  addition  to  replacing 
uorescent  ballasts  and  re-tubing  the  boilers,  we  have 
nalized  the  energy  management  system  to  better 
mtrol  temperature  in  the  main  building  and  outside 
jildings. 

Block  II  federal  grant  funds  were  used  to  pur- 
iase  additional  library  books,  periodicals  and  pro- 
ssional  library  materials  for  the  school  district. 


The  Carl  Perkins  Grant  funds  were  dramatically 
increased  this  school  year  and  enabled  the  hiring  of 
personnel  and  additional  professional  staff  members 
in  the  areas  of  Distributive  Education  and  Plumbing. 
Supplies,  materials  and  equipment  were  purchased 
for  Air  Conditioning,  Auto  Mechanics,  Diesel  Repair, 
Commercial  Foods,  Electricity,  House  Carpentry, 
Graphic  Arts,  Plumbing  and  in  the  Technical  Institute, 
Data  Processing,  Dental  Assistant,  Medical  Assistant 
and  Medical  Laboratory  Technician  Programs. 

Specifically  in  the  Technical  Institute  area  new 
microscopes  were  purchased  for  the  Medical  Labora 
tory  Technician  Program  and  other  much-needed 
supplies  and  equipment  for  the  other  post-secondary 
areas.  Perkins  Funds  were  used  in  the  high  school  area 
to  employ  vocational  instructors,  vocational  aides, 
special  education  aides  and  a  Social  Worker/Adjust- 
ment  Counselor  who  was  hired  to  improve  school 
attendance  and  better  assist  disadvantaged  and  handi- 
capped students. 

An  equity  grant  was  written  and  funded  to  work 
with  he  fifth  and  sixth  grade  students  in  elementary/ 
middle  schools  in  the  Towns  of  Easton,  Mansfield, 
Sharon  and  Stoughton. 

Students'  on-campus  projects  include  vinyl  siding 
the  warehouse  buildings  and  completion  of  an  addi- 
tion to  the  bus  garage  and  vehicle  storage  building. 

Advisory  Boards  for  all  of  our  trade  programs  are 
made  up  of  alumni  and  local  business  men  and 
women  who  annually  offer  support  and  guidance  for 
our  programs.  Their  assistance  is  greatly  appreciated 
and  their  recommendations  keep  us  on  target  with 
state-of-the-art  changes  and  the  employment  needs 
of  local  communities. 

Southeastern  has  a  comprehensive  athletic  pro- 
gram and  participates  in  the  local  state  and  national 
Vocational  Industrial  Clubs  of  America. 

At  the  national  VICA  competition  held  this 
past  summer,  one  of  our  Commercial  Foods  students 
placed  second  in  the  United  States  in  baking. 

With  the  help  of  the  Army  Corps  of  Engineers 
we  have  cleared  land  for  an  additional  baseball  and 
Softball  field.  The  baseball  field  should  be  ready  in 
the  Fall  of  1992. 
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In  June  of  1991  the  Southeastern  Regional 
Vocational  Technical  High  School  graduated  two 
hundred  and  thirty-seven  students.  Guidance  Depart- 
ment records  indicate  that  97%  of  the  members  of 
the  Class  of  1991  were  placed  in  full-time  jobs  or  had 
elected  to  further  their  education. 

The  demand  for  graduates  of  vocational  programs 
continues  to  be  very  strong  in  Massachusetts. 

The  first  evening  school  Licensed  Practical  Nurses 
graduated  in  December  of  1991. 


Southeastern  is  always  seeking  new  and  different 
ways  of  conducting  its  educational  programs  at  mini- 
mal cost  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  school  district  with- 
out sacrificing  quality  vocational  educational  pro- 
grams. Recent  figures  from  the  Department  of  Educa- 
tion show  Southeastern  has  the  second  loswest  per 
pupil-cost  of  regional  vocational  technical  schools 
in  the  Commonwealth.

REPORT  OF  THE  HEAD  LIBRARIAN 


Another  year  passed  and  fifty  two  weeks,  less  one 
lay  were  spent  at  the  Mansfield  Avenue  building, 
vhile  68  East  Main  Street  remained  vacant,  suffering 
nore  delays  and  controversy.  Staff  morale  was  at  an 
II  time  low,  patrons  were  frustrated,  and  the  delays 
ontinued. 

In  the  cramed  quarters  of  the  old  building,  books 
:ontinued  to  be  borrowed,  and  story  hours  continued 
o  be  held. 

In  Fiscal  1991: 

58,617  books  and  materials  were  borrowed.  This 
reflected  a  3.6%  increase. 

2,465  new  items  were  added  to  the  shelves,  giving 
the  library  a  total  collection  of  31,074  books  and 
a-v  materials. 

Story  hours  continued  to  be  a  popular  offering  at 
:he  Library.  Children's  Librarian  Elain  Jackson  con- 
:inued  to  hold  four  preschool  sessions  each  week; 
;chool  age  children  participated  in  a  winter  reading 
:lub;  and  school  visits  were  made  during  the  month 
Df  May. 

While  business  continued  "as  usual"  in  the  old 
Duilding,  progress  of  the  new  building  crept  along  at  a 
mail's  pace.  In  October,  the  carpet  was  finally  in- 
>talled.  This  delay  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  carpet 
originally  bid  was  withdrawn  from  production  with- 
out notification.  After  much  negotiation,  the  manu- 
:acturer  agreed  to  custom  fabricate  a  carpet  to  the 
Building  Committee's  specifications. 

Shelving  and  furniture  was  delivered  and  in- 
stalled in  December.  Surely  the  Library  would  be 
noving  soon...  all  that  remained  to  be  completed 
/vas  the  punch  list,  occupancy  permit,  and  an  opera- 
:ing  agreement  between  the  Town  and  the  Library 
Board  of  Directors. 

Little  did  we  know  that  it  would  take  from 
January  to  June  to  make  additions/changes  to  the 


fire  alarm  system  and  plumbing  in  order  to  receive 
an  occupancy  permit.  While  he  building  committee 
wrestled  with  the  occupancy  permit,  a  negotiating 
team  from  the  Library  Board  of  Directors  and  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  met  to  hash  out  the  details  of 
an  operating  agreement.  After  several  sessions  ended 
in  stalemates,  the  full  Board  of  Directors  and  Board 
of  Selectmen  met.  Progress  was  slow,  but  eventually 
agreement  was  reached.  The  Operating  Agreement 
was  signed  by  both  boards  on  June  27,  1991. 

The  Library  moved  from  its  location  on  Mansfield 
Avenue  to  its  new  home  at  68  East  Main  Street  on 
June  29,  1991! 

Throughout  this  year  of  frustration  and  turmoil, 
library  staff  members  carried  on  their  responsibili- 
ties with  a  high  degree  of  professionalism.  Their  tire 
less  dedication  is  truly  appreciated  not  only  by  the 
Head  Librarian  and  Board  of  Directors,  but  also  by 
the  many  patrons,  whom  they  serve  on  a  daily  basis. 

Appreciation  is  also  in  order  for  the  members  of 
the  Board  of  Directors.  The  Board  weathered  a  turbu- 
lent year  filled  with  many  difficult  decisions.  The 
nine  volunteers  who  comprise  the  Board  of  Directors 
spent  countless  hours  advocating  for  the  library  in 
order  that  the  citizens  of  Norton  be  afforded  library 
services  of  the  highest  quality. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  continued  to  be  a 
corps  of  dedicated  workers.  Thed  readied  for  a 
membership  drive  slated  to  begin  shortly  after  the 
move  to  the  new  building.  They  also  planned  a 
variety  of  programs  that  they  would  sponsor  in  the 
new  community  meeting  room. 

Highest  commendations  are  in  order  to  all  those 
caring  people  who  work  so  hard  to  make  the  library 
a  vital  and  integral  part  of  the  Town  of  Norton.

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CONSERVATION 
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REPORT  OF  THE 
NORTON  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  seven  volunteer,  appointed  members  of  the 
Conservation  Commission  administer  the  Massachu- 
setts Wetlands  Protection  Act.  During  the  past  fiscal 
year,  the  Commission  reviewed  63  requests  for  per- 
mits and  conducted  numerous  enforcement  actions, 
the  projects  were  routinely  inspected  by  the  Conser- 
vation Director  for  compliance  with  permit  condi- 
tions. 

The  Conservation  Department  also  conducts 
environmental  education  programs.  Participants  in 
the  Director's  Water  Quality  Studies  Class  at  Norton 
High  School  were  commended  by  President  Bush 
for  outstanding  achievement  in  environmental  pro- 
tection. Students  performed  stream  surveys,  conduct- 
ed water  analyses,  participated  in  the  Mass.  Fish  and 
Wildlife's  Adopt-A-Stream  Program,  and  created 
educational  posters. 

A  daily  science  program  was  held  at  the  Town 
Hall  during  the  April  school  vacation.  Twenty-five 
youngsters,  ages  5-7  participated. 

The  Conservation  Commission  co-sponsored,  with 
the  Board  of  Health,  the  third  annual  Household 
Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day.  Batteries,  tires, 
and  used  motor  oil  were  collected,  in  addition  to  the 
hazardous  household  materials. 

BayState  Environmental  Consultants,  Inc.  was 
selected  as  the  lowest,  qualified  bidder  to  conduct  a 
diagnostic/feasibility  study  on  Norton  Reservoir.  The 
14  month  study,  which  was  started  in  April,  will 
produce  recommendations,  plans  and  permits  to 
implement  a  restoration  and  long-term  management 
program. 

Volunteers  from  the  Lake  Winnecunnet  Residents 
Association  harvested  and  removed  aquatic  vegetation 
along  the  edge  of  the  lake  using  the  Town's  harvesting 
equipment.  A  bid  package  is  being  prepared  to  obtain 
a  representative  to  rent  out,  transport  and  operate  the 
harvester  in  other  towns. 

The  Conservation  Department  submitted  an  appli- 
cation   to    the    Federal    Emergency  Management 


Agency  (FEMA)  new  incentive  program  to  reduce 
flood  insurance  rates  for  Norton  residents.  Four 
towns  in  Massachusetts,  including  Norton  qualifiec 
during  the  first  year  of  the  program  and  received  a 
5%  reduction.  Up  to  a  45%  reduction  may  be  avail 
able  in  future  years. 

Members  of  the  Commission  continue  to  operate 
the  Chartley  Pond  and  Norton  Reservoir  dams 
throughout  the  year  for  flood  control,  and  have 
conducted,  with  the  help  of  additional  volunteers, 
the  repairs  and  routine  maintenance  that  were  needed 
at  those  areas. 

Over  350  acres  of  conservation  land  are  maintain- 
ed within  the  town,  in  addition  to  three  large  water 
bodies. 

The  Commission  turned  back  over  20%  of  the 
funds  in  their  expense  account  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year.

PROJECT 

On  June  30,  1991  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito 
Control  Project  completed  thirty-two  years  of  service 
to  the  cities  and  towns  of  Bristol  County. 

The  mosquito  control  project  works  year-rounc 
in  its  efforts  to  reduce  mosquito  breeding  sites  anc 
adult  mosquito  populations.  The  Project  uses  severa 
different  measures  of  control  in  its  never  ending  fighi 
against  mosquitos.

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito 
Control  Project  to  use  pesticides  that  are  environ- 
mentally safe  so  that  the  safety  of  the  people  and 
nvironment  are  not  jeopardized.  We  use  as  many 
>f  the  biological  insecticides  as  are  practical  with 
he  environmental  conditions  present  in  the  New 
England  area.  We  are  presently  using  three  different 
ormulations  of  B.T.I,  in  our  larviciding  program.

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.ight  Trapping  Program 

To  monitor  mosquito  populations  as  to  their 
ype  and  number  -  a  program  necessary  in  encephali- 
s  surveillance.  Light  trapping  of  mosquitos  is  also 
seful  to  determine  what  areas  have  high  mosquito 
■opulations  and  should  be  sprayed. 

Vater  Management 

A  year  round  endeavor  to  clean  and  construct 
nosquito  drainage  ditches  in  lowland  swamps  to 
duce  their  favorability  as  breeding  sites  for  mos- 
luito  larvae. 


All  of  our  spray  equipment  is  calibrated  periodi- 
cally in  order  to  insure  that  dosage  rates  remain  at 
"ol  afe  levels  but  are  adequate  to  reduce  mosquito  popu- 
'-z\  ations.  The  operators  of  our  spray  equipment  are 
tate  certified  pesticide  applicators  that  are  required 
o  attend  classes  on  pesticide  safety  on  a  yearly 
)asis. 

The  water  level  in  most  swamps  in  the  county 
vere  normal  in  the  spring  of  this  year.  Mosquito 
arvae  began  to  appear  in  mid-March  in  some  of  the 
mailer  breeding  sites  with  larvae  counts  being  about 
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average.  Since  the  1990  mosquito  season  had  ex- 
tremely high  EE  virus  levels  it  was  felt  that  the  1991 
season  could  also  be  a  problem.  The  mosquito  control 
projects  and  the  Mass.  Dept.  of  Public  Health  met 
several  times  during  the  spring  to  work  on  a  strategy 
to  combat  any  EE  threat  for  the  season. 

By  mid-May  adult  mosquito  populations  are  high 
enough  to  start  out  fogging  program.  Calls  for  service 
were  high  in  some  areas  but  lower  than  normal  in 
others.  As  the  season  progressed,  dry  weather  condi- 
tions caused  many  breeding  sites  to  dry  out  which 
significantly  lowered  the  mosquito  population. 
Our  mosquito  surveillance,  light  trapping  program 
was  also  showing  much  lower  counts  than  last  year. 
The  virus  levels  never  reached  a  point  of  concern  as 
had  been  anticipated  earlier  in  the  season.  There  were 
no  human  cases  of  EE  in  the  state  this  year. 

The  Project  answered  all  requests  for  spraying 
along  with  our  regular  spraying  of  known  infested 
areas  for  a  total  of  1,674.7  sprayed  acres. 

During  the  spring  and  summer  months  a  total  of 
55  catch  basins  that  were  found  to  be  breeding  were 
treated.  During  the  fall  and  winter  months  brush  was 
cut  from  ditches.  Our  crawler  tractor  also  dug  1,115 
feet  of  drainage  ditch. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  town  officials  and  the 
people  of  Norton  for  their  continued  support  and 
cooperation  and  look  forward  to  serving  them  in  the 
coming  year.  Should  anyone  have  a  question  as  to 
what  might  be  done  to  relieve  a  mosquito  problem 
in  their  area,  whether  it  is  water  management  work, 
treatment  of  a  breeding  site,  or  just  have  an  area 
checked,  please  feel  free  to  call  our  office.

Job  Description  —  Intent 

It  is  the  intent  of  this  article  that  the  Executive  Secre- 
tary be  the  chief  administrative  officer  in  the  executive 
branch  of  the  Norton  Town  Government  and  that  he/ 
she  carry  out  the  directives,  policies  and  plans  set  forth 
by  the  Selectmen. 

The  Executive  Secretary  shall  serve  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Selectmen  except  that  a  vote  of  four  (4)  members 
shall  be  required  to  discharge  him/her.  In  the  event  of 
his/her  discharge,  he/she  may  within  seven  (7)  days  re- 
quest a  public  hearing  at  which  hearing  the  Selectmen 
must  set  forth  their  reasons  for  discharging  him/her;  and 
he/she  may  respond  to  these  reasons  if  he/she  desires. 

Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Executive  Secretary 

The  Executive  Secretary  shall  have  jurisdiction  over  all 
departments  and  employees  currently,  or  in  the  future, 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The 
powers  and  duties  of  the  Executive  Secretary  shall  include 
the  following. 

A.  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Town  of 
Norton  By-Laws  and  except  as  otherwise  prohibited  by 
the  General  Laws,  to  organize  and  re-organize,  consoli- 
date or  abolish  departments  under  his/her  direction 
and  supervision,  in  whole  or  in  part;  to  establish  such 
new  departments  as  he/she  deems  necessary,  and  to 
transfer  the  duties,  powers  and  appropriation  balances 
from  one  department  to  another. 

B.  To  prepare  the  Selectmen's  three  year  period  and  pro- 
gram plan  and  to  submit  it  to  them  at  least  ninety  (90) 
days  before  Annual  Town  Meeting.  In  preparing  the 
plan,  he/she  shall  incorporate,  as  directed  by  the 
Selectmen,  policies  and  assumptions  adopted  by  them. 

C.  To  appoint  upon  merit  alone  and  to  discipline  or  re- 
move at  his/her  discretion  all  employees  and  depart- 
ment heads  under  his/her  control,  except  as  provided 
by  civil  service  rules  and  procedures  or  the  General 
Laws. 

D.  To  attend  such  regular  or  special  meetings  of  the 
Selectmen  as  they  require. 

E.  To  keep  full  and  complete  records  of  the  doings  of 
his/her  office,  to  render  reports  as  often  as  may  be 
required  by  the  Selectmen,  and  annually,  or  as  often 
as  requried  by  the  Selectmen,  to  make  a  synopsis  of 
all  reports  for  publication. 

F.  To  prepare  an  estimate  in  writing  of  the  probable 
amount  required  for  the  expenditures  of  the  Town  for 
the  next  ensuing  fiscal  year,  stating  in  detail  the 


amounts  of  maturing  bonds  or  notes,  the  amount  re- 
auired  for  interest  or  other  outstanding  indebtedness  of 
the  Town,  the  amount  necessary  to  be  provided  by 
each  fund  and  for  each  department  and  the  accom- 
plishments expected.  He/she  shall  keep  the  Selectmen 
fully  advised  to  the  needs  of  the  Town  within  the 
scope  of  his/her  duties,  and  furnish  them  on  or  before 
the  thirty-first  day  of  December  each  year  a  careful, 
detailed  budget. 

G.  To  attend  and  to  participate  in  (to  the  extent  directed 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen)  all  collective  bargaining 
sessions  between  the  Town  of  Norton  and  employees 
of  any  Town  department,  excluding  school  and  public 
library. 

H.  To  be  responsible  for  the  repair  of  all  Town  buildings 
except  of  those  of  the  school  and  public  library. 

I.  To  perform  such  other  duties  consistent  with  his/her 
duties  of  office  as  may  be  required  by  the  by-laws  of 
the  Town  or  by  vote  of  the  Selectmen. 

J.  To  examine  or  cause  to  be  examined,  with  or  without 
notice,  the  affairs  of  any  division  or  department  under 
his/her  control,  or  the  conduct  of  any  officer  or  em- 
ployee thereof;  and  for  that  purpose  he/she  shall  have 
access  to  all  Town  books  and  papers  for  the  informa- 
tion necessary  for  the  proper  performance  of  his/her 
duties. 

K.  To  act  as  puchasing  agent  for  all  capital  items,  supplies 
and  services  for  every  Board  and  department  of  the 
Town,  excluding  school  and  public  library.  The  Execu- 
tive Secretary  shall  accept  recommendations  and  spe- 
cifications for  items  to  be  purchased  and  possible  sup- 
pliers from  the  respective  Boards  and  Department 
Heads.  The  Executive  Secretary  may  then  order  in 
bulk  and  allocate  the  proportionate  costs  to  the  de- 
partment budgets  or  may  empower  the  department  to 
make  the  purchase  directly  according  to  his/her  specifi- 
cations. 

3.  The  Executive  Secretary  shall  not  have  the  power  to  de- 
cide the  need  for  any  specific  purchase  or  its  appropriate- 
ness. 

4.  No  Board,  Department,  or  Department  Head  may  commit 
to,  or  make  any  purchase,  without  first  notifying  the 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  intended  purchase  and  receiv- 
ing approval  or  instructions  as  to  the  availability,  cost  and 
supplier  of  said  items. 

5.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  reserve  the  right  not  to 
place  on  the  Warrant  for  payment  any  purchase  not  made 
in  accordance  with  this  by-law. 

6.  ADMINISTRATIVE  RECOURSE  -  The  Board  of  Select- 
men may  overrule  any  decision  of  the  Executive  Secre- 
tary with  a  minimum  vote  of  four  (4)  members  within 
thirty  (30)  days  of  said  action.

No  member  of  the  Committee  shall  be  a 
town  officer  nor  shall  he  serve  on  any  other  board,  com- 
mittee or  commission,  of  the  Town  or  any  subcommittee 
appointed  by  any  other  Town  official,  board,  committee 
or  commission,  except  that  he  may  serve  on  special  com- 
mittees which  may  be  related  from  time  to  time  by  vote 
of  the  town  meeting  when  such  vote  expressly  authori- 
zes him  to  serve. 

3.  Each  member  of  the  committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Moderator  to  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years.  The  term  of 
four  (then  four,  then  three)  of  the  members  of  the  com- 
mittee shall  expire  each  year  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  June. 
The  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  successor  for  any  member 
of  the  committee  whose  term  expires  that  year  and  shall, 
after  any  vacancy  occurs  in  the  committee,  appoint  a 
successor  to  fill  that  vacancy  for  the  unexpired  term  of 
his  predecessor.

town  meeting  when  such  vote  expressly  authorizes  him  t 
so  serve. 


3.  Each  member  of  the  committee  shall  be  appointed  by  th 
Moderator  to  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years.  The  term  c 
four  (then  four,  then  three)  of  the  members  of  the  con 
mittee  shall  expire  each  year  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  Jun 
The  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  successor  for  any  membi 
of  the  committee  whose  term  expires  that  year  and  shal 
after  any  vacancy  occurs  in  the  committee,  appoint 
successor  to  fill  that  vacancy  for  the  unexpired  term  c 
his  predecessor. 

4.  The  Finance  Committee  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  afti 
the  annual  appointment  of  new  members  to  the  con 
mittee  has  been  made,  meet  for  the  purpose  of  re-orgai 
ization.

6.  The  various  town  boards,  officers  and  committees  charg 
with  the  expenditure  of  town  money  shall,  not  later  th 
90  days  prior  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  prepare  c 
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tailed  estimates  deemed  by  them  necessary  for  the  admin- 
istration of  their  respective  offices  or  departments  for  the 
ensuing  fiscal  year,  with  explanatory  statements  of  the 
reasons  for  any  changes  from  the  amounts  appropriated 
for  the  same  purpose  in  the  preceding  year.  They  shall 
also  prepare  estimates  of  all  probable  items  of  income 
which  may  be  received  by  them  during  the  ensuing  year 
in  connection  with  the  administration  of  their  depart- 
ments of  offices,  and  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  ap- 
propriation requested  by  them  for  the  ensuing  fiscal 
year.  Such  estimates  and  statements  shall  be  filed  with 
town  accountant  who  shall  at  once  transmit  same  to 
Finance  Committee. 

The  Finance  Committee  shall  duly  consider  the  estimates 
and  statements  filed  by  the  town  boards,  officers  and 
committees,  and  matters  of  business  included  within  the 
articles  of  any  Warrant  for  a  Town  Meeting.  The  Finance 
Committee  may  confer  with  said  boards,  officers,  and 
committees  and  hold  hearings  if  they  deem  it  advisable. 
They  shall  also,  after  due  consideration  report  thereon 
its  recommendations  as  to  each  article,  and  recommend 
such  sums  and  in  such  division  of  items  as  it  considers 
necessary  and  convenient.

At  the  discretion  of  the  Finance 
Committee  a  copy  of  the  Warrant,  together  with  the 
Finance  Committee  recommendations  may  also  be  pub- 
lished in  a  local  newspaper. 

Copies  of  the  Warrant,  together  with  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee recommendations,  shall  also  be  available  for  distri- 
bution at  each  session  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.

Any  appropriation  for  any  department  shall  itemize  the 
total  amount  to  be  appropriated  for  salaries  and  wages, 
for  new  equipment  and  for  other  expenses  except  Chapter

Appointments  made  by  the  town  moderator  shall  be 
made  last  in  line  in  order  that  in  making  appointments 
the  moderator  may  insofar  as  it  may  be  feasible  so  to  do, 
appoint  persons  who  will  broaden  the  membership  base 
of  the  committee  to  be  most  representative  of  the  demo- 
graphic and  occupational  base  of  the  town. 

Within  14  days  of  the  notice  of  impending  vacancy  for 
the  position  of  Town  Manager,  the  Selectmen  must  pub- 
licly announce  such  vacancy  and  notify  the  Town  Clerk 
who  shall  immediately  notify  the  Moderator  and  the 
chairman  of  each  committee  listed  in  section  No.  2  and 
direct  said  committee  to  appoint  one  of  its  members. 

Within  14  days  of  the  impending  notice  of  vacancy  of 
the  Town  Manager's  position,  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
shall  establish  a  salary  range  for  the  position  and  present 
it  to  the  Screen  Committee. 

Within  30  days  of  receipt  of  notice  of  impending  vacan- 
cy, the  Town  Clerk  shall  call  and  convene  a  meeting  of 
the  several  persons  chosen  as  aforesaid  who  shall  meet 
to  organize  and  to  plan  a  process  to  advertise  the  vacancy 
and  to  solicit  by  other  means  qualified  candidates  for  the 
office.

The  screening  committee  shall  review  all  applications  that 
are  received  by  it,  screen  all  such  applicants  it  intends  to 
advance  by  checking  and  verifying  work  records  and  other 
credentials,  and  provide  for  interviews  to  be  conducted 
with  such  number  of  candidates  as  it  deems  to  be  neces- 
sary, desirable  or  expedient. 

No  more  than  one  hundred  and  twenty  days,  or  as  expe- 
ditiously as  possible  following  the  date  on  which  the  com- 
mittee meets  to  organize;  the  committee  shall  submit  to 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  the  names  of  five  persons  whom  it 
believes  to  be  best  suited  to  perform  the  duties  of  the 
office  of  town  manager.  The  Screening  Committee  shall 
simultaneously  submit  a  list  of  two  alternates  who  shall 
be  considered  only  in  the  event  that  one  or  more  of  the 
original  five  finalists  withdraws. 

Within  forty  five  days  or  as  expeditiously  as  possible  fol- 
lowing the  date  the  list  of  nominees  is  submitted  to  it, 
the  board  of  selectmen  shall  choose  one  of  the  said 
nominees  to  serve  as  town  manager.

PERSONNEL  BY-LAW 

1.  The  Town  Manager  shall  draft  classification  plans,  salar 
plans,  employee  benefit  plans  and  policies,  provisions  ani 
conditions  of  employment,  and  present  them  to  the  nex 
Town  Meeting  for  approval.  Only  with  approval  of  Tow 
Meeting  may  these  plans,  policies,  etc.,  be  implemented  c 
altered.  Once  such  plans,  policies,  provisions  and  cond 
tions  of  employment  are  approved,  the  Town  Manage 
may  establish  procedures  and  regulations  consistent  wit 
said  plans,  policies,  etc.,  as  he  deems  necessary  for  th 
administration  thereof.  The  Town  Manager  may  appoir 
a  Personnel  Advisory  Board  to  assist  in  carrying  out  th 
provisions  of  this  section. 

The  Town  Manager  shall  maintain  personnel  records  c 
all  employees,  including  therein  such  information  as  h 
deems  desirable,  said  records  to  be  kept  by  the  Tow 
Accountant  on  behalf  of  the  Town  Manager.  Departmer 
heads  shall  furnish  such  information  as  shall  be  requeste 
for  this  purpose. 

From  time  to  time  the  Town  Manager  shall  review  trL 
work  of  all  positions  subject  to  the  Classification  Pla 
Such  reviews  shall  be  scheduled  so  as  to  cover  all  sue 
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positions  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  three  years.  If 
necessary,  the  Town  Manager  may  tentatively  add  a  new 
position  to  the  Classification  Plan  or  re-classify  an  exist- 
ing position  to  a  different  group  subject  to  the  subsequent 
ratification  of  his  action  by  a  formal  amendment  of  the 
Classification  Plan  at  the  next  town  meeting. 

The  Town  Manager  shall  from  time  to  time  review  the 
Salary  Plan.  He  shall  keep  informed  as  to  pay  rates  and 
policies  outside  the  service  of  the  town,  and  shall  re- 
commend to  the  town  any  action  he  deems  desirable  to 
maintain  a  fair  and  equitable  pay  level. 

Upon  recommendation  of  a  department  head,  supported 
by  evidence  in  writing  of  special  reasons  and  exceptional 
circumstances  satisfactory  to  the  Town  Manager,  who 
may  authorize  an  entrance  rate  higher  than  the  minimum 
rate  for  a  position,  and  such  other  variance  in  the  Salary 
Plan  as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  proper  functioning 
of  the  services  of  the  town. 

The  Town  Manager  shall  appoint  a  Personnel  Appeals 
Board  consisting  of  the  Town  Clerk,  Tax  Collector/Trea- 
surer and  an  employee  of  the  town  elected  by  the  employ- 
ees as  their  representative.  The  employee  representative 
shall  serve  for  a  period  of  one  year. 

Any  non-school  employee  of  the  town  who  feels  that  he 
or  she  has  been  discharged,  removed,  suspended,  trans- 
ferred, reduced  in  grade  or  in  any  way  unjustifiably  treat- 
ed, may  appeal  to  the  Personnel  Advisory  Board  in  writ- 
ing stating  the  grounds  for  his  appeal  to  the  Personnel 
Appeals  Board.  Such  Board  must  then  grant  a  hearing  to 
the  aggrieved  appointee  within  10  days.  After  such  a  hear- 
ing the  Personnel  Appeals  Board  must  transmit  its  findings 
and  recommendations  on  the  appeal  to  the  Town  Manager, 
or  the  appropriate  body  who  may  reconsider  its  prior  ac- 
tion. The  Town  Manager  or  appropriate  body  must  advise 
the  aggrieved  appointee  of  its  decision  within  ten  days. 

CLASSIFICATION  PLAN 

The  positions  of  all  officers  and  employees  in  the  service 
of  the  Town  (whether  full  time,  part  time,  special,  Civil 
Service,  or  other)  other  than  those  positions  filled  by 
popular  election  and  those  under  the  direction  and  con- 
troil  of  the  School  Committee  shall  be  classified  by  titles 
in  groups  listed  in  a  schedule  entitled  Job  Classification 
By  Groups.  (APPROVED  3/1 1/80) 

NEW  OR  CHANGED  POSITIONS 

Whenever  a  new  position  is  established  or  the  duties  of 
an  existing  position  are  so  changed  that  in  effect  a  new 
position  is  created,  upon  presentation  of  substantiating 
data  satisfactory  to  the  Town  Manager,  he  shall  allocate 
such  new  or  changed  position  to  its  appropriate  group. 

TITLES  OF  POSITIONS 

No  person  shall  be  appointed,  employed  or  payed  as  an 
employee  in  any  position  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 


Classification  Plan,  under  any  title  other  than  those  of  the 
Classification  Plan,  or  under  any  title  other  than  that  of 
the  job  the  duties  of  which  are  actually  performed. 
The  job  title  in  the  Plan  shall  be  the  official  title  for  all 
purposes  having  to  do  with  the  position  and  shall  be  used 
to  designate  the  position  in  all  payrolls,  budget  estimates 
and  official  reports,  and  in  every  other  connection  involv- 
ing personnel  and  fiscal  processes. 

6.  RECLASSIFICATION  OF  EMPLOYEES 

No  employee  may  be  reclassified  to  a  job  in  another  group 
either  high  or  lower,  until  the  Town  Manager  shall  have 
determined  such  a  classification  will  be  consistent  with 
the  Classification  and  Salary  Plans.  There  shall  be  only 
once  reclassification  in  any  twelve  month  period  for  any 
employeee  except  in  unusual  circumstances. 

7.  JOB  DESCRIPTIONS 

The  Town  Manager  shall  maintain  written  job  description 
of  the  jobs,  or  positions,  in  the  Classification  Plan,  describ- 
ing the  essential  characteristics,  requirements  and  general 
duties  of  the  job.  The  description  shall  not  be  interpre- 
ted as  complete  or  limiting  definitions  of  any  job,  and 
employees  shall  continue  in  the  future  as  in  the  past  to 
perform  any  duties  assigned  by  department  heads,  super- 
visors, or  other  administrative  authority. 

8.  SALARY  PLAN  CHANGES 

Any  proposals  of  change  in  the  Salary  Plan  as  defined  in 
Section  8,  Salary  Plan  of  the  Personnel  By-Law  brought 
before  the  voters  at  an  Annual  or  Special  Town  Meeting 
shall  be  placed  on  the  warrant  for  such  meeting  as  to  pre- 
cede any  and  all  articles  dealing  with  or  including  monies 
for  salaries,  wages  or  other  payments  or  benefits  for 
services  rendered  by  town  employees. 

A.  A  Salary  Plan  is  to  be  established  by  vote  of  the 
town  in  Town  Meeting  to  provide  minimum  and 
maximum  salaries,  or  single  rate  salaries  for  the 
groups  and  positions  in  the  Classification  Plan.  The 
salary  range  or  rate  of  a  group  shall  be  the  salary 
range  or  rate  for  all  positions  classified  in  the  group. 

B.  The  office  of  the  Town  Accountant  shall  not  pre- 
pare, process  or  provide  forms  or  information  which 
would  in  any  way  allow,  authorize  or  permit  the  pay- 
ment of  salary  or  wages  to  any  new  employee  of  the 
Town  without  the  prior  certification  of  the  Town 
Manager  that  the  proposed  rate  of  pay  complies  with 
those  pertinent  requirements  set  forth  elsewhere  in 
this  by-law  and  with  such  other  requirements  as  may 
be  established  by  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting. 

C.  The  office  of  the  Town  Accountant  shall  not  process 
or  permit  payment  of  salary  or  wages  for  any  em- 
ployee of  the  Town  whose  rate  of  pay  exceeds  those 
established  and  approved  by  the  Annual  Town  Meet- 
ing and  set  forth  in  the  Salary  Administration  Plan. 
The  Town  Manager  must  be  notified  when  such 
violations  occur.

9.  AMENDMENTS 

The  classification  and  salary  plans  or  other  plans,  policies, 
provisions  and  conditions  of  employment  drafted  by  the 
Town  Manager  and  subsequently  approved  by  Town 
Meeting,  may  be  amended  by  vote  of  the  Town  at  a  regu- 
lar or  Special  Town  Meeting.  No  amendment  of  any  such 
plans,  policies,  etc.,  shall  be  made  until  it  has  been  pre- 
sented by  signed  petition  to  the  Town  Manager  and  acted 
upon  by  the  Town  Manager.  Upon  receipt  of  such  a 
petition,  the  Town  Manager,  after  giving  petitioners,  the 
heads  of  the  departments  and  employees  affected  at  least 
three  days  written  notice,  shall  hold  a  hearing  of  the  par- 
ties interested  to  consider  the  proposed  amendment.  If 
the  Town  Manager  shall  fail  to  act  on  an  amendment  as 
presented  within  fifteen  days,  the  Town  Manager  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  disapproved  the  amendment.  The  peti- 
tion may  then  be  presented  to  the  Town  Meeting  if  so 
desired. 

10.  CIVIL  SERVICE  LAW 

Nothing  in  this  by-law,  or  in  the  Salary  Plan,  shall  be 
construed  to  conflict  with  Chapter  31  of  the  General 
Laws.  (ADOPTED  UNDER  THE  PROVISIONS  OF 
G.L.  CHAPTER  41,  SECTION  108A,  6/17/75) 

ARTICLE  24:  Motion  was  made  by  Mr.Helmreich  and

2.  DUTIES  OF  THE  PERSONNEL  BOARD 

A.  The  Personnel  Board  shall  draft  classification  plans, 
employee  benefit  plans  and  policies,  provisions  and 
conditions  of  employment,  and  present  them  to  the 
next  Town  Meeting  for  approval.  Only  with  approval 
of  Town  Meeting  may  these  plans,  policies,  etc.,  be 
implemented  or  altered.  Once  such  plans,  policies, 
provisions,  and  conditions  of  employment  are  ap- 
proved, the  Personnel  Board  may  establish  procedures 
and  regulations  consistent  with  said  plans,  policies, 
etc.,  as  it  deems  necessary  for  the  administration 
thereof.

The  Personnel  Board  shall  maintain  personnel  records 
of  all  employees,  including  therein  such  information 
as  it  deems  desirable,  said  records  to  be  kept  by  the 
Town  Accountant  on  behalf  of  the  Personnel  Board 
Department  heads  shall  furnish  such  information  as 
shall  be  requested  for  this  purpose. 

From  time  to  time  the  Personnel  Board  shall  review 
the  work  of  all  positions  subject  to  the  Classification 
Plan.  Such  reviews  shall  be  scheduled  so  as  to  cover 
all  such  positions  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  three 
years.  If  necessary,  the  Personnel  Board  may  tenta 
tively  add  a  new  position  to  the  Classification  Plan  or 
re-classify  an  existing  position  to  a  different  group 
subject  to  the  subsequent  ratification  of  its  action  by 
a  formal  amendment  of  the  Classification  Plan  at  the 
next  town  meeting. 

The  Personnel  Board  shall  from  time  to  time  review 
the  Salary  Plan.  It  shall  keep  informed  as  to  pay 
rates  and  policies  outside  the  service  of  the  town,  and 
shall  recommend  to  the  town  any  action  it  deem*

By  Groups.  (APPROVED  3/1 1/81 
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NEW  OR  CHANGED  POSITIONS 

Whenever  a  new  position  is  established  or  the  duties  of 
an  existing  position  are  so  changed  that  in  effect  a  new 
position  is  created,  upon  presentation  of  substantiating 
data  satisfactory  to  the  Personnel  Board,  the  Board 
shall  allocate  such  new  or  changed  position  to  its  appro- 
priate group. 

TITLES  OF  POSITIONS 

No  person  shall  be  appointed,  employed  or  paid  as  an 
employee  in  any  position  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Classification  plan,  under  any  title  other  than  those  of  the 
Classification  Plan,  or  under  any  title  other  than  that  of 
the  job  the  duties  of  which  are  actually  performed.  The 
job  title  in  the  Plan  shall  be  the  official  title  for  all  pur- 
poses having  to  do  with  the  position,  and  shall  be  used  to 
designate  the  position  in  all  payrolls,  budget  estimates  and 
official  reports,  and  in  every  other  connection  involving 
personnel  and  fiscal  processes. 

RECLASSIFICATION  OF  EMPLOYEES 

No  employee  may  be  reclassified  to  a  job  in  another  group 
either  higher  or  lower,  until  the  Personnel  Board  shall 
have  determined  such  a  classification  will  be  consistent 
with  the  Classification  and  Salary  Plans.  There  shall  be 
only  one  reclassification  in  any  twelve  month  period  for 
any  employee  except  in  unusual  circumstances. 

JOB  DESCRIPTIONS 

The  Personnel  Board  shall  maintain  written  job  descrip- 
tions of  the  jobs,  or  positions,  in  the  Classification  Plan, 
describing  the  essential  characteristics,  requirements  and 
general  duties  of  the  job.  The  description  shall  not  be 
interpreted  as  complete  or  limiting  definitions  of  any 
job,  and  employees  shall  continue  in  the  future  as  in  the 
past  to  perform  any  duties  assigned  by  department  heads, 
supervisors,  or  other  administrative  authority.

placed  on  the  warrant  for  such  meeting  as  to  precede  any 
and  all  articles  dealing  with  or  including  monies  for 
salaries,  wages,  or  other  payments  or  benefits  for  services 
rendered  by  town  employee.

C.  The  office  of  the  Town  Accountant  shall  not  process 
or  permit  payment  of  salary  or  wages  for  any  employ- 
ee of  the  Town  whose  rate  of  pay  exceeds  those 
established  and  approved  by  the  Annual  Town  Meet- 
ing and  set  forth  in  the  Salary  Administration  Plan. 
The  Personnel  Board  must  be  notified  when  such 
violations  occur.

9.  AMENDMENTS 

The  classification  and  salary  plans  or  other  plans,  policies, 
provisions  and  conditions  of  employment  drafted  by  the 
Personnel  Board  and  subsequently  approved  by  Town 
Meeting,  may  be  amended  by  vote  of  the  Town  at  a  regu- 
lar or  Special  Town  Meeting.  No  amendment  of  any  such 
plans,  policies,  etc.,  shall  be  made  until  it  has  been  present- 
ed by  signed  petition  to  the  Personnel  Board  and  acted 
upon  by  the  Board.  Upon  receipt  of  such  a  petition,  the 
Board,  after  giving  petitioners,  the  heads  of  the  depart- 
ments and  employees  affected  at  least  three  days  written 
notice,  shall  hold  a  hearing  of  the  parties  interested  to  con- 
sider the  proposed  amendment.  If  the  Personnel  Board 
shall  fail  to  act  on  an  amendment  as  presented  within 
fifteen  days  the  Board  shall  be  deemed  to  have  disapprov- 
ed the  amendment.

Applications  for  Special  Permits  must  be  filed  with 
the  Planning  Board  who  will  submit  the  application 
to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Conservation  Commis- 
sion, Board  of  Appeals  and  other  interested  parties 
for  review.

65  days  of  the  date  the  application  was  filed,  the 
Planning  Board  shall  hold  a  duly  advertised  Public 
Hearing,  the  first  advertisement  being  no  less  than 
14  days  from  the  date  of  the  hearing.

Rights  authorized  by  a  variance  must  be  exercised 
within  one  (1)  year  of  the  date  of  the  grant.  The 
Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  in  its  discretion  and  upon 
written  application  by  the  grantee  of  such  rights  may 
extend  the  time  for  exercise  of  such  rights  for  a 
period  not  to  exceed  six  (6)  months;  and  provided, 
further,  that  the  application  for  such  extension  is 
filed  with  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  prior  to  the 
expiration  of  such  one-year  period.

Section  8.1  -  PURPOSE  AND  SCOPE 

8.1.1  -  PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  By-Law  shall  be  to  coordinate  tr| 
type,  placement,  and  physical  dimensions  of  signs  withii 
the  different  land-use  zones;  to  recognize  the  commerci.l 
dimensions  of  signs  within  the  different  land-use  zones;  t] 
recognize  the  commercial  communication  requiremen 
of  all  sectors  of  the  business  community;to  encourage  trj 
innovative  use  of  design;  to  promote  both  renovation  arj 
proper  maintenance;  to  allow  for  special  circumstance] 
and  to  guarantee  equal  treatment  under  the  law  throucj 
accurate  record  keeping  and  consistent  enforcemenl 
These  shall  be  accomplished  by  regulation  of  thedispla 
erection,  use,  and  maintenance  of  signs.

Billboard.  (See  "Off-Premise  Sign".)

Construction  Sign.  A  temporary  sign  identifying  an  archi- 
ct,   contractor,   subcontractor,  and/or   material  supplier 
irticipating  in  construction  on  the  property  on  which  he  sign 
i  A  located.

tising copy,  e.g.,  parking  and  exit  entrance  signs. 

Double-Faced  Sign.  A  sign  with  two  faces. 

Electrical  Sign.  A  sign  or  sign  structure  in  which  electri- 
caal  wiring,  connections  or  fixtures  are  used. 

Electronic  Message  Center.  (See  "Changeable  Copy  Sign, 
Automatic") 

Facade.  The  entire  building  front  including  the  parapet. 

Face  of  Sign.  The  area  of  a  sign  on  which  the  copy  is 
placed. 

Festoons.  A  string  of  ribbons,  tinsel,  small  flags,  or 
pinwheels. 

Flashing  Sign.  A  sign  which  contains  an  intermittent 
or  sequential  flashing  light  source  used  primarily  to  attract 
attention.  Does  not  include  changeable  copy  signs,  or  signs 
which,  through  reflection  or  other  means,  create  an  illusion 
of  flashing  of  intermittent  light  (compare  "Animated  Sign", 
"Changeable  Copy  Sign"). 

Freestanding  Sign.  A  sign  supported  upon  the  ground  by 
poles  or  braces  and  not  attached  to  any  building. 

Frontage.  The  length  of  the  property  line  of  any  one 
premise  along  a  public  right-of-way  on  which  it  borders. 

Frontage,  Building.  The  length  of  an  outside  building 
wall  on  a  public  right-of-way. 

Government  Sign.  Any  temporary  or  permanent  sign 
erected  and  maintained  by  the  city,  county,  state,  or  federal 
government  for  traffic  direction  or  for  designation  of  or  direc- 
tion to  any  school,  hospital,  historical  site,  or  public  service, 
property,  or  facility. 

Height  (of  a  Sign)  The  Vertical  distance  measured  from 
the  highest  point  of  the  sign,  excluding  decorative  embellish- 
ments, to  the  grade  of  the  adjacent  street  of  a  building,  insti- 
tution, or  a  person  and/or  to  the  activity  or  occupation  being 
identified. 

Illegal  Sign.  A  sign  which  does  not  meet  the  requirements 
of  this  code  and  which  has  not  received  legal  nonconforming 
status. 

Illuminated  Sign.  A  sign  with  an  artificial  light  source 
incorporated  internally  or  externally  for  the  purpose  of 
illuminating  the  sign. 

Incidental  Sign.  A  small  sign,  emblem,  or  decal  inform- 
ing the  public  of  goods,  facilities,  or  services  available  on  the 
premises,  e.g.,  a  credit  card  sign  or  a  sign  indicating  hours  of 
business. 

Lot.  A  parcel  of  land  legally  defined  on  a  subdivision 
map  recorded  with  the  assessment  department  or  land  registry 
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office,  or  a  parcel  of  land  defined  by  a  legal  record  of  survey 
map. 

Maintenance.  For  the  purposes  of  this  By-Law,  the 
cleaning,  painting,  repair,  or  replacement  of  defective  parts  of 
a  sign  in  a  manner  that  does  not  alter  the  basic  design  or 
structure  of  the  sign. 

Mansard.  A  sloped  roof  or  roof-like  facade  architecturally 
comparable  to  a  building  wall. 

Marquee.  A  permanent  roof-like  structure  or  canopy  of 
rigid  materials  supported  by  extending  from  the  facade  of  a 
building  (compare  "Awning"). 

Marquee  Sign.  Any  sign  attached  to  or  supported  by  a 
marquee  structure. 

Nameplate.  A  nonelectric  on-premise  identification  sign 
giving  only  the  name,  address,  and/or  occupation  of  an  occu- 
pant or  group  of  occupants. 

Nonconforming  Sign.  (1)  A  sign  which  was  erected 
legally  but  which  does  not  comply  with  subsequently  enacted 
sign  restrictions  and  regulations.  (2)  A  sign  which  does  not 
conform  to  the  sign  code  but  for  which  a  special  permit  has 
been  issued. 

Occupancy.  The  portion  of  a  building  or  premises  owned, 
leased,  rented,  or  otherwise  occupied  for  a  given  use. 

Off -Premise  Sign.  A  sign  structure  advertising  an  establish- 
ment, merchandise,  service,  or  entertainment,  which  is  not 
sold,  produced,  manufacturer,  or  furnished  at  the  property 
on  which  said  sign  is  located,  e.g.,  "billboards"  or  "outdoor 
advertising". 

On-Premise  Sign.  A  sign  which  pertains  to  the  use  of  the 
premise  on  which  it  is  located.

Person.  For  the  purpose  of  this  By-Law,  any  individual, 
corporation,  association,  firm,  partnership,  or  similarly  defined 
interest. 

Point  of  Purchase  Display.  Advertising  of  a  retail  item 
accompanying  its  display,  e.g.,  an  advertisement  on  a  product 
dispenser. 

Pole  Cover.  Covers  enclosing  or  decorating  poles  or  other 
structural  supports  of  a  sign. 


Political  Sign.  For  the  purposes  of  this  By-Law,  a  tempor 
ary  sign  used  in  connection  with  a  local,  state,  or  nationa 
election  or  referendum. 

Portable  Sign.  Any  sign  designed  to  be  moved  easily  and 
not  permanently  affixed  to  the  gound  or  to  a  structure  or 
building,  not  to  include  Banner  Signs  (see  definition  of  "Ban 
ner  Sign"). 

Premises.  A  parcel  of  land  with  its  appurtenances  and 
buildings  which,  because  of  its  unity  of  use,  may  be  regarded 
as  the  smallest  conveyable  unit  of  real  estate. 

Projecting  Sign.  A  sign,  other  than  a  flat  wall  sign,  whi 
is  attached  to  and  projects  from  a  building  or  wall  or  other 
structure  not  specifically  designed  to  support  the  sign. 

Real  Estate  Sign.  A  temporary  sign  advertising  the  real 
estate  upon  which  the  sign  is  located  as  being  for  rent,  lease 
or  sale. 

Roofline.  The  top  edge  of  a  roof  or  building  parapei 
over  or  on  the  froof  of  a  building  (compare  "Mansard 
"Wall  Signs"). 

Rotating  Sign.  A  sign  in  which  the  sign  itself  or  an^ 
portion  of  the  sign  moves  in  a  revolving  or  similar  manner 
Such  motion  does  not  refer  to  methods  of  changing  copy 

Sign.  Any  device,  structure,  fixture,  or  placard  usini 
graphics,  symbols,  and/or  written  copy  designed  specificall 
for  the  purpose  of  advertising  or  identifying  any  establish 
ment,  product,  goods,  or  services  (compare  Sec.  8.1.2). 

Sign,  Area  of.  (1)  Projecting  and  Freestanding:  The  are 
of  a  freestanding  or  projecting  sign  shall  have  only  one  fac 
(the  largest  one)  of  any  doubled-faced  or  multi-faced  sig 
counted  in  calculating  its  area.

Defective  parts 
shall  be  replaced.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  have  the  right 
to  order  the  repair  or  removal  of  any  sign  which  is  defective, 
damaged,  or  substantially  deteriorated.

Unless  otherwise  specified  by  this  By-Law,  any  sign  herein 
allowed  may  use  manual  or  automatic  changeable  copy. 

8.3.7  -  INDEMINFICATION  AND  INSURANCE 

All  persons  involved  in  the  maintenance,  installation, 
alteration,  or  relocation  of  signs  near  or  upon  any  public  right- 
of-way  or  property  shall  agree  to  hold  harmless  and  indemnify 
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the  Town,  its  officers,  agents,  and  employees,  against  any  and 
all  claims  of  negligence  resulting  from  such  work  insofar  as 
this  By-Law  has  not  specifically  directed  the  placement  of  a 
sign. 

All  persons  involved  in  the  maintenance,  installation, 
alteration,  or  relocation  of  signs  on  a  commercial  basis  shall 
maintain  all  required  insurance  against  any  form  of  liability 
to  a  minimum  of  $100,000.00. 

Section  8.4  -  REGULATION  OF  ON-PREMISE  SIGNS  BY

(e)  Political  signs  shall  not  exceed  6  square  feet  each  in 
sign  area  and  shall  be  removed  10  days  following  such 
election  or  referendum.  Political  signs  may  be  placed 
only  on  private  property  and  only  with  the  permis- 
sion of  the  property  owner. 

(f)  Directional/Information  signs  not  to  exceed  3  square 
feet  in  sign  area  or  10  feet  inheight. 

(g)  Temporary  signs,  banners,  and  decorations,  (exclud- 
ing portable  signs)  for  special  events,  grand  openings 
or  holidays.  Such  signs,  banners,  or  decorations  may 
be  erected  30  days  prior  to  a  special  event  or  holiday 
and  shall  be  removed  10  days  following  the  event  or 
holiday.  For  grand  openings  such  signs  may  be  used 
for  no  more  than  30  days. 

8.4.2  -  SIGNS  PERMITTED  IN  RESIDENTIAL  ZONES

The  April  1992  Election  brought  two  new  members  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen:  Kenneth  Zanoni,  a  former  Planning  Board  member,  and  Gerald  Bishop, 
Recreation  Director  for  the  Town 

Clarence  Rich,  Jr.  became  senior  member  of  this  new  Board,  although 
Raymond  Patenaude  had  served  previously  from  1965  -  1980  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 

Again  this  year,  with  the  many  shortfalls  in  state  revenue,  general 
government  had  to  make  more  cuts.  The  Board  tried  to  maintain  the  highest  levels  of 
services  in  public  safety,  without  drastically  affecting  the  other  departments  of  general 
government;  but  it  was  still  necessary  to  make  cuts  in  police  and  fire. 

Under  the  Charter,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  instituted  many  new  policies  for 
the  efficient  operations  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Town  Government,  a  copy  of 
which  is  on  file  in  the  Selectmen's  office. 

Our  goal  for  the  year  has  been  to  maintain  services  for  the  Town  and  get 
through  the  financial  burden  of  these  times  that  have  overcome  our  Town  because  of  no 
Proposition  2-1/2  override  and  state  cutbacks.  Also,  to  maintain  a  high  degree  of  ethics 
through  all  of  the  political  turmoil  that  times  like  these  seem  to  create. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  changed  from  bi-weekly  to  weekly  meetings,  to 
keep  the  Board  more  well  informed  of  the  happenings  in  Town  government  with  the  many 
budget  cuts  that  had  to  be  made  A  constant  weekly  review  of  all  Town  budgets  resulted 
in  holding  the  line  to  Town  Meeting  appropriations. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  wishes  to  thank  John  Schneider,  Jr.  and  Richard 
Owen  for  their  many  dedicated  years  of  service  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Town 
of  Norton.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS  TO  THE  NORTON  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE: 


This  is  the  97th  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Norton  and  my  twenty-third. 

The  1991-1992  school  year  again  was  an  extremely  difficult  one  for  the  Norton  School  Department  due  to 
the  severe  budgetary  crisis  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  its  effect  on  the  local  budgets.  In  last 
year's  report  to  the  citizens,  it  was  stated  that  the  Norton  School  Department  was  required  to  reduce  its 
proposed  1992  preliminary  budget  by  $941,555.  It  was  also  mentioned  at  the  time  of  writing,  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  did  not  have  a  fiscal  budget,  and  further  cuts  could  be  required. 

These  cuts  were  listed  in  last  year's  report  showing  27  positions  eliminated.  The  previous  year,  9 
positions  were  reduced  for  a  total  of  36  positions  eliminated  in  the  Norton  Public  Schools  in  fiscal  1991  and  fiscal 
1992. 

When  the  school  year  began,  state  aid  was  determined,  and,  due  to  the  lack  of  state  funding,  the  school 
budget  at  the  Town  Meeting  was  reduced  by  $20,132,  and  the  newly  enacted  legislation  deferring  teachers' 
summer  salaries  and  charging  it  to  another  fiscal  year  was  approved  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  This  money, 
$468,216,  does  not  go  to  the  School  Department  in  its  entirety,  but  goes  to  the  general  fund  and,  by  previous 
arrangements,  the  money  is  distributed  between  the  municipal  and  government  side  on  a  50-50  allocation.  If  the 
teacher  deferred  salaries  had  not  been  approved  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  a  $234,108  reduction  from  both  the 
school  budget  and  municipal  budget  would  have  been  required. 

It  should  also  be  noted  that  at  the  end  of  the  current  school  year,  there  was  a  deficit  in  the  Blue 
Cross/Blue  Shield  account,  and  $30,000  was  transferred  from  the  school  budget  to  this  account  at  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  in  June  of  1992.  This  further  reduced  the  fiscal  school  operating  1992  budget  and  brought 
reductions  to  the  grand  total  of  $982,419. 

As  you  can  see  from  the  information  above,  this  was  a  difficult  year  both  academically  and  fiscally  for 
the  School  Department.  When  budgets  are  reduced  and  personnel  eliminated,  programs  suffer.  The  final  result 
is  that  the  school  system  is  not  able  to  offer  students  the  complete  academic  programs  they  are  entitled  to  that 
have  been  provided  in  the  past. 

On  the  elementary  level,  speech  and  reading  teachers  were  reduced,  two  learning  center  teachers,  one 
kindergarten,  two  transitional,  and  a  physical  education  teacher.  This  placed  additional  strain  on  regular 
classroom  teachers  and  increased  class  size. 

At  the  Norton  Middle  School,  home  economics,  industrial  arts,  and  a  learning  center  were  removed  which 
indicated  that  no  home  economics  or  industrial  arts  were  provided  to  middle  school  students,  as  well  as  the 
reduction  of  one  entire  unit  consisting  of  math,  science,  English,  and  reading. 

Norton  High  School  lost  one  industrial  arts  teacher,  one  home  economics  teacher,  one  foreign  language 
teacher,  one  special  needs  teacher,  and  one  business  teacher,  as  well  as  the  elimination  of  the  librarian. 
Because  of  the  cuts,  in  particular  the  librarian,  the  Norton  School  Department  was  notified  by  the  New  England 
Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges,  Inc.,  that  Norton  might  be  placed  on  probation  because  the  system  did  not 
meet  many  standards  of  accreditation. 
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I  take  great  pride  as  you  read  the  report  of  the  accomplishments  of  the  staff.  Our  philosophy  was  not  one 
of  providing  less  to  students,  but  the  Norton  School  Department  attempted  to  provide  as  many  services  as 
possible  which  meant  that  each  employee  had  to  double  their  efforts  and  work  very  hard  in  order  to  meet  each 
student's  needs. 

As  we  prepared  the  fiscal  1993  budget,  the  School  Committee  requested  a  maintenance  level  budget  from 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  one  which  would  provide  students  the  same  level  of  services  and  the  same  class 
size  as  we  currently  had.  This  budget  was  $941,555  larger  than  fiscal  1992.  However,  the  Proposition  2-1/2 
limits  made  this  budget  impossible  to  be  enacted,  and  the  schools  were  requested  to  reduce  the  budget  by  $934, 
287,  or  a  3.32%  decrease  over  fiscal  1992. 

The  proposed  list  of  cuts  was  made  involving  further  reduction  of  current  staff  members  which  included 
the  following:  the  school  budget  supply  account,  textbook  account,  library  services,  audio  visual,  and  the  7000 
series  all  were  reduced  to  "0".  The  eight  proposed  positions  were  all  eliminated  which  included  a  systemwide 
librarian  needed  for  accreditation,  a  new  unit  in  the  Norton  Middle  School  (four  academic  teachers)  because  of 
increased  class  size,  a  kindergarten  teacher  because  of  the  age  requirement  being  changed,  and  two  elementary 
teachers.  Current  staff  members  included  the  elimination  of  the  two  elementary  coordinators'  positions,  Mr. 
William  Ferrara  and  Dr.  Richard  Zusman,  three  adjustment  counselors,  one  elementary  physical  education 
teacher,  one  elementary  music  teacher,  and  the  reduction  in  the  High  School  of  the  following  teachers:  one 
English,  one  social  studies,  one  science,  one  mathematics,  and  one  physical  education,  as  well  as  a  nurse. 

This  particular  plan,  in  addition  to  reducing  the  budget,  removed  13  staff  members  and  8  proposed  staff 
members  from  the  system.  Therefore,  over  the  last  three  years,  57  positions  would  be  eliminated,  49  actual  and  8 
proposed,  and  over  the  last  two  years,  48  positions. 

As  Town  Meeting  began  on  June  8, 1992,  there  were  many  unresolved  financial  problems  that  could  actually 
increase  the  school  deficit.  One  was  the  unemployment  compensation  as  no  funds  were  placed  in  the  school 
budget  this  year  for  unemployment.  Another  was  the  teachers'  deferred  salaries  which  last  year  was  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  this  year  legislation  required  it  be  subject  to  voter  approval  at  Town  Meeting. 
This  teacher  deferred  salary  provision  is  in  its  second  year  of  a  two-year  law  passed  by  the  state  legislature. 
Also,  mentioned  earlier,  Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield  currently  had  a  deficit  which  had  to  be  met  by  the  operating 
budgets. 

At  the  Town  Meeting,  the  voters  did  successfully  pass  the  teachers'  deferred  salary  account  preventing 
further  reductions.  The  fact  that  no  layoffs  were  incorporated  within  the  school  budget,  unemployment 
compensation  did  not  have  to  be  funded,  and  the  current  fiscal  1992  was  reduced  by  $30,000  to  help  with  the  Blue 
Cross/Blue  Shield  deficit. 

In  September  of  1992,  the  professional  staff  was  entitled  to  a  6%  salary  increase.  This  was  the  third  year 
of  a  negotiated  contract.  The  teachers,  administrators,  and  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  all  agreed  to  extend 
their  contracts  for  an  additional  year  and  to  reduce  their  raise  in  half.  In  effect,  taking  3%  in  fiscal  1993  and  3% 
in  fiscal  1994.  This  culminated  a  net  savings  of  $170,000. 

Also,  at  the  Town  Meeting,  money  from  the  stabilization  account  was  successfully  transferred  to  the 
school  budget  in  the  amount  of  $267,309. 
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In  effect,  with  all  these  items  in  place,  the  school  budget  was  $36,431  less  than  the  previous  year  and  was 
a  combination  of  successfully  managing  the  unemployment  compensation  account,  the  Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield 
deficit,  the  teachers'  summer  deferment  issue,  the  Stabilization  fund  transfer,  and  the  professional  salary 
concessions.  By  doing  this,  11  positions  scheduled  to  be  reduced  were  restored  and  two  new  ones  added,  (the 
kindergarten  and  librarian  positions).  Mr.  William  Ferrara  retired  and  Dr.  Richard  Zusman  was  employed 
through  the  state's  EEO  grant  money.  This  money  is  allocated  to  Norton  because  its  per  pupil  expenditure  is  less 
than  85%  of  the  state  average. 

Because  the  librarian  position  was  reinstituted,  I  am  pleased  to  indicate  we  have  received  informal 
notification  that  Norton  High  School  will  be  returned  to  its  full  accreditation. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Norton  School  Committee,  the  teachers,  the 
administrators,  the  parents,  and  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Norton  who  supported  the  various  financial 
initiatives  of  the  School  Department  at  the  Town  Meeting  which  enabled  us  to  at  least  maintain  the  same  level 
of  services  as  the  previous  year. 

Also,  I  would  like  to  publicly  compliment  the  Norton  teachers  and  administrators  who  willingly 
sacrificed  half  of  their  raises  in  order  to  save  positions  and  maintain  quality  education  for  the  students  of 
Norton. 

We  are  still  waiting  for  the  passage  of  state  reform  legislation  and  possibly  some  increased  state  aid. 

I  would  like  to  strongly  emphasize  that  the  accomplishments  of  our  staff  and  students  under  these 
uncertain  times  has  been  extraordinary.  We  all  take  great  pride  in  the  value  of  education  and  feel  that  in 
today's  society,  it  is  essential  we  have  a  highly  educated  citizenry  capable  of  making  sound  judgments  and 
possessing  the  ability  for  critical  thinking. 

Norton's  verbal  score  on  the  SATs  is  433,  mathematics  467,  for  a  900  score.  The  verbal  score  exceeded  both 
the  national  and  Massachusetts  figure,  and  the  mathematics  score  was  467,  slightly  below  the  national  and 
Massachusetts  average.  We  are  very  pleased  with  the  consistency  and  the  large  number  of  students  who  take 
the  SAT's.  The  following  are  the  Achievement  test  scores:

The  success  of  the  Achievement  test  scores  indicate  to  college 

placement  personnel  that  an  excellent 

curriculum  is  in  place  with  students  learning,  and  it  is  an  extremely  accurate  prediction  of  success  in  college.  It 
should  also  be  noted  that  an  item  analysis  has  been  accomplished  on  the  SAT  scores,  and  it  has  been  stressed 
with  department  chairmen  the  need  for  strengthening  reading  comprehensive  and  grammar  skills. 

The  overall  SAT  score  is  reflective  of  a  comprehensive  high  school  with  75%  of  its  students  continuing 
their  education. 
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The  School  Committee  was  pleased  to  announce  it  utilized  EEO  grant  money  to  upgrade  computer 
education  throughout  the  system.  The  Computer  Curriculum  Committee  recommended  the  establishment  of  a 
Macintosh  lab  for  both  computer  literacy  curriculum  and  developing  writing  skills  at  Norton  High  School,  and 
simultaneously,  the  development  of  a  High  School  Business  Department  lab  with  IBM  computers  for  the 
purpose  of  teaching  WordPerfect  and  accounting.  Recommended  for  the  elementary  schools  is  the  additional 
purchasing  of  He  disk  drives,  as  well  as  receiving  He's  transferred  from  the  High  School  Math  and  Business 
Departments. 

In  addition  to  this,  the  School  Department  attempted  to  keep  the  public  and  its  staff  well  informed  on 
the  state  educational  reform  debate.  On  April  1,  1992,  the  Chairman  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Education, 
Representative  Mark  Roosevelt,  came  to  Norton  High  School  to  make  a  presentation  and  answer  questions  on 
the  status  of  the  reform  package  and  state  aid.  Invitations  were  mailed  to  all  town  officials  and  to  school  and 
town  officials  in  surrounding  communities.  This  meeting  was  well  attended  and  extremely  informative. 

This  year  saw  some  important  personnel  changes;  Mr.  Richard  Gibbons,  Assistant  Principal  of  the  Joseph 
C.  Solmonese  Elementary  School,  was  appointed  Principal  of  the  Lillie  B.  Merrill  Elementary  School  in 
Raynham.  We  are  very  sorry  to  be  losing  him,  but  know  he  will  be  a  credit  to  Raynham,  and  we  wish  him 
success  in  furthering  his  educational  career. 

The  following  three  staff  members  retired: 

Mr.  William  Ferrara,  Coordinator  of  Reading,  Systemwide,  and  Elementary  Language  Arts,  retired  after 
29  years  of  service.  Bill  is  a  well  recognized  authority  in  the  field  of  education,  not  only  locally  but  within  the 
state,  and  is  responsible  for  an  outstanding  Reading  Program  and  an  excellent  curriculum.  He  will  be  greatly 
missed,  and  we  wish  him  health  and  happiness  in  his  retirement. 

Mr.  Albert  Wagner,  High  School  SPED  teacher,  who  has  been  with  the  School  Department  for  35  years. 
We  are  all  sorry  to  see  Al  leave  and  thank  him  for  his  long  and  dedicated  service  to  the  students.  We  wish  him 
the  best. 

Lastly,  Mrs.  Kathryn  Fiske,  cook  in  the  Norton  Middle  School,  with  31  years  of  service.  Kathryn,  in  her 
own  right,  has  become  a  legend.  We  are  certainly  sorry  to  see  her  retire,  but  wish  her  good  health  and 
happiness  in  her  retirement. 

I  would  like  to  personally  thank  the  Norton  School  Committee  who  has  approached  a  very  difficult 
time  with  a  great  deal  of  patience  and  good  judgment.  Members  have  always  conducted  themselves  in  an 
extremely  professional  manner  and  are  a  credit  to  the  community.  They  tirelessly  give  of  themselves  to  better 
the  education  of  students.  This  year,  Mrs.  Margaret  Myers  and  Mrs.  Maureen  Gendrolius  were  candidates  for 
reelection  and  both  were  successful.  This  is  a  compliment  to  their  dedication  and  professionalism  at  a  time 
when  incumbents  are  removed  from  office.  It  speaks  well  for  the  School  Committee  and  the  educational  process 
in  Norton. 

As  you  read  the  school  reports,  you  will  be  as  pleased  as  I  am  with  the  accomplishments  in  the  system. 
However,  we  cannot  continue  to  deliver  the  services  if  we  have  to  cut  programs  and  increase  class  size. 
Hopefully,  with  the  reform  package  and  increased  state  aid,  stability  will  return  to  the  school  system.

In  the  face  of  reduction  in  staff  and  a  loss  of  hands-on  curricular  programs,  the  Norton  High  School  staff  made 
every  effort  to  meet  the  challenge  of  delivering  quality  education  to  its  students. 

Acting  again  as  an  extracurricular  model  of  involvement  in  high  school  life,  the  Norton  High  School  Student 
Council,  under  the  direction  of  advisor  and  assistant  principal,  Mr.  Philip  Gorman,  was  involved  in  many  school, 
community,  and  service  activities.  Seniors  Danielle  Castrechini,  President;  Sarah  Norko,  Vice-President;  Melissa 
Zabala,  Secretary;  and  Elaine  Maher,  Treasurer,  attended  the  fall  and  state  conferences  and  promoted  Safe  Prom 
Week,  Homecoming,  Spirit  Week,  Senior  Formal,  and  the  Santa  Drive  which  netted  over  $1,100  for  the  needy  of 
the  community. 

Reflecting  both  the  strength  of  the  curriculum  and  the  state  of  the  economy,  the  school  and  Guidance 
Department  broke  an  all-time  record  with  83  percent  of  the  graduates  opting  to  continue  their  education  in 
September.  Another  3  percent  chose  the  military,  while  the  remaining  14  percent  sought  employment.  Mr.  Rene 
Tellier,  counselor  in  charge  of  college  placement,  reported  that  seniors  gained  admission  into  some  of  the  nation's 
most  prestigious  colleges,  including  Dartmouth,  Pomona,  Amherst,  Wesleyan,  and  Middlebury.  Two  seniors, 
Gregory  Taylor  and  Richard  Lehmkuhl,  also  won  appointments  to  West  Point  and  the  Air  Force  Academy, 
respectively,  the  first  time  the  high  school  has  had  two  appointments  in  the  same  year. 

Counselor  John  Kieser's  scheduling  was  commended  for  placing  students  into  diminished  curricular  offerings. 
Adjustment  counselor,  Mrs.  Susan  McLaughlin,  praised  for  her  concern  and  energy,  moved  back  to  Pennsylvania  with 
her  family  and  was  replaced  by  Mrs.  Claire  Ford,  who  maintained  the  same  quality  of  involvement  and  service. 

Special  Needs  Director,  Mr.  John  Atwood,  and  staffers  Miss  Elizabeth  Dziejma  and  Mr.  Albert  Wagner, 
continued  to  enhance  the  reputation  of  that  department  for  its  commitment  to  students  with  learning  disabilities. 
Mr.  Atwood,  Director  of  Guidance,  also  sought  to  have  the  department  provide  personal  and  academic  services  to 
every  high  school  student  as  needed  or  requested. 

The  Business  Department,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Norma  Cloutier,  taught  entry-level  employment  skills, 
as  well  as  college  preparatory  knowledge  in  clerical,  secretarial,  and  the  accounting  field  to  250  students.  Many 
enrolled  in  more  than  one  course. 

Students  in  Accounting  I,  Computer  Accounting,  Typing  II,  Advanced  Typing,  Office  Practice,  and  AppleWorks 
had  an  opportunity  to  use  business  simulations  for  a  more  realistic  hands-on  approach  to  these  courses. 

The  FBLA  (Future  Business  Leaders  of  America),  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Louise  D'Onofrio,  was  again 
vigorous  in  its  second  year  in  such  activities  as  community  service,  fund-raising,  and  educational  enterprises. 
Members  received  many  awards  in  the  state  FBLA  convention. 

The  department  enriched  its  curricular  offerings  with  speakers  from  Katharine  Gibbs,  Bay  State  Junior 
College,  and  Burdett.  Topics  were:  "Winners  Aren't  an  Accident",  "Dress  for  Success",  "Interviewing  Skills  and 
Strategies",  and  "Professionalism".  Graduates  will  continue  their  schooling  in  the  fall  at  Massasoit,  Newbury, 
Bentley,  Bryant,  Nichols,  Bay  Path,  and  Bay  State.  Others  are  entering  the  world  of  work. 

At  Awards  Night,  performance  awards  were  given  in  Business  Law,  Accounting  I,  Office  Practice,  Typing  II, 
and  AppleWorks. 

To  help  students  broaden  their  knowledge  and  prepare  them  better  for  the  Massachusetts  Assessment  testing, 
the  Social  Studies  Department,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Fredric  Bartek,  introduced  a  World  History  course  for  all 
freshmen. 
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The  department  remained  intensely  involved  with  students  participating  in  the  State  Government  program, 
Law  Day,  Girls'  and  Boys'  State,  the  Voice  of  Democracy  contest,  Century  Three  Leadership,  and  the  Hugh  O'Brien 
Leadership  conference. 

Despite  the  fact  that  funding  from  NTA,  School  Improvement  funds,  and  other  sources  ended,  a  record  number 
of  students  took  advanced  placement  courses  and  tests  in  U.  S.  History  and  Modern  European  History.  Every  year, 
more  graduates  are  obtaining  college  credits  for  their  advanced  placement  work.  The  department  is  proud  to 
maintain  such  a  high  standard  in  its  curriculum  offerings. 

Staffers  Mr.  John  Hickey  and  Mrs.  Eleanor  Mackinder  produced  a  stirring  Memorial  Day  assembly  featuring  a 
film  montage  of  past  wars,  a  rendition  of  "They  Did  Not  Die  In  Vain"  by  American  Legion  Navy  veteran  Herbert 
Church,  Michael  Wagner's  winning  Voice  of  Democracy  speech,  Special  Legion,  VFW,  and  auxiliary  guest,  and 
musical  and  chorus  selections. 

Showing  an  increase  of  367  visits,  school  nurses  recorded  9,355  health  room  visits.  Services  rendered  were 
vision  and  hearing  testing  and  necessary  referrals,  including  Project  Early,  Project  SPOKE,  and  scoliosis  screening  for 
grades  5-9.  Periodic  pediculosis  checks  were  also  given. 

The  Music  Department,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  William  J.  MacMullen,  Jr.,  was  again  very  active  with  the 
Marching  Band  performing  at  football  games,  Band  Day  at  the  University  of  Connecticut,  and  the  Quincy 
Christmas  parade,  placing  third,  and  drum  majors,  Jessica  Merrill  and  Matthew  Zawasky  winning  top  honors. 

The  L.  G.  Nourse,  J.  C.  Solmonese,  Middle,  and  High  Schools  all  presented  instrumental,  choral,  or  Thespian 
performances  during  the  year,  especially  during  the  holidays.  The  Fifth  Annual  Band  and  Chorus  Festivals 
played  to  capacity  audiences  in  May. 

Outstanding  performances  this  year  were:  Jennifer  Curran  (clarinet)  for  the  High  School  District  Festival  at 
Bridgewater  State;  Andrew  Hamlen  (chorus,  bass,  and  band),  Daniel  Rhodes  (bass  clarinet),  Jamie  Klawitter 
(horn)  for  the  Junior  High  District  Festival  at  Mansfield  High  School;  band  members  Stephanie  Poirier  (flute), 
Keri  Charles  (flute),  Christina  Maginnis  (flute),  Jennifer  Curran  (clarinet),  Karen  Hancock  (clarinet),  Kristen 
Bischoff  (clarinet),  Michelle  Poirot  (clarinet),  Moira  Moran  (hom),  Diane  Huntress  (horn),  Jill  Larocque  (soprano), 
Kim  Marks  (alto),  and  Andrew  Hamlen  (bass),  all  for  High  School  SEMSBA  at  Dighton-Rehoboth  High  School. 

Junior  High  SEMSBA  were:  Jaime  Klawitter  (horn),  Sarah  Principe  (clarinet),  Daniel  Rhodes  (bass 
clarinet),  Virginia  Jerome  (flute),  Amber  Peters  (oboe),  Erin  Maginnis  (oboe),  Rebecca  Bischoff  (soprano),  Kelley 
Jackson  (soprano),  Cheryl  Temple  (soprano),  Katie  Weisman  (soprano),  and  Jeremy  Anufrom  (bass). 

The  High  School  chorus  and  band  played  at  the  September  22, 1991,  dedication  of  the  new  town  library.  The 
Band  Parents  and  Norton  Arts  Council  sponsored  band  field  trips  to  Symphony  Hall  and  the  Youth  Concert  series  in 
Boston. 

The  Memorial  Day  parade  and  assemblies  featured  the  Norton  "Lancer"  Marching  Band  and  the  Norton 
Middle  School  Band.  The  High  School  units  also  performed  at  the  86th  Commencement  Exercises  in  which  127 
seniors  graduated. 

English  Department  chairman,  Mrs.  Dolores  Robbins,  reported  that  her  department  continued  to  emphasize 
writing  and  literary  development.  Three  issues  of  "Local  Colour",  the  school's  literary  arts  magazine,  Keri  Lynn 
Charles'  winning  a  place  at  the  N.  E.  Young  Writers'  Conference,  and  Thomas  Howell's  third  place  finish  in  the 
ALA  Essay  contest,  all  reflect  the  improved  quality  of  creative  writing  from  the  students. 

Mrs.  Jacqueline  Hensely  successfully  incorporated  creative  expression  into  college  and  noncollege  level 


classes:  The  Great  American  Mail  Race,  a  letter  writing  project;  collaborative  poetry  writing  using  music  and  art 
and  sharing  with  third  grade  students  at  the  JCS;  Breakfast  with  the  Poets;  biolographical  writing,  and  journal 
writing.  These  will  continue  as  part  of  the  English  curriculum. 

Students  are  again  being  assigned  summer  reading  to  boost  comprehension  and  reading  enjoyment.  With  20 
seniors  taking  advanced  placement  English  4  exams  and  SAT/ACH  scores  above  the  national,  state,  and  New 
England  average,  the  English  Department  continues  to  maintain  its  high  standards. 

Mrs.  Diane  Martin,  Science  Department  chairman  and  Peer  Leadership  co-advisor,  highlighted  the 
involvement  of  teachers  and  students  in  numerous  scientific  and  health-related  activities. 

William  Jordan,  honor  graduate,  won  the  science  award  for  the  highest  four-year  average,  while  Chad 
Solomon  took  the  JFK  science  award  for  his  achievements.  Junior  and  top-ranked,  Michael  Wagner,  won  both  the 
Bausch  and  Lomb  and  the  Rensselaer  awards  as  the  outstanding  math  and  science  student  of  his  class. 

Staffer  Mr.  Peter  Leddy,  who  has  traveled  to  Europe  and  Hawaii  with  summer  science  grants,  will 
participate  in  a  "Water  Workshop"  this  July  in  California.  Mr.  Leddy,  in  conjunction  with  the  Honors  Earth 
Science  curriculum,  took  students  on  field  trips  to  local  Norton  sites  where  concepts  could  be  illustrated.  Other 
students  worked  with  the  Norton  Conservation  Commission  on  water  quality  at  the  Wading  River,  and  they  were 
involved  in  Alcohol  Awareness  Week.  Mrs.  Martin  integrated  Peer  Leadership  and  SADD  programs  and  activities 
dealing  with  substance  abuse  into  the  biology  curriculum.  Mrs.  Claire  Ford,  counselor,  co-chaired  SADD  and  Peer 
Leadership. 

In  April,  the  department  celebrated  Earth  Day  with  video  watching  on  current  issues,  an  interdisciplinary 
project  between  biology  and  art  students,  and  a  lecture  on  rain  forests  by  Wheaton's  Dr.  John  Krischer. 

Staffers  and  students  also  judged  science  fairs  at  the  L.G.  Nourse  and  J.  C.  Solmonese  schools.  Additionally, 
staffers  also  served  as  class  advisors,  coaches  in  volleyball  and  Softball,  Advisory  Board  members  to  the  National 
Honor  Society,  the  Recycling  Committee,  the  Health  Committee,  the  Steering  Committee,  the  In-service 
Committee,  the  Flower  Fund,  and  other  organizations. 

Students  in  Science  Olympiad  were  successful  in  several  mini-competitions  against  other  schools  in  the 
Southeastern  League. 

Mrs.  Eileen  Kieser,  Math  Department  chair,  reported  no  change  in  the  curriculum  during  the  1991-1992  year, 
but  an  encouraging  increase,  20  seniors,  in  the  number  of  students  taking  calculus,  including  Henning  Hesse,  exchange 
student  from  Germany.  Also,  three  seniors  took  an  independent  study  course  in  advanced  Pascal. 

The  Data  General  computer  lab  presented  students  with  five  basic  language  courses  and  one  in  Pascal.  Also, 
the  newspaper  utilized  the  lab  for  their  publication. 

The  computer  applications  courses  were  taught  in  the  Apple  He  lab.  In  March,  it  was  decided  to  buy  17  new 
Macintosh  LC  computers  to  replace  the  existing  Apple  lab.  The  computers  will  be  used  by  the  entire  school  as  a 
writing  lab  and  learning  center  for  computer  assisted  instruction.  Software  is  being  purchased  with  EEO  grant 
money.  The  Apple  lie  computers  are  being  given  to  the  elementary  and  middle  schools. 

The  department  prepared  seniors  for  the  January  State  Assessment  test,  readying  them  for  open-ended 
questions.  In  SAT  scores  for  the  Class  of  1991,  seniors  placed  seven  points  below  the  national  norm  and  three  behind 
Massachusetts.  However,  the  girls  averaged  464,  eleven  points  above  the  national  norm  and  fourth  best  score  at 
Norton  since  1974.  In  the  Math  Achievement  tests,  seniors  of  1991  averaged  519  of  math  level  1  and  625  on  math 
level  2.  For  the  class  of  1993,  the  girls  on  their  October  1992  PSAT's  again  topped  the  National,  New  England,  and 
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Massachusetts  average,  contradicting  the  opinion  that  girls  lag  behind  the  boys  in  math  skills  and  ability. 
Because  the  boys  of  the  Class  of  1993  were  slightly  below  average  in  math  in  the  PSAT's,  the  80  students  averaged 
0.4  of  a  point  behind  the  Massachusetts  average  and  0.8  behind  the  national  average. 

In  October,  Mrs.  Eileen  Kieser  and  Mrs.  Karen  Boucher  again  offered  a  one  week  course  in  SAT  preparation. 
With  three  seniors  scoring  over  700,  ten  over  600,  and  22  over  500,  the  effort  was  very  rewarding. 

The  Norton  High  School  Math  Team  competed  in  the  NEML  and  the  SMML  leagues  with  a  good  third  place 
finish  in  both. 

After  careful  research,  the  department  chose  the  Prentice  Hall  Algebra  I  textbook  which  stresses  application 
and  problem  solving  strategies  over  rote  memorization  and  drill.  Meetings  are  being  held  this  spring  and  summer  to 
facilitate  its  use  starting  in  September,  1992. 

Staffer  Mrs.  Joan  Vital  has  been  selected  by  the  Massachusetts  College  of  Teachers  to  participate  in  a  summer 
Harvard  University  program  dealing  with  interdisciplinary  teaching.  She  will  also  continue  with  her  summer 
program  at  Rutgers  University. 

The  following  outstanding  Junior  Class  Spanish  students  were  admitted  into  the  Spanish  Honor  Society:  Keri 
Charles,  Stephanie  Drunsic,  Amy  Frazier,  Jonathan  Lovely,  Lisa  Ramos,  and  Heather  Watters.  Sophomore 
inductees  were  Kristen  Bischoff,  Christina  Maginnis,  Seth  McEttrick,  Jennifer  Curran,  Jennifer  Navedo,  Aimee 
Titus,  Andre  Mills,  and  Beverly  George. 

Ending  their  third  year  as  members  of  the  Pilgrim  Conference  in  the  South  Shore  League,  coaches  and  Lancer 
athletes  look  forward  to  keen  competition  and  a  bright  future  in  the  Conference. 

Student  athletes  participated  in  the  South  Shore  League's  substance  abuse  and  Sportsmanship  Conference  at 
East  Bridgewater  High  School,  with  featured  speakers  Tom  Hermanowski,  Wayland  football  coach,  and  Dan 
Shaughnessy,  Boston  Globe  reporter. 

First  year  girls'  soccer  coach,  Mr.  Kevin  MacCaffrie,  led  the  girls  to  their  most  successful  season.  The  boys 
ended  their  season  on  a  high  note  with  a  win  over  Cohassct. 

Mr.  Peter  Leddy,  science  teacher  and  new  girls'  volleyball  coach,  led  the  girls  to  another  fine  record.  The 
Cross  Country  program  began  a  new  chapter  in  Norton  High  School  athletics  with  its  first  all  girls  team.  They 
competed  in  league  dual  meets  and  in  the  All-League  meet  at  Rockland  Country  Club. 

Sparked  by  an  under-the-lights  win  at  Hanover  High  School,  coach  Larry  Larocque's  gridmen  posted  another 
winning  season.  The  boys'  and  girls'  hoop  teams  both  finished  in  second  place  in  their  divisions.  Rachel  Sayce  had 
her  stellar  year  crowned  with  a  Boston  Globe  All-Scholastic  team  honor. 

For  the  second  time  in  two  years,  the  Girls'  Softball  team  qualified  for  State  Tourney  play.  Despite  failing  to 
qualify  for  State  Tourney  play  for  only  the  first  time  in  15  years,  coach  David  Mollica's  baseball  team  again  posted 
a  winning  season. 

Thanks  to  the  fund-raising  efforts  of  coach  Albert  Nuttall  and  the  generosity  of  Norton  High  School  grad  and 
Country  Club  owner,  Fred  Bottomley,  who  suspended  green  fees,  the  Golf  team  was  able  to  continue  league  play. 

The  Boys'  Track  team  finished  their  dual  meet  season  with  a  6-3  record.  Both  the  girls'  and  boys'  teams  set 
their  sights  on  the  South  Shore  Principals'  meet,  the  State  Sectional,  and  State  Finals. 

Under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Veronica  Gagnon,  the  National  Honor  Society  presented  these  scholarships, 
Awards  Night,  May  26th:  Susan  Catalfamo,  Jessica  Murray,  Leiah  Myers,  all  $300;  and  Heather  Mello,  Tina 
Thompson,  and  Julianna  Wheeler,  all  $200.  The  moneys  were  raised  by  Art  Honor  Society  students  from  hand- 
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painted  pumpkins  and  T-shirts,  greeting  cards,  stationery,  and  holiday  window  painting  for  local  businesses. 

These  art  students  won  the  following  awards:  Susan  Catalfamo  and  Julianna  Wheeler,  the  Winslow  Homer 
award  for  outstanding  artistic  achievement;  April  Breach  and  Tina  Thompson,  the  Georgia  O'Keeffe  award  for 
outstanding  artistic  promise;  Jessica  Murray,  President,  and  Leiah  Myers,  Secretary,  the  National  Art  Honor 
Society  award  for  outstanding  service  to  the  society. 

In  November,  a  very  successful  Homecoming  semi  formal  was  sponsored  by  the  National,  Art,  and  Spanish 
Honor  Societies,  along  with  the  Student  Council. 

In  December,  art  students  went  to  New  York  where  they  viewed  the  world  famous  Cloisters  of  the 
Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art,  toured  Rockerfeller  Center,  and  received  a  guided  tour  of  Ellis  Island. 

In  January,  Wheaton  College  hosted  a  "Celebrate  Art  '92  Show"  with  the  exhibition  of  the  best  art  work  of 
Norton  school  system's  students.  Professor  Ann  Murray  of  Wheaton  and  Mrs.  Gagnon  directed  the  show. 

In  April,  the  Art  Honor  Society  inducted  13  new  members,  along  with  School  Committee  Chairperson,  Mrs. 
Margaret  F.  Myers,  as  an  honorary  member. 

Throughout  the  year,  student  art  work  was  displayed  in  the  Art  Room,  the  library,  and  the  school  foyer. 
Also,  various  ceiling  tiles  were  painted  and  placed  throughout  the  building. 

Mrs.  Gagnon  also  had  the  pleasure  of  nominating  Adria  Carter,  a  junior,  for  Art  All-State  and  Statewide 
competition. 

Finally,  despite  last  year's  reductions  in  staff,  programs,  and  services,  the  entire  Norton  High  School  staff 
took  pride  in  the  accomplishments  of  the  1991-1992  year.  It  expresses  hope  that  the  Town  and  State  will  continue  to 
see  education  as  a  vital  need  for  our  children's  future  for  the  end  of  the  20th  Century  and  the  beginning  of  the  21st 
Century. 

NORTON  MIDDLE  SCHOOL  Mr.  Stanley  Koss,  Principal 

Mr.  Brian  Friary,  Assistant  Principal 

The  Norton  Middle  School  year  began  with  a  number  of  substantial  changes  resulting  from  a  reduction  in  the 
overall  school  budget.  Although  our  school  enrollment  increased  by  45  students,  seven  less  teachers  were  available 
to  instruct  the  students.  One  whole  team  of  teachers  was  eliminated.  A  team  of  teachers  consists  of  a  reading, 
English,  math,  and  science  teacher.  As  a  result,  five  teams  of  teachers  taught  the  students  this  year  compared  to  six 
teams  last  year.  In  addition,  teachers  of  industrial  arts  and  home  economics  were  not  renewed  resulting  in  the 
elimination  of  wood,  metal,  cooking,  and  sewing  class  for  all  the  students.  One  special  needs  teacher  was  also  not 
renewed  resulting  in  a  restructuring  of  special  needs  services  for  students  requiring  special  education.  As  a  result  of 
these  reductions,  class  size  increased  and  less  educational  opportunities  were  available  to  the  students. 

A  good  deal  of  curriculum  work  was  once  again  accomplished  by  the  staff  during  the  school  year.  The  Project 
Fair  Committee  streamlined  the  activities  of  this  program  during  regular  meetings  throughout  the  year.  All 
students  participated  in  this  meaningful  activity  choosing  an  area  of  in-depth  study  and  research  on  their  own  and 
assisted  by  a  mentor  of  their  choice.  One  hundred  seventy  three  students  were  chosen  to  exhibit  their  projects  at  a 
special  evening  program  held  in  February. 

A  committee  of  teachers  evaluated  and  selected  a  new  gTade  7  pre-algebra  textbook  using  a  specially  designed 
textbook  review  instrument  after  presentations  by  representatives  of  various  publishing  companies.  A  special 
"Math  Counts  Week"  was  developed  and  implemented  by  Dr.  Richard  Zusman,  Math,  Science  and  Social  Studies 
Coordinator,  and  the  math  teachers,  to  heighten  the  interest  in  all  the  students  in  the  study  of  math.  A  special 
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graduate  course  in  math  motivation  taught  by  Professor  Mahesh  Sharma  of  Cambridge  College  was  attended  by 
many  math  teachers.  Many  of  her  methods  such  as  the  use  of  fraction  machines,  algebra  body  movements,  and 
cusinnaire  rods  have  been  implemented  in  our  math  programs. 

In  addition,  the  Massachusetts  State  Assessment  test  was  reviewed,  and  students  were  prepared  to  take 
special  "open  ended"  math  questions  which  appeared  in  the  spring  1992  tests. 

In  the  area  of  science,  a  Recycling  Committee  was  convened  to  study  this  issue  and  to  determine  how  and 
where  recycling  could  be  addressed  in  our  present  curriculum.  This  is  a  world-wide  problem,  and  the  youth  of  today 
must  be  taught  how  to  properly  recycle  products  to  maintain  a  healthy  balance  of  nature  in  the  world  now  and  in 
the  years  ahead.  A  district-wide  recycling  program  was  established  along  with  a  special  Earth  Day  celebration  to 
sensitize  the  students  to  this  issue.  Special  instructional  activities  were  developed  and  informative  guest  speakers 
from  the  United  States  Environmental  Protection  Agency  spoke  to  our  students  about  super  fund  sites,  recycling,  and 
air  pollution. 

Many  of  our  students  chose  to  do  science  related  projects  as  their  Project  Fair  activities.  Nine  of  the  students' 
projects  were  of  sufficient  quality  to  qualify  them  for  participation  in  the  Region  III  Science  Fair  held  at  Bristol 
Community  College  in  March.  At  this  fair,  students'  projects  are  in  competition  against  hundreds  of  others  that 
rank  among  the  best  from  other  schools  in  Bristol  County.  Our  students  performed  very  well  at  this  competition. 
Jaime  Klawitter's  project  on  the  Rain  Forest  won  honorable  mention,  Patrick  Drane's  project  on  Regular  Polygons 
won  third  place  and  Steven  Wright's  project  on  Sudden  Infant  Death  Syndrome  won  a  first  place.  In  addition,  Abby 
Bryksa's  project  on  the  Transmission  of  AIDS  won  two  special  awards:  the  highest  scoring  junior  project  in 
hemotology  and  an  award  for  the  project  that  best  exemplified  the  scientific  method.  Special  thanks  goes  to  Diane 
Giordano,  science  teacher,  who  coordinates  this  activity  for  our  school. 

In  the  area  of  social  studies,  several  supplementary  instructional  materials  were  procured  to  provide  up-to- 
date  information  to  the  students  on  the  new  "Soviet  Republic"  along  with  adjusting  to  all  the  changes  taking  place 
in  Eastern  Europe.  Dan  Wasserman,  a  nationally  renowned  political  cartoonist  from  the  Boston  Globe,  visited  our 
school  and  addressed  many  grade  8  students  on  the  topic  of  political  cartoons,  their  development,  and  their 
potential  impact  on  public  opinion.  As  a  result  of  this  activity,  Jay  Zawislak,  a  grade  8  student,  entered  a  national 
contest  on  political  cartooning  and  was  chosen  a  winner.  He  will  have  his  cartoon  published  in  a  book,  and  copies  of 
the  book  will  be  presented  to  him  and  to  our  school.  The  Norton  Veterans'  Council  once  again  sponsored  and  judged 
our  Annual  Gettysburg  Address  contest.  Amber  Peters  was  the  winner  and  presented  this  address  at  our  Annual 
Memorial  Day  assemblies.  Also  to  be  noted  are  the  contributions  of  Mr.  Ralph  Rubin,  a  retired  Norton  social  studies 
teacher.  Mr.  Rubin  has  guest  lectured  to  many  of  our  grade  8  classes  on  a  number  of  important  U.  S.  History  topics 
along  with  giving  the  main  address  at  our  Memorial  Day  assemblies.  He  has  provided  much  enrichment  to  our 
students.  We  are  indebted  to  him  for  his  many  contributions  to  our  school  and  students. 

Relating  to  our  computer  science  program,  a  systemwide  committee  evaluated  our  present  program  and 
adjusted  its  scope  and  sequence  based  upon  students'  increasing  knowledge  and  understanding  of  computers.  Through 
Equal  Educational  Opportunity  funds,  additional  computer  equipment  was  purchased  for  the  schools.  The  Middle 
School  received  5  Apple  computers  from  the  High  School  whose  equipment  was  replaced  with  more  up-to-date 
computers  to  better  meet  the  needs  of  the  Norton  High  School  students.  During  the  month  of  May,  three  students, 
accompanied  by  Mr.  Charles  Brown,  our  computer  teacher,  and  Dr.  Zusman,  made  a  presentation  at  the  State  House 
in  Boston  as  part  of  Masscue's  "Kids  and  Computers  92"  exhibit.  Mr.  Brown  also  worked  closely  with  students  during 
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the  Project  Fair  to  assist  them  in  using  the  computers  to  more  efficiently  develop  their  reports. 

A  substance  abuse  week  was  also  held  to  once  again  sensitize  students  to  the  tremendous  dangers  of  the  abuse 
of  drugs  and  alcohol.  Through  collaboration  with  the  Bristol  County  District  Attorney's  office,  a  four  session  mock 
trial  program  was  held  for  our  eighth  graders.  Special  programs  and  speakers  were  also  provided  for  grades  6  and  7 
students  along  with  sponsorship  of  parental  and  teacher  workshops.  In  grade  6,  besides  special  speakers,  peer 
leaders  consisting  of  High  School  students  met  with  the  students  in  homerooms  to  discuss  peer  pressure  to  use  tobacco 
or  drugs,  alcohol  problems  in  a  family,  and  to  whom  do  students  turn  to  for  help  if  they  experience  problems  in  these 
areas.  This  was  the  first  year  of  this  program,  and  it  was  well  received  by  the  students. 

In  the  language  arts  curriculum,  the  theme  for  the  year  was  "The  Pursuit  of  Happiness".  This  phrase  was 
taken  from  the  Declaration  of  Independence  and  was  chosen  as  a  title  to  describe  the  theme  that  dealt  with  multi- 
cultural education.  Students  were  exposed  to  their  own  ethnic  heritage,  as  well  as  the  cultural  backgrounds  of  other 
students.  Throughout  the  year,  students  were  encouraged  and  engaged  in  a  wide  variety  of  activities  including 
autobiographies,  family  trees,  research  reports  on  specific  countries,  histories  of  flags,  traditions,  customs,  foods, 
music,  and  art.  The  students  gained  an  overall  perspective  of  the  development  of  this  country  from  the  discovery  of 
Columbus  in  1492,  through  the  present  day  -  five  hundred  years  of  history,  literature,  drama,  the  arts,  and  politics. 

Language  arts  teachers  were  also  provided  a  guide  to  teaching  spelling  based  upon  the  most  current  research. 
Teachers  were  encouraged  to  build  their  own  spelling  curriculum  by  using  high  utility  word  lists  and  personal  lists 
of  the  students. 

This  year,  the  Prentice  Hall  literature  series  was  set  completely  in  place  for  all  grades.  This  exceptional 
anthology  contains  some  of  the  world's  best  literature  along  with  providing  opportunities  for  a  wealth  of  whole 
language  activities  for  the  students. 

During  the  year,  the  Norton  Grange  invited  eighth  graders  to  enter  an  essay  contest  using  the  topic  The 
American  Dream.  Many  students  participated  and  were  honored  at  a  special  Grange  meeting  in  the  fall.  In 
addition,  the  Attleboro  Knights  of  Columbus  once  again  invited  grades  7  and  8  students  to  enter  its  essay  contest 
using  the  topic:  Why  Did  Christopher  Columbus  Tourney  to  the  New  World?  Many  of  our  students  were  also 
winners  in  this  contest.  They  were  honored  at  a  special  dinner  in  May  and  presented  over  $700  in  savings  bonds  as 
their  prizes. 

In  the  area  of  special  needs,  82  students  received  services.  The  services  were  provided  by  four  moderate 
special  needs  teachers,  a  part-time  speech  and  language  pathologist,  a  part-time  school  psychologist,  and  a 
Chapter  766  chairperson/school  adjustment  counselor. 

The  services  included  academic  assistance  to  students  with  learning  disabilities;  an  Alternative  Learning 
Program  providing  a  highly  structured  learning  environment  with  small  group  instruction  in  academics,  life  skills, 
computer,  and  vocational  skills;  and  a  Structured  Resource  Program  designed  to  increase  academic  achievement  and 
improve  interpersonal  relationship  skills  of  students. 

Speech  and  language,  counseling,  and  adaptive  physical  education  services  were  also  provided  to  students. 

The  Middle  School  staff  worked  diligently  to  increase  their  teaching  skills  during  the  year.  Eleven  of  the 
staff  began  working  on  advanced  degrees.  Many  of  the  ideas  studied  in  their  graduate  programs  have  already  been 
implemented  within  their  classrooms.  In  addition,  four  in-service  days  were  set  aside  to  provide  workshops  to  the 
staff  on  cooperative  learning,  substance  abuse,  stress  management,  CPR,  and  other  timely  topics.  Four  teachers  and 
Mr.  Koss  attended  a  four  day  training  series  for  middle  grade  school  teams  at  the  College  of  the  Holy  Cross 
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sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education.  They  were  one  of  20  teams  attending  from  across  the 
state.  In  the  same  vein,  our  school  applied  to  be  a  charter  member  of  the  Middle  Grade  Regional  Alliance  Network, 
a  State  Department  of  Education  initiative  bringing  middle  schools  together  with  universities  and  private 
businesses  to  improve  the  quality  of  school  programs  for  early  adolescents.  Our  school  was  fortunate  enough  to  be 
chosen  to  be  a  member  of  this  group  along  with  nine  other  middle  schools  and  the  SMARTS  collaborative.  Our  gTOup 
is  called  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Middle  School  Alliance.  Our  first  official  meeting  was  held  in  May  at 
Bridgewater  State  College. 

Once  again,  members  of  Norton  Middle  School  Parent  Advisory  Board,  through  their  interest  in  school 
programs  and  conscientious  efforts,  provided  opportunities  for  all  our  students  to  grow  educationally  and  be 
recognized  for  their  positive  efforts  and  accomplishments.  Because  of  the  success  of  fund-raising  which  the  Board 
sponsored,  all  students  of  the  school  were  able  to  go  on  field  trips.  Special  recognition  pins  for  honor  roll  students 
and  students  of  the  month  were  purchased  by  the  Board  to  be  presented  to  these  deserving  students.  Nine  students 
were  assisted  financially  to  participate  in  enriching  summer  programs.  The  Board  also  sponsored  five  grade  8 
students  to  participate  in  a  competitive  writing  contest,  purchased  reading  materials  for  the  Guidance  Department 
of  special  interest  to  early  adolescents,  and  led  a  drive  that  resulted  in  our  biology  classes  receiving  special 
instructional  kits  of  the  human  body  from  the  Scott  Paper  Company.  These  contributions,  among  others,  are  deeply 
appreciated  by  the  staff  and  students  of  the  school. 

Many  activities  exist  in  the  Middle  School  to  promote  positive  recognition  of  the  efforts  of  students  to  do 
their  best.  The  goals  of  trying  to  do  one's  best  and  working  hard  as  a  student  are  always  encouraged  among  the 
students.  Each  term,  honor  rolls  are  posted  in  each  team  area  and  in  various  newspapers.  In  June,  113  students  and 
their  parents  were  invited  to  attend  a  special  honors  breakfast  recognizing  the  positive  academic  achievements  of 
these  students.  Dr.  Maurice  J.  Splaine,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  addressed  the  students  and  presented  them  with 
certificates  of  achievement  and  honor  roll  pins.  During  the  year,  students  of  the  month  are  chosen  on  the  basis  of 
doing  their  best,  cooperating  with  their  peers  and  teachers,  and  being  all  around  good  citizens.  They  and  their 
parents  were  honored  at  three  special  breakfasts  and  assemblies.  Each  received  a  special  certificate  recognizing 
their  selection  at  a  full  school  assembly.  All  the  students  were  addressed  this  year  at  these  various  assemblies  by 
Mrs.  Margaret  Myers,  School  Committee  Chairperson;  Mr.  Paul  Walsh,  Bristol  County  District  Attorney;  and 
Shawn  McCarthy  from  the  New  England  Patriots.  These  special  speakers  reinforced  the  importance  of  the 
qualities  for  which  the  students  were  selected. 

Many  students  once  again  participated  in  a  wide  variety  of  Student  Council  activities.  All  homerooms  elect  a 
representative  for  Student  Council  each  year  in  the  early  fall.  In  addition  to  these  representatives,  the  monthly 
meetings  are  open  to  all  students  who  wish  to  participate  in  other  capacities.  This  year,  the  Student  Council 
sponsored  a  wide  variety  of  school,  social,  and  civic  activities.  Through  the  efforts  of  the  Council,  donations  were 
made  to  CARE,  the  Pine  Street  Inn,  and  the  Norton  Santa  Fund.  The  Council  also  manned  the  snack  bar  for  all 
basketball  games  attended  by  an  average  of  150  students  and  sponsored  a  school  wide  Pizza  Party  at  the  conclusion 
of  the  basketball  season.  Spirit  and  Pride  Week  was  coordinated  by  the  Council,  along  with  a  student  exchange 
program  with  Beckwith  Middle  School  of  Rehoboth.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  members  took  a  special  trip  to  the 
State  House  in  Boston  and  met  Representative  Philip  Travis  and  Senator  William  Keating.  They  also  hosted  a 
"Sundae  Party"  in  June  for  various  members  of  the  business  community  who  helped  support  their  social  activities. 

The  Music  Department  performed  in  a  variety  of  programs  and  assemblies  once  again  this  year.  Over  200 


students  participated  in  our  band,  chorus,  and  chime  group  activities.  The  band  and  chorus  were  directed  by  Mr. 
William  MacMullen,  Supervisor  of  Music,  and  the  chime  group  performed  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Karen 
Schofield,  Middle  School  music  teacher.  These  groups  performed  at  our  annual  Christmas  Concerts.  During  the 
Spring  Concert,  performed  in  conjunction  with  the  High  School,  the  students  performed  to  capacity  audiences  with 
standing  room  only. 

The  Middle  School  was  once  again  a  member  of  the  Massasoit  Basketball  League,  along  with  schools  from 
Bridgewater,  Dighton,  Middleboro,  Raynham,  Rehoboth,  Seekonk,  Swansea,  and  Somerset.  Our  boys'  team, 
coached  by  Mr.  David  Mollica,  had  a  successful  year  ending  with  a  15-6  record.  The  girls'  team,  coached  by  Mrs. 
Janet  Wagner,  was  league  champion  with  a  15-0  league  record.  At  each  home  game,  they  were  cheered  on  by  our 
capable  cheerleaders,  coached  by  Miss  Kendra  Duffy,  grade  8  English  teacher.  All  the  students  represented  our 
school  and  community  in  a  positive  fashion,  and  we  are  proud  of  their  efforts  and  achievements. 

Besides  involvement  in  all  the  previously  mentioned  activities,  each  team,  at  various  times  of  the  year,  was 
involved  in  activities  specific  only  to  its  team  or  grade  level. 

Team  I  conducted  an  Economics  Fair  involving  the  entire  school  as  part  of  a  social  studies  unit.  The  funds 
raised  were  used  to  provide  an  enrichment  assembly  in  June  for  all  students.  Mrs.  Natalie  MacDonald's  class 
created  a  special  rain  forest  in  her  room  while  studying  environmental  awareness  issues.  Literature  appreciation 
was  encouraged  through  special  book  reports  in  reading. 

Team  II  continued  its  traditional  success  in  winning  the  Lancer  Trophy  for  best  team  spirit  for  the  first  half  of 
the  school  year.  Mrs.  Kathryn  Forrester,  science  teacher,  led  a  very  successful  "Marsville  Project"  bringing  many 
students  to  Framingham  State  College  where  the  students  constructed  a  living  environment  for  the  planet  of  Mars. 
In  June,  these  students  presented  a  special  program  to  elementary  students  on  this  topic. 

Team  III  students  attended  a  special  performance  at  the  Trinity  Repertory  Company  in  Providence  entitled 
"Fences"  in  conjunction  with  its  study  of  Black  America  during  the  month  of  February.  In  addition,  Miss  Nelson's 
homeroom  once  again  was  the  top  performing  homeroom  in  the  candy  sale  effort  of  the  Parent  Advisory  Board  in 
the  early  fall. 

Team  IV  was  a  mixed  team  of  grade  7  and  8  students,  and,  through  the  efforts  of  all,  this  new  arrangement 
worked  out  well.  Many  guest  speakers  visited  this  team  during  the  year.  Under  Mrs.  Lynne  Nivica's  direction,  the 
eighth  graders  made  a  special  trip  to  Brockton  Superior  Court  in  conjunction  with  their  study  of  the  Bill  of  Rights. 
Mrs.  Joyce  Sherman,  math  teacher,  involved  many  students  with  the  Math  Team.  Mrs.  Saundra  Perez  coached  Erin 
Maginnis  to  a  special  third  prize  in  a  Future  Problem  Solvers  Writing  Competition,  and  Mrs.  Diane  Giordano, 
science  teacher,  coordinated  student  participation  in  the  Region  III  Science  Fair. 

Team  V  made  a  special  trip  to  the  Zeiterion  Theater  in  New  Bedford  to  attend  an  informative  and 
educational  performance  of  "The  Freedom  Train"  which  portrayed  the  famous  underground  railroad  historical 
figure,  Harriet  Tubman.  The  yearbook  activity  was  led  by  Miss  Marie  Rapoza,  reading  teacher,  and  a  staff  of  able 
and  reliable  students.  The  Middle  School  yearbook  is  always  eagerly  awaited  for  by  all  the  students  of  the  school. 
In  the  spring,  Mrs.  Roberta  Burke,  science  teacher,  took  some  students  to  a  special  program  at  the  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology  that  studied  blood  and  plasma. 

This  report  could  go  on  endlessly  documenting  the  various  activities  and  programs  of  the  year.  The  students 
and  staff  experienced  a  successful  and  positive  school  year.  I  thank  all  the  staff  -  clerical,  teachers,  cafeteria,  and 
custodians  for  their  special  efforts  in  making  the  school  year  a  positive  and  productive  one  for  students.  It  takes  a 
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team  effort  and  cooperation  from  all  to  experience  success. 

L.  G.  NOURSE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL...Mr.  K.  Gerald  Smith,  Principal 

On  September  6,  1991,  427  children  were  welcomed  back  to  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School  by  a  smaller,  but  still 
enthusiastic  faculty.  The  following  positions  were  eliminated:  transitional  class,  a  reading  teacher,  and  a 
custodian.  The  children  also  experienced  a  reduction  in  physical  education  classes.  As  the  year  began,  Mrs.  Cathy 
Dunn,  an  instructional  aide  in  the  Special  Needs  Department,  retired  after  14  years  of  service.  Mrs.  Dunn's  position 
was  filed  by  Mrs.  Judy  LaConte.  In  an  effort  to  help  the  depleted  Reading  Department,  Mrs.  Lorinda  O'Connell  was 
reassigned  to  the  Chapter  I  Program.  This  position  was  filled  after  Mrs.  Rukstalis  was  transferred  to  the  Norton 
Middle  School. 

Under  the  leadership  of  the  curriculum  coordinators,  Mr.  William  Ferrara  and  Dr.  Richard  Zusman,  several 
new  programs  and  numerous  in-service  workshops  were  conducted.  The  theme  for  the  year,  "Pursuit  of  Happiness", 
which  tied  families'  ethnic  origins  into  the  curriculum,  was  introduced  to  the  children  by  numerous  displays  of 
ethnic  culture.  We  all  learned  about  our  neighbors  around  the  world.  All  grade  1  children  began  working  in  a  new 
reading  series  that,  as  the  year  progressed,  proved  to  be  immensely  popular.  Sadly,  the  continued  economic  climate 
will  eliminate  the  curriculum  coordinators  positions.  The  things  they  do  for  the  staff  and  children  will  be  missed. 
The  reading  themes  from  Mr.  Ferrara  over  the  past  years  have  focused  the  school  in  directions  that  bring  out  the 
best  in  reading  and  literature.  Dr.  Zusman's  science  fairs,  math  activities,  social  study  speakers,  and  week  of 
science  activities  that  expand  the  child's  day  will  be  missed.  We  thank  Mr.  Ferrara  and  Dr.  Zusman  for  their 
years  of  service  to  the  children  of  Norton. 

The  P.T.A.,  directed  by  Mrs.  Esther  O'Dette  and  Mrs.  Barbara  Sisto,  continued  to  provide  valuable 
educational  opportunities  and  numerous  extras  for  all.  Each  class  was  provided  a  field  trip  which  matched  up  with 
class  learning  opportunities.  For  science,  grades  one  and  two  went  on  trips  to  The  Children's  Museum  and  the 
Aquarium;  for  social  studies,  gTade  three  went  on  their  annual  trip  to  Sturbridge  Village;  grade  four  went  to  the 
Brockton  Art  Museum  for  an  art  adventure  and  had  a  follow-up  session  with  an  artist  in  residence;  grade  five  went 
on  a  trip  to  the  circus  in  Providence  to  culminate  their  years  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School.  In  addition,  the  "Family 
Fun  Day"  was  held  in  September,  a  Recreational  Reading  Program  was  instituted,  "Breakfast  with  Santa"  was 
held  in  December,  the  Ice  Cream  Social  in  June,  and  the  Annual  Science  Fair  in  March.  Coordination  of  the 
Campbell's  products  for  redemption,  field  days  and  numerous  clerical  hours  were  donated  by  the  parents  in  the 
classrooms  and  library.  In  May,  an  addition  was  added  to  the  playground  that  was  originally  installed  in  the 
spring  of  1991.  This  brings  the  P.T.A.'s  donation  to  over  $25,000  to  the  town's  young  people  in  the  form  of  playground 
equipment.  The  children  are  truly  the  benefactors  of  the  generosity  of  their  parents'  time  and  effort. 

The  school's  units,  under  the  unit  leaders'  capable  direction,  continued  to  function  very  smoothly.  Mrs.  Joyce 
Cody  and  her  grade  1  unit  effectively  utilized  a  new  reading  series  which  incorporated  the  latest  in  reading  and 
writing  research.  The  grade  1  unit  welcomed  two  Wheaton  seniors  as  student  teachers.  Finally,  in  grade  1,  a  strong 
emphasis  on  whole  language  was  evidence  by  pen  pals  being  established  in  Ohio,  and  letters  were  sent  to  President 
Bush  with  a  great  number  of  them  written  and  typed  on  the  computers  with  assistance  from  some  of  the  fifth 
graders.  Grade  2/3  unit,  led  by  Mrs.  Gloria  Gregg,  also  welcomed  two  Wheaton  student  teachers.  They  continued 
with  their  strong  emphasis  on  writing  with  the  grade  2  classes  participating  in  the  "Great  Mail  Race".  Pen  pals 
were  established  in  all  50  states.  The  Massachusetts  Horticultural  Society  visited,  and  the  children  helped  plant 
a  cherry  tree.  In  grade  3,  the  strong  emphasis  on  Norton's  history  continues  with  visits  to  local  historical  sites.  A 
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great  deal  of  emphasis  was  placed  on  poetry  and  narrative  writing  compiled  to  strengthen  language  arts  and 
reading  activities.  Grades  4  and  5  are  coordinated  by  Mrs.  Janet  Andreasen.  This  unit  also  welcomed  one  Wheaton 
student  teacher.  Highlights  in  this  unit  included  the  initiation  of  recycling  materials  by  the  grade  5  science  classes 
in  school,  a  week  of  science  for  grade  4  with  guest  speakers  from  the  area  science  community,  the  grade  5  "Santa 
Knows  Best"  Christmas  show  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Slavinskas,  and  the  subsequent  visit  to  local  nursing  homes 
by  the  grade  5  children.  The  grade  4  children  participated  in  the  Massachusetts  Assessment  test.  These  are  just  a 
smidgen  of  the  activities  conducted  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School. 

In  March,  the  Annual  Science  Fair  afforded  80%  of  the  grade  3,  4,  and  5  children  an  opportunity  to 
demonstrate  their  interest  in  science.  This  is  a  completely  voluntary  activity  which  continues  to  grow  yearly  in 
participation  and  content.  The  Natalie  Gorczyca  awards  were  given  to  Timothy  LaConte,  James  Wetmore,  and 
Michael  McDavitt  in  grade  3;  Glenn  Miller  and  Matthew  Pereira  in  grade  4;  and  Katie  Lank  and  Adam  Anthony  in 
grade  5. 

The  school  would  not  be  the  special  place  it  is  without  the  large  number  of  special  activities  that  are  brought 
to  the  children.  These  activities  at  times  entertain,  but  always  educate  the  children  about  other  interests.  They 
are  sponsored  by  the  P.T.A.,  various  grants  such  as  the  Massachusetts  Arts  Lottery,  P.A.S.S.,  from  private 
corporations  such  as  McDonalds,  Great  Woods  Education  Foundation,  and  from  local  groups  like  the  Norton  Fire  and 
Police  Departments.  Some  of  the  assemblies  this  year  were:  Fit  Kids  Program,  Multiple  Sclerosis  Read-A-Thon, 
Franklin  Park  Zoo  Outreach  Program,  Black  History  Awareness  with  Valerie  Tuton,  Penny  Busch  "Say  No  to 
Drugs",  Officer  Phil  on  "Fire  Safety",  Ozzie  Alive  on  "Whales",  Bill  Schontz  "Be  Green",  "Jack  in  the  BeanStalk", 
the  Uncommon  Theater  "Puss  in  the  Boots",  the  Memorial  Day  assembly,  Mrs.  Wizard's  World  of  Science,  and  a 
mime  and  ballerina.  All  of  these  broaden  each  child's  perspective  of  the  world. 

We  thank  all  in  the  community  who  contributed  to  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School  and  made  the  school  year  so 
rewarding  for  the  children.

The  Joseph  C.  Solmonese  School  staff  and  the  Solmonese  Parent  Organization  worked  closely  to  provide 
enrichment  programs  and  materials  for  students.  The  Solmonese  School  has  been  extremely  appreciative  of  the 
numerous  parent  volunteers  who  assist  and  give  their  time  consistently  to  students.  This  year,  we  had  195  parent 
volunteers  with  the  largest  amount  in  kindergarten  which  had  69. 

The  Solmonese  School  and  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School  worked  to  plan,  schedule,  and  book  many  programs  to 
maximize  funds  and  provide  quality  programming.  The  following  programs  took  place:  Uncommon  Theater,  Puss 
and  Boots;  Judy  Buch  -  Puppets;  SMARTS  Collaborative,  Cabaret;  Officer  Phil  Program  sponsored  by  the  Norton 
Police  Department;  Mass.  Electric  A  to  Zap;  Bill  Shontz,  "Green  Up  Concert";  John  Kelliher,  The  Johnny  The  "K": 
Show  on  Positive  Behavior;  Fit  Kids;  "Montanaro  and  Montanaro"  -  Mime  and  Ballet. 

The  parent  organization  also  organized  and  collected  Campbell  soup  labels  in  order  to  acquire  playground 
equipment  and  computer  software.  They  raised  and  appropriated  the  funding  for  all  field  trips  for  kindergarten 
through  grade  5,  including  Project  Early  students.  This  year,  through  the  efforts  of  the  parent  organization,  a  copy 
machine  was  purchased  for  the  school.  The  continued  support,  effort,  and  enthusiasm  of  the  parent  organization 
provides  numerous  materials  and  special  programs  for  the  students  of  the  Solmonese  School. 

The  following  events  took  place  during  the  1991-1992  school  year: 
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In  September,  Kindergarten  Screening  was  held  for  all  students  attending  our  kindergarten.  Kindergarten 
Orientation  and  Kindergarten  Curriculum  Evening  were  given  for  all  parents.  Other  events  throughout  the  year 
that  directly  involved  the  kindergarten  were:  Kindergarten  registration  for  the  1992-1993  school  year,  Community 
Helpers'  Program,  annual  field  trip  to  the  Town  Hall  (Police  Fire  and  Highway  Departments),  and  the 
kindergarten  field  trip  to  the  Boston  Children's  Museum.  Kindergarten  students  had  the  opportunity  to  visit  the 
first  grade  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  and  J.  C.  Solmonese  Schools,  and  a  Kindergarten  Volunteer  Thank  You  was  held  in 
the  school  library.  All  students  in  grades  K-5  participated  in  a  Recreational  Reading  Program  sponsored  by  Ann 
Marie's  Pizza  Kitchen. 

For  grades  1-5,  our  Annual  Open  House  was  held  on  September  26th.  During  this  time,  each  teacher 
explained  the  curriculum  and  the  expectations  for  students.  The  Fire  Department  held  a  demonstration  and 
discussion  during  Fire  Prevention  Week,  Parent-Teacher  Conferences  were  held  twice  during  the  year  in  November 
and  April.  On  December  10th,  we  held  our  Annual  Senior  Citizens'  Dinner.  On  March  6th,  an  assembly  was  held, 
and  the  day  continued  to  be  designated  as  "J.  C.  Solmonese  Day"  in  recognition  of  Mr.  Solmonese  for  whom  the  school 
was  named.  On  March  25th,  we  held  our  Thirteenth  Annual  Science  Fair  with  over  186  participants.  The  Norton 
Police  Department  sponsored  a  program  with  Officer  Phil  for  safety.  On  May  8th,  the  Annual  Spring  Art/Music 
Festival  took  place  with  the  "Salute  to  Disney  and  Pursuit  of  Happiness"  theme.  The  presentations  were  visual 
arts,  drama,  and  music.  On  May  28th,  the  fifth  graders  from  both  elementary  schools  had  the  opportunity  to  visit 
the  Norton  Middle  School  for  orientation.  Field  days  were  held  in  June  for  all  grade  levels,  and  all  grades 
participated  in  a  field  trip  sponsored  by  the  Solmonese  Parent  Organization.  The  school  year  culminated  on 
Tuesday,  June  16th,  with  our  Annual  Grade  5  Awards  assembly. 

This  year,  numerous  volunteers  and  students  from  Wheaton  College  participated  at  the  J.  C.  Solmonese 
School.  We  were  fortunate  to  have  Wheaton  student-teachers  train  with  Solmonese  teachers.  The  student- 
teachers  in  kindergarten  were:  Betsy  Laurino,  Mrs.  Dion's  class;  Ferrar  Heard,  Mrs.  Cassidy's  class;  and  Erica 
Kaufman,  Mrs.  Porcaro's  class.  In  grade  1,  Emily  Pearce-Spence  with  Mrs.  Kennedy's  class,  Rachel  Zeller  was  the 
grade  2  student  teacher  with  Mrs.  Powers,  in  grade  3,  Melissa  Szlyk  with  Mrs.  Kitchen,  and  Holly  Rachelefsky  was 
in  grade  4  with  Mrs.  Pompei. 

KIND ER G ARTEN  MINNOWS  UNIT,  Mrs.  Christine  Dion,  Unit  Leader: 

Many  whole  class  lessons  developed  reading  and  math  readiness  skills.  The  whole  language  philosophy  was 
explored,  and  much  writing  took  place  in  all  classrooms.  The  science  and  social  science  program  was  enhanced 
through  projects  dealing  with  holidays,  safety,  seasons,  birds,  Pilgrims  and  Indians,  magnets,  dinosaurs,  five 
senses,  nutrition,  planting,  community  helpers,  recycling,  and  transportation. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  children  took  a  full  day  field  trip  to  the  Boston  Children's  Museum  and  also  spent 
part  of  one  day  touring  the  first  grade  rooms  of  both  schools.  An  exciting  field  day  event  and  ice  cream  sundae 
party,  organized  by  the  four  classroom  teachers,  concluded  an  exciting  year  of  learning  and  growing. 

STARFISH  UNIT,  GRADES  1  AND  2,  Mrs.  Karen  Prosky-Monteiro,  Unit  Leader 

The  Starfish  Unit  visited  the  Plymouth  Wax  Museum  and  Cranberry  World  for  their  annual  field  trip  which 
provided  enrichment  and  history  for  students. 

The  unit  contributed  to  the  Senior  Citizens'  Dinner  by  collecting  canned  goods  and  providing  entertainment  at 
the  dinner.  This  unit  also  participated  in  the  Arts/Music  Festival,  field  days,  and  held  a  nutrition  picnic. 

SEAHORSE  UNIT,  GRADES  1  AND  2,  Mrs.  Marcia  Kennedy,  Unit  Leaden 
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The  Seahorse  Unit  has  enjoyed  a  busy  year.  The  activities  they  participated  in  were:  Halloween  costume 
parade,  Thanksgiving  feasts  with  poems  and  songs,  entertaining  at  the  Senior  Citizens'  Dinner,  a  student  teacher 
with  Mrs.  Kennedy,  Easter  egg  hunts,  recycling,  visit  from  Greenpeace  students,  participation  in  drug/alcohol  abuse 
poster  contest,  field  trips  to  Roger  Williams  Park  and  Zoo  in  Providence,  and  a  nutrition  picnic. 

SEAL  UNIT,  GRADE  3,  Miss  Evelyn  Ferreira,  Unit  Leader: 

The  third  graders  participated  in  a  unit  on  Norton-Sturbridge  history  in  the  early  1800's.  They  learned  about 
families,  family  life,  how  schools  were  conducted,  games  and  activities,  arts  and  crafts  of  the  period,  architecture, 
and  life  in  an  agricultural  area.

The  students  in  the  fourth  grade  Dolphin  Unit  were  involved  in  numerous  activities  during  the  1991-1992 
school  year.  In  November,  the  unit  held  a  Thanksgiving  feast.  Mrs.  Pompei  and  Mrs.  Soares  had  their  students 
make  Pilgrim  bread,  and  popcorn  was  made  by  the  students  in  Mrs.  Reinhart's  and  Mrs.  Gilbert's  classes.  Apple 
juice  and  cider  were  also  enjoyed  at  the  feast.

Mr.  Derek  Price  presented  a  slide 
show  on  Navaho  children.  Mr.  Ralph  Rubin,  Mr.  Charles  Thomae,  and  Mr.  Bartlett  addressed  various  history 
topics.  Mrs.  Scanlon  taught  square  dancing  to  Mrs.  Chargin's  class,  while  Mr.  Maynard  explained  to  the  students 
how  pineapples  are  grown.  Also,  Mrs.  DelSignore  shared  her  knowledge  on  beekeeping.  Mrs.  Burkhart  spoke  on 
genealogy,  and  Mrs.  Malloy  spoke  on  stamp  collecting. 

"Off  Broadway"  was  alive  and  well  in  the  Whale  Unit  with  various  class  presentations  throughout  the 
year.  Mrs.  Thomasian's  class  performed  the  "Bashful  Bunny"  to  the  lower  grades.  To  conclude  a  unit  on  pioneer  life, 
Mrs.  Chargin's  children  demonstrated  square  dancing.  "Phoebe  and  the  General",  a  puppet  show,  performed  by  Mrs. 
Carter's  class,  enhanced  the  unit  on  the  Revolutionary  War.  Mrs.  Tarnopol's  class  ended  our  year  with  a  production 
written  and  directed  by  Mr.  William  Ferrara,  entitled  "Pursuit  of  Happiness"  which  has  been  our  school  theme  for 
the  year.  The  presentation  contained  various  skits,  songs,  and  dances  from  different  ethnic  backgrounds. 

Everyone  likes  to  get  the  news,  but  writing  your  own  news  is  much  more  fun.  Miss  Pomerleau's  class  did  just 
that.  Once  the  students  learned  how  a  newsletter  is  compiled,  they  set  out  on  writing  and  publishing  their  own 
"Room  243  News".  The  whole  process  was  completed  on  the  computer  and  included  graphics. 

Once  again,  the  5th  grade  students  participated  in  the  Science  Fair.  A  total  of  74  fifth  graders  presented 
their  projects.  Mark  Bradwin  was  the  overall  winner  for  his  project:   "What  is  Cancer"? 

Many  students  were  involved  in  the  Art/Music  Festival.  Various  mediums  were  displayed,  and  many 
students  demonstrated  their  creative  abilities  both  in  song  and  artistic  talents. 

The  Whale  Unit  caught  the  holiday  spirit  of  giving  by  donating  time  and  materials  to  help  make  the 
Annual  Senior  Citizens'  Dinner  a  success.  Mrs.  Carter's  class  sold  greeting  cards  designed  by  the  children  to  help 
defray  costs  of  the  dinner.  The  children  also  worked  at  home  to  earn  money  to  help  give  an  unfortunate  child  a 
better  holiday. 

This  year's  class  trip  took  the  Whale  Unit  to  "Ringling  Brothers  Barnum  and  Bailey  Circus"  at  the 
Providence  Civic  Center.  The  children  were  dazzled  by  this  wonderful  extravaganza.  We  are  extremely  thankful 
to  the  SPO  for  providing  our  tickets  to  the  performance. 

The  year  culminated  with  our  awards  ceremony  on  June  16th. 
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
